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Mayor Rhctt^s Annual Report 



To the City Council of Charleston: 

Gentlemen: 

A brief retrospection of the past seven years' work may 
not be amiss at this time, when our terms are drawing to a 
close. 

The year 1904, the first year of my former administration, 
was probably the most depressed period in the life of the City 
for at least a quarter of a century. During that year real 
estate touched its lowest ebb since 1883. The assessment of 
all property, real and personal, was only $18,116,705. The 
bonded debt aggregated $3,788,200 or about 21% of the as- 
sessed property; and $3,351,700 of that debt was to mature 
in 1909. Although the records show that nearly 3,000 houses, 
at a reported cost of over $4,000,000, were erected in the City 
between the years 1883 and 1904, yet the actual value of all 
the taxable real estate of the City was only $19,161,000 in 
1904, against $18,942,000 in 1883. In 1895 it had risen as 
high as $25,439,000. The tax rate on the actual value of pro- 
perty for municipal purposes had gone up to 18.5 mills after 
having gone down to 13.2 in 1887 and 1895, the closing years 
of the administrations of Mayor Courtenay and of Mayor Fic- 
ken. 

The City was facing a great crisis in her history. The ma- 
turing debt bore 4% interest. The cities of Savannah and 
Columbia also had large bonded debts maturing about the 
same time. Both had a much better proportion of property 
to debt. The importance of being placed in a position to an- 
ticipate the maturity of our debt and to watch for a favorable 
opportunity to refund it, was at once realized, and legislation 
for that purpose was secured from the Legislature in 1907. 

In the Spring of that year conditions appeared favorable, 
and $1,000,000 of these refunding bonds were offered for sale 
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xiv Mayor Rhett 's Annmd Report, 

or exchange on July Lst. They were oversubscribed at a 
slight premium. On November 1st of the same year $850,000 
more of them were placed upon the market; and, although 
the country was in the midst of one of the severest panics it 
has ever known, the entire amount was again subscribed at a 
slight premium. 

During the year 1908 the remaining $1,500,000 were in like 
manner disposed of, and thus the entire maturing debt of 
$3,350,000 was refunded at 4%. 

So remarkable was this regarded in the financial world, that 
when an additional issue of $300,000 of Sewerage Bonds bear- 
ing only 4% interest, and containing no tax exemption fea- 
ture whatever, was offered in 1910, it was all taken and at a 
slight premium. Again, during the pret-ont year $40,000 
more of these bonds issued to complete thci hcweragc system 
were disposed of at par. In the meantime. Savannah with a 
total bonded debt of less than $3,000,000, and property as- 
sessed at over $47,000,000, was compelled to refund her ma- 
turing bonds at 4^%; and Columbia found it impracticable 
to refund her $800,000 at less than 5%. A saving of 1% on 
the two issues of Charleston bonds means $36,900 per annum : 
— a two mill tax: In the thirty years, which the refunding 
issue has to run, this saving to the taxpayei"s would amount 
to $1,107,000. 

The problem of reducing taxation was an equally jjerplex- 
ing one to face. A close examination of the budget revealed 
the fact that there was little room for further economy. The 
interest on the bonded debt amounted to $155,000. The Po- 
lice and Fire Department were costing $89,000 and $52,000 
respectively. The members of these departments were un- 
derpaid; and the departments were in need of enlargement 
and improvement. The bill for water had just been raised 
from $18,000 to $45,000 — H mills, — under a contract entered 
into several years before. The charitable institutions, main- 
tained by the City for yeai^s, were a heavy burden upon her 
resources, — ^the heaviest per capita tax for this purpose in any 
City in the Union; — but, who would be willing to withdraw 
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Mayor RheWs Annual Report xv 

this support, and abolish one of them ! The arc Ughts were 
costing us $97.50, and other cities were paying from $65 to $75. 
Our financial condition made it impracticable to erect a Ught- 
ing system of our own, but a determined negotiation resulted 
in reducing the rate first to $75; then to $70 and at last to $65, 
— which places us on a parity with the best of our sister cities, 
where the cost of coal is on the same plane. This reduction 
has enabled the City to extend its street fighting about 30% 
at the same cost. 

By a careful scrutiny of the expenditures of each depart- 
ment; by the requirement of more detailed statements from 
each department ; by the reorganization of some of them; par- 
ticularly the Street and Health Departments, — ^and by the 
better systematizing of work and of accounts, considerable 
saving was secured; but it was realized that if the tax rate 
was to be materially reduced, the problem had to be attacked 
from the other side; — the value of property, and the volume 
of profits and business must be increased. Of course, it is 
realized that the nominal tax levy is not the real tax rate. 
The tax levy of Chicago is 75 mills; but its property is assessed 
on a basis of about 25%, and the real rate is ascertained by 
taking that per cent of the tax levy which the assessment of 
property bears to its true value. 

If a piece of property worth $1,000 if assessed at $660 and 
the levy is 28 mills, then the tax paid is $18.48, and the true 
rate is 18.48 mills. If the value of that piece of property is 
increased to $1,450, and the assessment is still $660 then the 
levy of 28 mills, or $18.48; would only be 12.75 mills on the 
actual value. It is also clear that if the gross revenue on the 
property be in each case measured by 10% of its value, then 
in the first case the net income would be $100.00, less $18.48 
or $81.52; and in the second case, $145.00, less $18.48, or $126. 
52. 

Now that is precisely what has occured in the past six 
years, and it was clearly the only business way to handle the 
problem. The following table gives the complete history.

Now while there can be no question as to the advance in 
the value of real estate, nor as to the great decrease in the true 
tax rate upon it; while there can be no question that business 
in practically every line has prospered and yields a greater 
return; that wages have advanced and conditions have vastly 
improved, making the taxes paid less and less of a burden; 
yet there may be some question as to what extent the adminis- 
tration of the goverment of the City had to do with this pros- 
perity. 

That conditions were wretched both with respect to pro- 
perty and business in 1904 and 1905, no one will question; 
that despondency had fallen upon the. people of the City and 
pessimism pervaded the atmosphere all will remember. Let 
us retrace a few steps of the journey since 1902. 

The Exposition held in that year was a marvelous enter- 
prise. It evinced a remarkable spirit. It brought many 
visitors to our City, but unfortunately, conditions were then 
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not such as to be inviting to business enterprises. We had no 
water supply; we had no deep water harbor; we had no sub- 
urbs that were habitable in Summer and no good roads to 
reach them; no terminals with adequate facilities and charges 
on a parity with our neighbors; no freight rates that would 
permit us to expand our business, nor service that would en- 
able us to count on delivery in a reasonable time after the 
goods were shipped; no general freight office from which rates 
to new territory could be obtained and appeals for relief would 
receive some consideration; no passenger station into which a 
traveller could alight in comfort or without positive disgust ; 
no social clubs ilito which visitors whether on business or 
pleasure bent, might meet our business men or the latter 
might meet each other; no modem hospital and no sewerage 
system. 

About that time, the Navy Yard was secured through the 
appeal of Mayor Smyth to Senator Tillman and to the Navy 
Department. About $3,500,000 has been expended there 
and the yearly pay-roll is between a half million and a million. 
Then a system of water supply, which, if not satisfactory to 
all, is at least ample in quantity, and healthy in quality, was 
obtained without the expenditure of a dollar on the part of 
the City and under a contract that gave it every protection 
it could desire. Without some such supply any material 
growth or progress was, of course, impossible. 

The next step was the completion of the harbor work giv- 
ing us 26 feet at low water. This had also been brought about 
through the efforts largely of Mayor Smyth and his adminis- 
tration. Then came the Commercial Club in 1903; the Union 
Station in 1905; the new hospital, the new Police Station and 
the enlarged Citadel in 1905; the removal of terminal charges 
in 1906; the removal of dockage in 1907; the establishment 
of the General Freight Office of the Southern Railway and 
the readjustment of rates, service and claims also in 1907, etc. 

Whatever share may be accorded the City Goverment by 
the public in the re-establishment of confidence and the return 
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of prosperity, there is no doubt that this administration has 
bent all of its efforts and energies to that end. 

The Navy Yard, — ^the water works, — ^the street railway, — 
the harbor improvements — the Army Post, — ^the Union Sta- 
tion were the works of others who were induced to expend 
their money here; but in the past few years the City has shown 
its own faith in the future by the erection of a handsome Po- 
lice Station and a new fire engine house; the construction of a 
sewerage system and the recovery of forty-seven acres of ter- 
ritory from the marshes and mud flats of Ashley River, by the 
erection of a great concrete sea wall 4,000 in length, and by 
filling the enclosure from the bottom of the river. It has done 
much to win back the friendship and confidence of the people 
of our own State. It has not only helped to remove obstacles 
to the development of our trade by a change in the service, 
rates and attitude of the transportation companies doing bus- 
iness here, but it has brought to our support other systems, 
and has advertised our resources and opportunities broadcast 
over the country. 

Advertisement is essential to progress. It is usually un- 
dertaken by Boards of Trade or Commercial Bodies. Here 
it was found impracticable to do so. Unless the City under- 
took it, it was simply not going to be done at all. Yet it is 
manifest that we may have the best harbor, the best freight 
rates, the best cUmate, in fact we may have ever3rthing neces- 
sary to make us the best city on Earth, both for business and 
habitation, yet if the rest of the World doesn't know it, it will 
avail us nothing. 

If this administration has done anything, it has brought 
our advantages to the attention of the Country in an effective 
way; and it has rooted despondency out of the hearts of our 
people and planted there hope and confidence. 

Ykar Books. 

There has been no more important work done in the past 
five or six years than the improvement brought about in the 
statements made by the departments, and constituting the 
Year Book.

Publicity is the surest safeguard against extravagance, 
carelessness, neglect or dishonesty. There is no better evi- 
dence of the careful, economical and efficient expenditure of 
the City's funds than these statements and the vouchers for 
all payments filed with the Treasury Department. 

The City Treasurer, Mr. J. O. Lea, has established a record 
for stating the receipts and expenditures of this City in so clear 
and intelligible a manner that the census department of the 
Government has recommended his statements as models to be 
followed by other cities. He has not tired of well doing, how- 
ever, and each year adds something of value to his previous 
statements. Nor is it only in the method of analysis and 
statement that he excels. The history of his collections and 
of the low cost of making them, places our Treasury Depart- 
ment at the head of the cities of the United States. These 
collections and the cost of making them for the past eleven 
years are as follows :

The duties of the City Trea^^urer are by no means confined 
to the collection of taxes and the payment of bills. They 
have grown from year to year, until the number of accounts 
have multipHed one hundred and twenty fold in six years. 
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Since his accession to the position of Treasurer, upon the 
death of Mr. Campbell in 1893, Mr. Lea has conducted the 
oflSce without any additional help, — ^thus saving the City the 
salary of one clerk, — until the year 1909, when the great in- 
crease in the volume of receipts and disbursements and in the 
number of accounts to be kept, rendered it necessary for him 
to employ a book-keeper. 

In the years 1908 and 1909, the old city 4% bonds were re- 
funded, and in 1909, $300,000 of sewerage bonds were issued. 
This necessitated additional and painstaking work and was 
done without extra clerical help. 

Besides keeping the city funds, the Treasurer is also the 
custodian of the following trust funds: 

Sewerage Sinking Fund 
Commissioners City College Fund 
West End Improvement 
Trustees Orphan House Funds 
Trustees Charleston College Fund 
Fireman Relief Fund 
Police Relief Fund 

I wish to call attention to the method of making up the bud- 
get of this City. It is a model upon which it would be diffi- 
cult to improve. 

Each department is required to make out a detailed state- 
ment of what it needs for the current year, and to place it in 
the hands of the chairman of the Ways and Means Committee 
prior to January 10th. A statement is then made up show- 
ing the appropriation and expenditures of the year before, 
the requisitions of the current year and the recommendations 
of the chairman as to what should be allowed. The full com- 
mittee then considers each requisition with this table before 
it, and makes up the appropriation Bill for the year. In the 
two weeks elapsing between its introduction and its second 
reading, it is published in full and an opportunity for a hear- 
ing given to any one who may desire it. Upon its second

reading, opportunity for amendments is open either to the 
committee or to any alderman and the bill as thus amended 
becomes an ordinance. 

Assessments 

In the comparison of sales with assessments from month 
to month, the City Assessor, Mr. Daniel L. Sinkler, became 
satisfied there were inequalities which should be rectified. 
Upon his recommendation, City Council ordered a valuation 
of the entire real estate of the City, lot by lot, to be jnade by 
a Special Board of Real Estate Brokers. This valuation was 
then furnished the various ward assessors in conjunction with 
the assessments made by themselves in 1910; and they were 
requested to go over their figures in the light of this informa- 
tion and re-assess the property upon a 50% basis. The re- 
sults were then reported to the Board of Equalization for ad- 
justment. WTiatever may be the result, this administration 
has at least furnished the basis for the fairest, the most equit- 
able and the best assessment of real estate that has ever been 
attempted. 

Streets 

In the opening of my first administration in January 1904, 
a Board of Public Works was established, and the street work 
entrusted to its charge. For some years, the Board struggled 
with many difficulties and obstacles, and its fate at times hung 
in the balance, but few now will question the wisdom of this 
step. The success which the Board has met is largely due to 
the unselfish devotion and untiring zeal of its chairman, Mr. 
James R. Johnson. He brought the department out of chaos 
into system and order. The members of the Board lent him 
a vigorous support, without which it would have been im- 
practicable to do so. Work and materials were advertised 
for in a manner .that brought forth real and active competi- 
tion and resulted in getting about 20% more for the njoney 
expended. The reports of that department may be read with 
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profit. It may also be interesting to compare the street im- 
provements during the past thirty (30) years. Only perma- 
nent paving is taken in consideration : —

Note:— During the period of 1908-1910, $183,616.59 was 
expended in the laying of the Kxtended Sewerage System, in 
addition to amount above mentioned, out of money derived 
from the issue of $340,000.00 of 4% Sewerage Bonds — An ex- 
tra levy of 1 mill is yearly made to provide for the interest 
and retirement of this issue. 

Note: — In addition to the amount of $75,000.00 for West End 
Improvement paid out of the general levy, there was expend- 
ed $41,336.20 of money received from the lot owners, and 
$75,444.35 of the $88,000.00 reaHzed from the 95 lots, on which 
the City still has an option to re-purchase, extending to Novem- 
ber 1,1911. 

Sewerage. 

This work is nearly complete. To sewer an entire city in 
fifteen months is a remarkable feat. To sewer one situated 
on a low tongue of land with narrow streets in that time, with 
no great interruption of traffic and no very great inconvenience 
is still more remarkable. The cost of engineering and inspec- 
tion for the laying of such a system would have been 15% or 
$51,000, if put out on regular terms. The actual cost as done 
through the office of the City Engineer ha^ been less than $15, 
000, a saving to the City of $36,000. There has been as yet 
no opportunity to test the system; the inspection has been 
most careful and the tests made show the most perfect joints 
in the pipes laid. Each district will be put into operation as 
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soon as its pit and pumps are installed and all will be in opera- 
tion before the Summer is over. 

Boulevard 

This work is not yet complete. It is hardly probablyit will 
be finished before May 1st. The saving to the City in the cost 
of engineering and inspection by the Engineer and his office 
has been over $25,000. Mr. Dingle has certainly earned his 
salary and the public owe him much more than they have any 
idea of. 

Health 

The reorganization of the Health Department in 1906 by 
the revision of all ordinances in existence in reference thereto; 
the addition (rf many safeguards and some means of enforcing 
them, and the persistent efforts of the Health Officer, Dr. J. 
M. Green, in bringing the public to a realization of the neces- 
sity of observing rules of sanitation, has brought about most 
admirable results. As soon as the sewerage system is in oper- 
ation over the entire City, there will be no reason why our rate 
of mortality, both white and colored, should not compare 
favorably with the best urban rate in the Country. 

Fire Department 

This Department has put its new motor engine in use during 
the past year and has found it fully up to expectations. The 
Gty is spreading and the calls on the Department are grow- 
ing greater and greater. The necessity for its being made a 
fully paid department has become apparent and a beginning 
has been made in that direction during the present year. In 
a short time ''call-men" will be a thing of memory only. 

Police Department 

There has been a marked improvement in the police force 
of the City in the past few years. The physique of the men 
is better, their attendance is better and the esprit-de-corps is 
better, although there is still much to be desired in the latter. 
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The growth of the CSty and its suburbs in the past three years 
has added considerably to the task of this department, and 
the public does not realize the strain it too often has to under- 
go with its limited numbers. 

Salaries and Wages 

Inasmuch as property has advanced about 50% in the past 
seven or eight years, and the true tax rate has been reduced 
lower than ever before, it is only proper that the salaries and 
pay of the men in the departments, whose cost of rent and 
living has of course increased, should be raised. Thus only 
can they share in that prosperity, which has come to the tax 
payer. From time to time, this has been done, and this ad- 
ministration can feel it has acted fairly by both the tax payer 
and the employee. 

In no city in the World, can there be found a more careful, 
and economical expenditure of public money and a more scru- 
pulous regard for the pubUc interests by its officials and em- 
ployees. In no place in the World will there be found such a 
sense of pubUc duty actuating men of the highest ability and 
attainments to a service for the pubUc which no money can 
buy and for no other consideration than a patriotic love of 
their city.

To the Honorable The Mayor 

and City Council of Charleston, S. C. 
Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit my Annual Report of this 
Department for the fiscal year ending December Slst, 1910, 
The assessed value of real estate and personal property re- 
turned for taxation is as follows : 

Real Estate $13,742,850 00 

Personal Property 5,042,144 00

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A detailed statement showing the number of permits is- 
sued in the different wards accompanies this report, to which 
I refer. 

The record of sales of real estate during the past year 
shows 540 pieces assessed at $693,155.00, sold for $1,531,380.00 
an advance of 120.92 per cent over assessments, and 7 pieces 
assessed at $12,140.00, sold for $10,050.00 a decrea.sc of 20.79 
per cent on assessments. 

TAXES. 

Real Estate : — The records show that over a Million and a 
half of dollars worth of real estate changed hands during the 
past year at a steady advancement over the assessments. A 
careful statement of the comparisons of assessments with the 
sales of real estate for the past year has bfen compiled by 
wards, to which your attention is invited. The Special Board 
of Appraisei*s appointed by Council for the purpose of apprais- 
ing the real estate of the city has completed its work, and 
filed its report in this office. The work of the Board has been 
most painstaking and thorough. A comparison of it« ap- 
praisments with the actual sales of property during the cur- 
rent year will reveal that its conclusions have been remarka- 
bly accurate. 

The Board of Equalization has ordered a re-assessment of 
real estate for 1911, and has given to the ward assessors for 
their guidance the assessments made by the Special Board. I 
am firmly conxdnced that the city is going to secure by this 
method the most perfect assessment of real estate ever ob- 
tained by any community, and each citizen pay his just pro- 
portion of the tax levy. Taking the selling price as given by 
the Special Board of Appraiser, as a basis, and make the assess- . 
ment such a per cent, of this value as will give the desired 
amount for the total assessed value of real estate in the city as 
will not materially increase the amount to be paid as State 
and County Tax, but distribute justly to each piece of real es- 
tate its proportion of taxes for all purposes. 
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PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

The returns show a decided decrease over the previous year. 
This decrease is due to the Insurance Companies being exempt 
from taxes on their gross premiums under a decision of our Su- 
preme Court. It is indeed a problem, and one of the most vex- 
atious ones, that confronts the Assessor is how to get personal 
property on the tax books. It is very difficult to get at and 
only by perseverance and the employment of tact and well di- 
rected efforts is it possible for this department to obtain in- 
creased returns in proportion to the growth of invested values 
in this city. The Special Board of Equalization passes on 
these returns once a year and I would recommend that they 
give more time and closer scrutiny to these returns, if they will 
do this I am satisfied that thousands of dollars will be added to 
the tax books and thereby relieving our real estate of a pro- 
portion of its present heavy tax burden. 

LICENSES. 

The regular application for business Ucenses shows an in- 
crease of $16,923.75 as compared with 19Q9 — ^this large increase 
is mainly due to the Ucenses of insurance companies being at 
a higher rate this year than last in lieu of all taxes. I would 
earnestly recommend that a committee from your honorable 
body be appointed to revise the Classification of Licenses on 
more equitable and modern lines as we are now operating un- 
der a classification which was adopted some twenty or twenty- 
five years ago. 

RENUMBERING THE STREETS. 

Again must I reiterate and urge the importance of having 
the city renumbered. The city has not been renumbered in 
years. A great many new houses and flats have been built in 
that time and consequently the numbers have become rather 
niixed up, in fact I may say that the present numbering is sim- 
ply a burlesque, and continually the office is receiving corn- 
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plaints from citizens that their mail, packages, etc., are going 
astray owing to houses having the same number in the same 
street. 

I cannot close this report without expressing my appre- 
ciation of the services of the gentlemen in the office, namely 
Mr. E. H. Waring, Chief Clerk, Mr. E. 0. Hall, temporary clerk 
and License Inspector John P. KSullivan whom I commend to 
the kindly regard of your honorable body.

ANNUAL REPORT OF CITY SHERIFF. 

Charleston, S. C. December 31st, 1910. 

To the Honorable the Mayor 

and City Council^ Charleston, S, C. 

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following condensed report of 
the business of this office for the year ending December 31st, 
1910: 

Executions for delinquent tax of year 1909 were issued 
to me by the City Treasurer November 15th, 1909. The 
amount of this tax collected by me from November 15th, 
1909 to December 31st, 1909 was included in my annual re- 
port rendered you December 31st, 1909. 

All executions for delinquent taxes, prior to executions ot cur- 
rent year, sent me by the City Treasurer, are practically collect- 
ed, for instance; for years 1908 and 1909 there is only a small 
amount due, which will be closed out early in year 1911, delay in 
collecting balance caused by litigation, etc. Tax executions 
collected during year 1911, as follows: — Of the tax of year 
1908 collected. Tax ninety-fiVe 54-100 dollars ($95.'54); 
School Tax forty-eight cents (.48c); Penalty and Costs, 
twelve 31-100 dollars ($12.31); Total, one hundred and 
eight 33-100 dollars ($108.33). 

Of the Tax Executions of 1909 I have collected from January 
1st, 1910 to December 31st, 1910, and paid to City Treasurer. 
Tax four thousand five hundred and eighteen 97-100 dollars 
($4,518.97) ; School tax, three hundred and ninety-five 79-100 
dollars; Penalty and costs two hundred and ninety-six 81-100 
dollars ($296.81), making total cash collections for tax of year 
1909, five thousand two hundred and eleven 57-100 ($5,211.57) 
and marked '* Nulla Bona'' by order of the Committee of 
Ways and Means. Tax four hundred and ninety 18-100 
dollars ($490.18) and School tax, forty-four 29-100 dollars 
($44.29). 
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Tax Executions for year 1910 were issued to me by the 
City Treasurer, November 15th, 1910. From this date to 
December 31st, 1910, I have collected and marked "Nulla 
Bona'', by order of the Committee of Ways and Means, a 
total of tax, five thousand two hundred and twenty-four 
39-100 dollars ($5,224.39) ; School Tax, four hundred and 
sixty-eight 57-100 dollars ($468.57); Penalty and Costs, 
two hundred and twenty-five 58-100 dollars ($225.58.) 

Of Executions against License Delinquents, I have collected 
five hundred and thirty-eight 00-100 dollars ($538.00). 

All property sold for taxes have been redeemed by the 
owners, with one exception, if not redeemed before the ex- 
piration of six months from date of sale, title and possession 
will be given the purchaser.

To The Mayor and Aldermen 

OF THE City of Charleston, S. C. 

Gentlemen: 

The Board of Public Works respectfully submits this, its 
Annual Report of receipts, expenditures, and work accom- 
plished during the year 1910 as set forth in the Report of the 
City Engineer, and the reports of the several standing com- 
mittees. Your attention is earnestly directed thereto as 
they set forth the work in great detail. 

It is with satisfaction that the Board refers you to the va- 
rious reports hereto attached, which show a marked improve- 
ment in the conduct of the Department under its various 
committees. The Board can truthfully claim that the streets 
have been kept cleaner, more garbage has been collected, and 
the systematic cutting of grass during the Spring and Summer 
months has proved so satisfactory that no complaints from 
this source have reached the Department. In order to min- 
imize the amount of breakage in garbage cans the plan is 
now in vogue whereby the drivers return the empty garbage 
cans within the gate of the residences, thereby resulting in 
quicker service, less breakage, and more satisfaction gener- 
ally from the citizens. In spite of the vigorous campaign 
inaugurated by the Health Department sometime back where- 
by numerous offenders were arrested and fined for not pro- 
viding themselves with garbage receptacles according to law, 
there are still a great many who neglect this very important 
duty, and we would recommend that another crusade along 
this line be inaugurated. The new Sewerage System, which 
is now being inaugurated under the direction of the Board 
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of Sewer Commissioners has resulted in a great disruption 
of our streets, and it is the desire of the Board to call your 
attention, and that of the pubUc to the fact that the Board 
of Public Works is in no way responsible for this disruption, 
and is not responsible for the return of the strets to the same 
condition as they were before the sewerage work was begun, 
until such a time, which will be one year after the last re- 
paving is done, when the Sewer Board will be expected to 
formally turn over the streets, so far as repaving is concerned, 
to the Board of Public Works in the same condition in which 
they received it. It may be as well just here to state the facts 
regarding this disruption as a matter of knowledge, as well 
as of record. The Board of Public Works gave permission 
to the Sewer Board to disrupt the streets for the purpose of 
prosecuting their work with the understanding that they, 
the Sewer Board, would see to it that the streets would be 
returned to the same condition as received by them one year 
after the last repaving had taken place. It seems that the 
Sewer Board requested through its contractor to be allowed 
to leave the paved streets, which had been disrupted, open 
for six months after the said disruption had taken place, us- 
ing the argument that first class repavdng could not be done 
in a shorter period than that, as they required the action of 
the weather, as well as traffic to pack the soil in the trenches, 
so as to give a suitably firm foundation to prevent the repav- 
ing from sinking. This the Board of Public Works refused 
to allow, while they recognized the argument advanced as 
being correct, and realizing that it is impossible to repack 
green soil, as well as nature originally did, still they felt that 
the inconvenience to traffic and the citizeas generally would 
not warrant these trenches remaining unpaved for such a 
length of time as requested, then it was that the Sewer Bop.rd 
agreeed with its contractor whereby repaving nmst commence 
not later than 45 days after said disruption. There being a 
clause in the contract between the Sewer Board and the Con- 
tractor, whereby the Contractor is required to repave the dis- 
rupted areas from time to time as irregularities or .'^inks may 
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appear, and that there will be a final inspection within one 
year after pavement is laid, after which if the paving is ac- 
ceptable to the Sewer Board, they, the Sewer Board, will then 
turn the streets over, so far as their repaving is concerned,. 
to the Board of Public Works in the same condition 
as they were received by them. They will then be subject to 
inspection by the Board of Public Works before finally being, 
accepted, thus you will see that the present disrupted con- 
dition of the streets is beyond the control, for the time being, 
of the Board of Public Works. 

IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED FOR THE COMING 
YEAR. 

In the matter of improvements for 1910, the following 
list has been prepared, arranged in order as they appear to the 
Board to be of the greatest importance, omitting sidewalks 
except when incident to the raising of streets. The approx- 
imate cost as prepared by the City Engineer is added thereto. 

Your Board in listing the streets upon which it would re- 
commend improvements, would caH your attention to the fact 
that there is no street running east and west between spring 
and Calhoun which Ls [)aved with blocks or brick, and it is 
important for fire protection that Morris Street, which is 
complete as far west as Coming, to be carried on to Rut- 
ledge. It Is an expensive piece of work, owing to the large 
amount of fillhig nece.ssary, but at the same time it is, in the 
judgment of the? Bourd, of the great<»st importance to under- 
take it at once. 

Your Board is aiming to n^move the blocks and cobbles on 
King Street and Rutledge Averme as they are needed for 
other streets, and replace them with brick: also to con- 
nect the bridge and the Union Station with a brick roadway 
through Cannon, King and Columbus. There is no cross 
street of brick north of Wentworth save a portion of George, 
and the most pressing need in this respect would seem to be 
Cannon Street. On the East side of the city, America Street 
has been extended through the marshes and can be made 
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another avenue to the suburbs. This street from the Mall 
southward is much used. In was macadamized some years 
ago, and has worn to a point where something must be done 
to repair it. Your Board thinks it would be best to lay brick 
there. No less permanent roadway will stand the traflSe, 
which moves over it, long. Farther down town, your Board 
thinks Church Street should be paved with brick, beginning 
with Water Street, and going Northward as soon as funds per- 
mit. 

Water Street is in a condition which needs attention. It 
has always been below grade. Recently the sidewalks were 
graded and paved at the request of the Aldermen from that 
ward, and this left the roadway so low that ingress and 
egress to and from the premises on that street at its East end 
become almost impossible. It was necessary to take up the' 
cobbles and fill the street so as to relievo this condition. 
Your Board does not think it advisable to lay any cobbles, 
and hence has left the street as thus raised with earth, for 
the further action of Council. It would recommend brick as 
the proper paving.

NEW STABLE AND CITY LOT. 

A year ago the Board urged your honorable body to in- 
vestigate the feasibiUty of procuring a suitable sight, not 
only for stable purposes, but also for storage of repair mate- 
rial, the housing of steam-rollers, and other paraphernalia 
and implements necessary for use in our Department. Twice 
during the past year the Board has interested itself in obtain- 
ing options on various pieces of property, which would have 
been suitable for this purpose, but for one reason or another 
the Ways and Means Committee could not see their way 
clear to recommend said purchase, the Board respectfully 
called your attention to the fact that the lot that we are now 
leasing for this purpose has been raised in rental twice, and 
is not situated advantageously from an economical stand- 
point for handling material as it is not located either on the 
railroad or on the waterfront, and we would again urge the 
great advantage it would be to the city for them to acquire 
a suitable location. The advantage of having the storage 
lot and stables on the same piece of ground are self-evident, 
among others the fact that all city property would be con- 
tinually under the personal care of the Storekeeper by day 
and the watchman by night. 

In the selection of a sight three important conditions should 
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be met, important in the order as mentioned, first, central, 
second, proximity to the railroad, third, on the water front. 
The advantages to be derived from a location, which meets 
these conditions would be faciUty in reaching any portion 
of the city with least loss of time; saving in cost of handling 
and inspection of material received by rail or water, elimi- 
nating the cost of cartage from railroad or wharf to lot, and 
permitting the storage of material until needed on street, 
without extra cartage. It is evident that the longer the pur- 
chase of a suitable sight is deferred, the more will eventually 
have to be paid for the same. 

COMMENT. 

The Board respectfully suggests that the Aldermen and 
the citizens generally co-operate with our Department in 
keeping up the efficiency of our work, as the best results can 
only be obtained by our better class of citizens setting an 
example in following the rules; taking a pride in the street 
in front of their various premises, as observing the garbage 
regulations, using the proper kind of receptacles, and plac- 
ing the same on the street at the right time. 

We also feel that we cannot close this report without com- 
mending our staff of officers for their zeal in their work, par- 
ticularly is this true of our most efficient City Engineer, Mr. 
J. H. Dmgle. 

In conclusion would say, that with over $100,000.00 worth 
of work asked for, most of which is a necessity, and all of 
which would be a decided improvement, the Board has found 
it very difficult to go outside of the actual wants of the City 
as presented by citizens in their various localities by peti- 
tion and otherwise, to suggest any decided new plans for the 
coming year; with between $30,000.00 and $40,000.00 appro- 
priated according to the rate allowed, and from which must 
be deducted $12,000.00 for sidewalks and from $3,000.00 to 
$5,000.00 for drains, according to circumstances, as a matter 
of fact for 1910 the expenditure was over $7,000.00 for this 
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purpose, there is a decided shortage, therefore we would ask 
two and half mills be appropriated to be expended practically 
as per above list in order of precedence, so far as it may go 
after deducting the regular pro rate for the year 1911 for im- 
provements ordered by Council. If any of the above or 
other items are specially desired by Council the Board asks 
instructions and appropriations to cover the same.

Charlotte Street, from ^^'ashington to Concord, fill and sur- 
face with cinders. 

Vanderhorst Street, North side, from Smith Street to Rut- 
ledge Avenue, raise and repave. 
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The Vitrified brick road on Rutledge Avenue from Sumter to 
Cleveland, Street and on Cleveland Street from King 
Street to Rutledge Ave., Hampton Park, is now under 
construction and is about 75 per cent advanced towards 
completion, the work having been delayed by difficulty in 
obtaining curb promptly, by the construction of sewers 
throughout the length of the street which was to be 
paved and by the construction of drains in portions of 
the street not previously provided with drainage facili- 
ties. The work here was further embarrassed by the 
construction of a double track street railway along the 
whole length of the street. At present, material is being 
promptly furnished and the work should be completed 
in about three weeks. 
Of the list of improvements recommended in the Report 

of January 1st. 1909, there remains untouched the following: ' 

Rutledge Avenue, from Wentworth Street northward, vitri- 
fied brick. 

Trumbo Street, from Rutledge Avenue to Trapman Street, 
raise. 

Trapman Street, from Queen Street to Broad, raise. 

Queen Street, from Rutledge Avenue to Franklin, raise and 
macadamize. 

Gadsden Street, from Beaufain Street to Bennett Street, raise. 

Coming Street, from Spring Street to Bogard Street, brick 
or bituminous macadam. 
To these should be added the following streets which 

have been called to our attention at one time or another: — 

Water Street, from Church Street to East Battery, vitrified 
brick. 

Church Street from Broad Street to Water Street, vitrified 
brick. 

America Street, from Hampden Mall southward, vitrified 
brick. 

Vanderhorst Street, from Rutledge Avenue to Thomas Street, 
raise and macadamize. 

Morris Street, from Rutledge Avenue to Coming Street, raise 
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and pave with Granite blocks. 
Lucas Street from Mill northward, raise. 
President Street, from Bee to Cannon, raise. 
Tradd Street, from Greenhill Street westward, raise and repave. 
Smith Street from Queen Street to Beaufain Street, raise 

roadway. 
Palmetto Street, from Lucas Street to Ashley Avenue, raise. 
King Street, from Warren Street northward, vitrified brick. 

During 1909 a large area of Granite block paving was replac- 
ed by vitrified frick and the granite blocks for which vitrified 
brick was substituted were used to pave unimproved roadways. 
During 1910 all of the vitrified brick paving was laid on streets 
previously unimproved or at least not provided with perma- 
nent paving and for this reason no Granite block paving was 
laid, only $231.89 having been charged to '^New Granite 
Block Roadways, ' ' which were laid in 1909 and paid for in 
1910. 

For *^New Vitrified Brick Roadway'' there was expended 
a total of $28,699.46. The brick was obtained from Mack 
Manufacturing Go's Yard, New Cumberland, West Virginia, 
and was adopted after tests for cross breaking, crushing, ab- 
sorption and abrasion in comparison with samples from three 
or four other manufacturers. 

No ''New Macadam Roadways" were laid during 1910. 
A Stretch of shell road has been constructed on brigade 
Street from Meeting Street to America Street and furnishes 
improved traflSc facilities for the industries and truck farms in 
that neighborhood. Through an agreement with the Standard 
Oil Company the material for this road was furnished to the 
City without cost, the work of grading and of spreading the 
shell having been done by the Chain Gang. 

''Earth Road Improvements" in the nature of fiUing low 
streets and grading same cost S59().69. This expenditure has 
sei'ved to raise several low lying streets above the level of 
spring tides but there remains still an appreciable number of 
other streets similarly circumstanced which deserve atten- 
tion. 
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*'New Granite Curb/' to the extent of 24 car loads 
or about 3f miles, was purchased and laid costing $3,492.61. 
A large amount of old curb was reset to new levels and grades 
and some re-adjusted which is not included in the above. 

''New Concrete Sidewalks'' ordered during the year 
amounted to 6,284.4 Sq. Yds., costing $7,267.10 which in- 
cludes grading, filling where necessary, preparation of founda- 
tion and labor and material for construction. 

''Blue Stone Flag Sidewalks" were laid to the extent of 
1526.6 Sq. Yds., representing an expenditure of $1,412.46. 
This amount does not include the value of the flag stones 
which in each case were removed from some other locality 
where concrete had been substituted or were relaid in the same 
walk after the latter had been raised. 

The use of rejected vitrified brick for street crossings or 
footways over imimproved streets has been continued as in 
previous years with satisfactory results. 

New Drains were laid during 1910 to the extent of 6416 
Lin. ft., costing $7,478.85 a somewhat larger amount than 
usual for one year's expenditure but rendered necessary by 
the absence of drains on the streets^ which were to be paved 
with vitrified brick. With the enhancment in value of property 
on these streets due to the improvement of the stree^ the 
necessity for drains would become pressing in a very short 
time and they were constructed in advance of the paving so as 
to avoid the disruption later on of an improved roadway 
within a short time of its completion. These drains consisted 
of. terra cotta pipe varying in diameter from 12 inches to 24 
inches. 

Maintenance and Repairs. 

The expenditures under this head amounted to $13,709.04 
and includes, repairs to drains, sidewalks, roadways and other 
items. Among the more improtant of these may be mentioned : 

Brick Road Repairs rendered necessary by failure or set- 
tlement of underlying drains or by causes not covered by the 
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contractors guarantee. The expenditure on this account was 
$170.80. The brick raods are in a very good condition al- 
though they have in a measure, together with all the other 
city roads, suffered by reason of the construction of the new 
Sewerage System now in progress. 

Granite Block and Cobble Repairs cost $3,292.30. Of this 
class of roadway we have within the city about twenty miles 
laid on sand foundation. Considering this and taking into 
account the continual opening and closing of the pavements 
for repairs to drains, sewers water and gas services and innu- 
merable other purposes the maintenance charge is very light. 

Asphalt Road Maintenacne cost $91.50 which is very small 
even for the limited area of this class of pavement. Our as- 
phalt roads are now more than fifteen years old notwithstand- 
ing which they are in fairly good condition. The time however 
is approaching when these roads will have to be re-surfaced and 
it would be wise to make provision for this contingency. 

On Repair to Macadam Roadtoays there has been expended 
a total of $1,228.21 which has seemed to keep the macada- 
mized roads in fair condition. A considerable expenditure 
however, as previously reported, will be necessary to place 
them in first class condition but such expenditure is not ad- 
vised at this time while the treets are being torn up for the con- 
struction of a Sewerage System and while plans for the substi- 
tution of brick for macadam on some of the streets at least 
are being considered. 

Bituminoics Macadam Repairs cost $150.53 and the roadways 
of this material are in very good condition with the excep- 
tion of Hutson Street which needs extensive repairs. 

SheU Roads were repaired to the extent of $1,162.58 the 
practice having been followed of sending a repair gang over 
the roads at definite intervals and repairing whatever defects 
might be found. In the above charge is included, the cost 
of oiling the Meeting Street Shell Road which amounted to 
approximately 5ic per square yard. The results of oiling 
have not been as satisfactory as those obtained on Macadam 
roadways. 
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The shell having been thoroughly compacted by rolling and 
by traffic does not absorb the oil but to a very limited extent 
and the comparatively shallow depth to which the oil pene- 
trates is soon abraded by traffic and blown away. 

Earth Road Repairs required an expenditure of $2,416.90 
for filling low areas and depressions, grading and dressing up 
generally. 

Clay Gravel Roads have been repaired to the extent of 
$224.48 only and are in a far from satisfactory condition. In 
view of the fact that the construction of a sewerage system, 
now in progress, has necessitated and will further necessi- 
tate the tearing up of a large area of Clay-gravel roadways 
and in further consideration of the fact that plans are being 
discussed for the substitution of permanent roadways for 
those paved with clay-grayel there has been expended as 
little as possible on this class of paving, barely enough to 
keep them passable. 

Plank Road Repairs cost $7().43. This expenditure was 

made for the maintenacne of the only strip of plank road now 

in use in the City, viz., on Concord Street, south of Laurens, 

extending along the wharf property of the Southern Railway. 

Curb Repairs cost $95.20. 

Sidewalk Repairs amounted to considerable in compari- 
son with the previous year. For this purpose there was ex- 
pended the following amounts: —

$2,690.91 

These repairs were scattered over the twelve wards of the 
City and were rendered necessary by displacement of walks 
by three roots, by wash-outs and numerous other causes. 
No large expenditure has been made on any one locality. 

For Drain Repairs there was expended $2,109.20, this in- 
cludes reconstruction of broken drains and removals of sand 
tcaform -qobasins. 
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Equipment. 

The equipment of the Highway Department in addition

In the foregoing I have endeavored to set forth as thor- 
oughly as passible the operations of the Department during 
the past year feeling that all matters connected with Public 
Work are of considerable pubUc interest. While an earnest 
effort has been made to obtain durable and substantial re- 
sults and to reduce expenses to the very lowest figure consis- 
tent with good work there is however, a limit to the reduction 
of expenses by reason of the fact that provision has to be 
made for repair work of all description connected with the 
various branches of the Board of Public Works and to con- 
duct this work, which is naturally variable in amount as well 
as in character, an organization must be maintained even 
when the demands are light. 

Our contract prices compare favorably with those- of other 
cities similarly situated with reference to transportation fa- 
cilities. 

There ha.s been little complaint during the year and nonp 
of a serious character. In the construction of vitrified brick 
roadways which seem to retain their position in popular favor 
for residential and other streets of not very heavy traffic, 
grades have been changed and sidewalk lines re-adjusted 
without complaint from parties affected thereby. 

Roadways of creosoted wood blocks, asphalt blocks and 
sheet asphalt have been considered but the increased cost of 
same compared with vitrified brick renders the last named 
more desirable under existing conditions. ' 

The feasibility of surfacing cobble stone and granite block 
roadways with sheet asphalt has been suggested but is im- 
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practicable by reason of the fact that the cobbles and granite 
blocks would first have to be taken up and relaid to a uniform 
surface at a lower grade before the asphalt could be applied; 
otherwise the finished surface would encroach on the curb face 
and would project above car tracks, manholes, etc. The 
cost of the labor alone for this procedure would be consid- 
erable and in the case of granite blocks paving the value of the 
blocks* added to the labor of relaying same before surfacing 
with asphalt would raise the cost above that of a concrete 
foundation. 

Street Sprinkling, exclusive of that necessary for street 
sweeping operations, has been performed during the year, 
in dry weather, to the full capacity of one 600 gallon 2 horse 
sprinkler. The services of this sprinkler have been devoted 
mainly to macadam and clay gravel streets and requests have 
been made for sprinkler service which we were unable to af- 
ford. It must not be forgotten that the amount expended 
for this service is obtained by economies in other branches 
of the Department there being no special appropriation for 
this purpose. 

In other cities a plan which appears to work satisfactory 
has been adopted by which the City furnishes sprinkler ser- 
vice upon request of one-half of the property frontage, charg- 
ing the actual cost of same, exclusive of equipment, to the 
property and requiring the street railways to sprinkle their 
right of way. Reports indicate that this service costs from 
4c to 7c per Uneal foot per annum. 

In conclusion I beg leave to express the appreciation of 
myself and my associates for your continued confidence and 
for courtesies extended to us.

The amount of material moved during 1910 was consider- 
ably in excess of that moved during the previous year and 
this fact together with the condition of streets, rendered diffi- 
cult of passage and at times impassable by reason of excava- 
tions for the new sewerage system, must be considered when 
comparing the year's work with that of previous years. At 
times the cart drivers have had to carry by hand the garbage 
receptacles for a distance of half a block or more in locations 
where narrow streets were obstructed, their work being con- 
siderably delayed by this operation. Notwithstanding these 
draw-backs the work has been accomplished promptly and 
efficiently. 

During the year twelve mules were purchased for the Scav- 
enger Department and 10 old mviles were sold at public auc- 
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tion. Seven old carts were sold during the year. One mule 
died during the year. 

I would recommend that during the coming year four or 
five additional watertight dump carts be purchased to take 
the place of those undergoning repairs from time to time; also 
that ten or twelve sets of new harness be purchased, since the 
present equipment in that line is reported as being in bad 
condition; also that provision be made for the purchase of 
one or two mules, should necessity arise, since even now one 
of our old mules is recommended for sale by the veterina- 
rian; also the purchase of some tools for use in ^pairing carts, 
sweepers, etc. 

In view of the above I recommend that an appropriation 
of $23,000.00 be requested for 1911. 

I enclose report received from the Chief of Bureau Street 
Cleaning. 

In conclusion let me express to you my appreciation of 
courtesies received and let me commend the results obtained 
by Mr. W. J. Bennett and his associates, Mr. M. J. Morrison 
and Mr. George E. Courtenay.

The Sweeping Schedule of the previous year was continued 
during 1910 and proved satisfactory, the results being the 
best that could be obtained within the appropriation and with 
due consideration to the fact, that the construction of a sew- 
erage system for the City, necessitating the tearing up of 
. streets for the purpose of laying, not only main sewers but 
house connections as well, unavoidably interfered with the 
sweeping schedule 'and increased the cost of the work accom- 
plished. 

The increase in area of Vitrified brick roadways adds ma- 
terially to our expenses in as much as a '*Pick up Sweeping 
Machine'' and operator must be provided for every four or 
five blocks of this of brick road constructed. 

Where brick paving replaces paving of other character on 
which a patrol has previously been maintained the diflference 
only in cost of operation, added to the cost of equipment 
must be met by the Department, but in cases where brick 
roadways are laid on streets previously unimproved the 
total cost of equipment and operation must be provided. 
During this present year 1911, considerably new brick road 
of the latter class will be completed for which patrols will 
have to be provided. 

Two grass cutting gangs were sent out on May 15th con- 
sisting of 1 Foreman and six laborers each. The work of 
these gangs was satisfactory as evidenced by the absence of 
complaints. 

The Chain Gang under the direction of Capt. Jas. Kelly 
was utilized for cutting grass and weeds above Line Street 
and rendered good service. 

During the year, seven thousand and two hundred and 
fifty six (7256) loads (1 cu. yd. each) of sweepings and sand- 
pit cleanings were collected and moved, necessitating the use 
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fo four thousand one hundred and fifty-seven (4157) 
sprinkler loads of water of 6(J0 gallons each. 

In addition to this five thousand and eighty-seven sprink- 
ler loads of water were used for dust laying in dry weather. 

The cost of forage for each month, the present equipment, 
and other information concerning the Street Sweeping De- 
partment will be found under the accompanying Report on 
Garbage Collection. 

One New Sprinkler and two mules were purchased during 
the year. 

For the year 1911 we would recommend an appropriation 
of $$22,300,00. This would enable us to purchase 1 Two- 
horse Sweeper and 1-600 gal. Sprinkler both of which will be 
needed during the year.

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Remarks. 

Bofore closing this report I feel constrained from a sense 
of duty to call your attention to the condition of the Police 
Fjrce, which is numerically and physically absolutely inad- 
equate to meet present demands. 

Owing to increa^sed business and the building in new ter- 
ritory within the city limit^i, there has been a corresponding 
increase of new posts to be filled. Not only is the uU fstrengi h 
of the force insufficient to control the situation, but the num- 
ber of policemen detailed specially to enforce the Dispeasary 
Law has les^sened the quota for street duty. The force is 
further weakened by having men, who from age and long 
senice have become so physically impaireil as to be under 
the standard required for a policeman. To summarily dis- 
charge these men would not only be heartless, but little less 
than criminal. 

If it l)e not practical, then, to add to the strength of the 
force by increasing its numbers, the only solution to the prob- 
lem would be to augment the Police Relief and Pension Fund. 
That fund is now over sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000), 
and by transferring to it annually a portion of the police fines 
turned into the City Treasury, the fund would soon become 
large enough to bear interest sufficient to retire the dass of 
policemen mentioned above, on half pay, and fill their places 
by younger and more efficient men. 

You will find in this report the total amount of police fines 
for the year to be a large one, as has been the case for several 
years past.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with Section 782, Revised Ordinances, I 
herewith respectfully submit the Annual Report of the City 
Engineer's Department for the year ending December 31st, 
1910. Reports on '* Sewerage'' and on *' Sewerage Exten- 
sion" prepared by us for the Board of Sewer Commissioners, 
and reports on ''Highways" ''Street Cleaning" and "Garb- 
age Collection" prepared for the Board of Public Works, 
contain much that appertains to the Engineer's Department 
but since these reports are published elswhere in this Year 
Book, it is not considered necessary to repeat them, or even 
portions of them here. 

From time to time inspections have been made of Street 
Sighs and neczssary renewals and repairs arranged. Acet- 
ylene Gas Generators of which we have knowledge, have been 
inspected as required by ordinance and inspections of rail- 
road passenger station have been made.

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REPORT OF CITY ELECTRICIAN. 

To theMayor and Alder men of the City of 
Charleston, S. C. 

Gentlemen : 

I beg leave to submit for your consideration my fifteenth 
Annual Report, for the year 1910. 

One (1) permit was issued to, and one hundred and six 
(106) poles set by the Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and also forty-two (42) anchors set during the year 
1910. 

Thirty eight (38) permits were issued to, and one hundred 
and five (105) poles set by the Charleston Consolidated Rail- 
way and Lighting Company during the year 1910. 

The Postal Telegraph Company are rebuilding their pole 
lines throughout the city, and will not finish until about the 
1st of February, 1911. 

I would again call to your attention to my recommendation 
of the last couple of years in regard to some steps being taken 
to have the electric light and power wires placed underground, 
as same are very dangerous, and especially in case of high 
winds and storms. 

Permission was granted to the Charleston Consolidated 
Railway and Lighting Company on May 7th to run a car 
over its new tracks on Rutledge Ave., from Cleveland Street 
to the City Boundary. 

On July 9th I inspected the new extension of the Charleston 
Consolidated Railway and Lighting Company tracks on 
Rutledge Ave., Spring Street, President Street, Doughty 
Street, Lucas Street, and Calhoun Street, and found that same 
complied with the City Ordinance, and the City Engineer hav- 
ing accepted the track work, etc., I allowed the current to be 
turned on the above extension. 

Commencing the twelfth (12) year of Municipal Inspection. 
During the year there were issued 1082 permits to do elec- 
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trical construction; made 2541 inspections including old and 
new installations; issued 779 certificates covering 7437 in- 
candescent lights, 2 alternating arc lights, 155 fans, 59 mo- 
tors (equivalent to 299 J horse power), 1 picture machine, 22 
rectifiers, 2 electric pianos, 4 meter loops, 18 rewiring, 1 dy- 
namo, and 20 vacuum cleaner outlets. Issued 47 special cer- 
tificates covering 1142 incandescent lights, 10 fans, 4 picture 
machines, 3 motors (equivalent to 5J horse power) 1 rectifier, 
and 1 meter loop. 

UNDERGROUND SYSTEM. 

During the year we set six (6) test posts and ran laterals to 
same, and hauled in and connected up 4303 feet of cable on 
Tradd Street, Wentworth Street and East Bay Street, and 
same is working very satisfactorily. 

Took down 12,225 feet of overhead wires on Franklin Street, 
Savage Street, Tradd Street, Wentworth Street, East Bay 
Street, Anson Street, and Laurens Street. 

Took down the old fire and police poles on Tradd Street, 
Wentworth Street and East Bay Street.

that, with $13.10 makes a total of $71.05, amount left over for 
the year 1910. 

INSPECTION OF THEATRES. 

Under the ordinance this department has inspected the per- 
formances at the Academy of Music and the moving picture 
shows, and examined the electrical apparatus used in the 
buildings, and found same in good condition. 

LIGHTING THE CITY. 

The streets of the city are now lighted with 275 arc lights 
of 1200 (normal) candle-power, 582 gas lights of 60 (normal) 
candle-power, and 11 — 32 candle-power series incandescent 
lights. 

During the month of January, one (1) gas light was put into 
service; March, two (2) gas lights; June, one (1) gas light; 
July, one (1) gas light ; August, discontinued fourteen (14) gas 
lights; September, replaced four (4) gas lights; December, dis- 
continued one (1) gas light; May, three (3) arc lights; July, 
two (2) arc lights; August, eighteen (18) arc lights; September, 
two (2) arc lights; November, one (1) arc light ; December, one 
(1) arc light.

FIRE ALARM TO THE WATER WORKS 

During the month of July raised the wires higher crossing 
the main line of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad tracks at 
Saxon, S. C. at their request. 

Gong in Superintendent's residence burnt out by Ughtning, 
July 29th, new magnets put in morning of August 16th, fire 
burnt down three hundred (300) feet of the hne on Meeting 
Street road, north of the City Boundary, and same was tem- 
porarily repaired that day. 

In November repaired the gong in the Superintendent's 
residence, and raised the wires crossing the Southern Rail- 
road tracks at the seven mile bottom. Tree fell across Hne at 
the nine mile bottom and tore the line down, same was re- 
paired at once. 

During the month of July, Guild & Company, Contractors, 
putting down the new sewerage system, cut the fire and 
police alarm telegraph underground cable in half at the 
corner of Tradd and Legare Streets; same was repaired at the 
expense of Guild & Company. 

On July 9th, a team ran away on Meeting Street about 2.00 
P. M. and ran into the fire and police alarm telegraph test 
post at the northwest comer of Meeting and Horlbeck Streets, 
smashed the post and opened the fire and police circuits. 
Same was temporarily repaired that afternoon, and was per- 
manently repaired on July 11th. July 29th the storm, about 
4.00 P. M., blew down about twenty (20) to twenty-five (25) 
of the Bell Telephone's poles on King Street from Sumter to 
Cleveland Streets, and carried with same the fire and police 
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and Water Works' lines. The lines were temporarily repaired at 
once, and permanently put back during the month of August. 
The storm on the night of the 5th of December blew down five 
hundred (500) feet of the Water Works' line at the seven 
mile Junction and same was repaired on December 7th. 

Put up during the year thirty-nine (39) poles on the fire and 
police alarm system, and took down sixty-five (65) old poles. 
Have renewed a great many cross-arms, and the fines are now 
in very good condition, except on Rutledge Ave. from Line 
to Doughty Streets, and same should be put underground or 
rebuilt at once. During the month of November extended 
the fire alarm system through Washington and Charlotte 
Streets to Concord Street for the new fire alarm box, number 

522, comer of Charlotte and Concord Streets. Used one half 
(i) mUe of No. 10 hard drawn copper wire and nine (9) double 
''T'' pieces for the extension. Transferred the fire alarm 
wires from the south side of Calhoun Street between Wall and 
Alexander Streets to the north side. 

Rewired the following fire alarm boxes : 822, 723, 164, 524, 

523, 93, 121, 434, 615, 323, 162, 532, 313, and 91. Two (2) 
new spans of wire run into the Truck House on John Street. 

The Committee on Electric wires met on June 11th, and 
granted permission to the Southern Boll Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Company to install aerial cable distributions on cer- 
tain streets and install 'interior block-distribution" in cer- 
tain named blocks, instead of installing the underground con- 
duit system with distributions from terminal poles. This 
work was started during the month of September and the 
Company has been pushing same to completion as fast as 
possible. When this system is completed it will make a won- 
derful change in both the servicer and the appearance of the 
streets. 

POLICE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

Has been working very satisfactorily during the year. There 
has been a great deal of work done on the overhead lines, 
same had been damaged by storms during the year, but 
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the damages repaired as soon as possible. I would recom- 
mend that an appropriation be made to transfer boxes 45, 51, 
and 54 from the third circuit to the first circuit on account of 
the third circuit being overloaded. 

I would recommend that the switch-board be replaced 
with a new board, known as the Open Circuit Central Energy 
System with Telephone pilot lamps. This new board would 
improve the telephone system wonderfully and make same 
more valuable to the Department.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF FIRE DEPARTMENT TO THE 

BOARD. 

Charleston, S. C, January 1, 1911. 
Fo the Chairman and Board of Fire-Masters: 

Gentlemen: I herewith tender my annual report on the work 
of the Fire Department for the year ending December 31, 1910, 
this being my fifth, and the twenty-ninth annual report since the 
organization of the paid Fire Department. 

In it are given as complete as possible a detailed record of the 
operations of the Department for the past year, together with the 
usual statistical tables and general information of interest to 
your Honorable Body and the public. 

Alarms. 

During the year the Department responded to 275 alarms. This 
exceeds the number in any previous year in the history of the 
Department by 42 alarms. 

Three (3) of these alarms were calls for assistance outside of 
the city limits, and were promptly answered by men. and apparatus. 

Thirty-seven (37) false alarms were turned in by mischievously 
inclined persons.

Notable Fires. 

I regret to have to report that the percentage of loss shows a 
large increase over the previous year. 

The largest fire of the year originated in the rear of the court- 
yard of the Bailey-Lebby Co. Building. No. 213 Meeting Street, 
July 8th, at 6:33 p. m., extending to No. 215 Meeting Street, de- 
stroying building; also to No. 211 Meeting Street, destroying 
building; also to Nos. 209, 207 and 205 Meeting Street, con- 
siderably damaging buildings, and occasioning a loss of $215,549.50 
to these buildings and others in the vicinity. The total shows 
that while property valued at $647,481.20 was at risk, the actual 
fire loss was only $215,549.50. The insurance on the total property 
in jeopardy was $523,600.00, while insurance paid on losses was 
but $189,757.79, making a net loss to owners of $25,791.71. 

I 

Account of July Fire. 

A telephone alarm was received at the Chemical Engine House 
stating that fire at the Bajley-Lebby Company Building had broken 
out. This was followed in about two minutes by an alarm from 
box No. 351, located a few blocks from the Central Fire Station. 
Upon the arrival of Engines Nos. 1, 2, 4; Chemical Engine, and 
Truck No. 1, which responded to the first alarm and arrived at 
the fire in from two to three minutes, and before they could get 
their lines into operation, they found the Bailey-Lebby Company 
and Trouche buildings on fire in all portions, and that the fire 
also had extended to the Wilbur Building. 

The second alarm, sent in seven minutes later, brought Engine 
Companies Nos. 5, 6 and 7. .A special call for Engine No. 8, En- 
gine No. 11, and Water Tower was also immediately sent in. By 
this time the flames had forced an entrance through inprotected 
windows in rear and through party walls of four of the buildings. 
All of these buildings were three-story brick structures; dimen- 
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sions, about 35 feet by 225 feet each, and essentially of an old 
type construction. The contents of the buildings were machinery 
supplies, dry goods, hardware, harness and buggies. 

All walls were party walls, the construction being practically 
all joisted. In a number of instances it was found that where the 
joists had burnt out of the walls, through openings were made, 
showing that the joists from opposite side of the party wall had 
not been staggered. 

A number of the buildings were joined by one and two-story 
frame buildings and sheds. All were exposed at one and the same 
time by unprotected doors and windows opening in the rear. 

The fire ate its way beyond the place of origin and spread 
to other buildings with such terrific rapidity because of the great 
headway it had gained before the initial alarm was sent in; be- 
cause of certain well-known defects in the construction of build- 
ings, such as unprotected doorways, windows, party walls, frame 
additions; and because of the inflammable material with which 
some of the buildings were stocked. 

All these offered avenues for the easy progress of fire. The 
Department was also more or less hampered during the first 
stage of the conflagration on account of being necessitated to 
stretch lines of hose over brick walls located in rear and north 
side of the fire. With the conditions that prevailed taken into 
consideration and the results obtained, viz.: that the fire was 
prevented from extending to Hasell, Marfcet and King Streets; that 
it was arrested at No. 205 Meeting Street just in time to prevent 
the destruction of one of the largest department stores in the 
South, it would appear that the Department performed yeomen 
service on this occasion. 

The service of eight engines, two hook-and-ladder companies, 
chemical engine and water tower were required. The duration of 
the fire extended over eighteen hours. 

Other Fires. 

Following are the principal fires of the year: 

March 30th — At 11:25 p. m., an alarm was turned in from Box 
No. 535 for the Southern Railroad hay and grain warehouse, 
located at No. 40 Ann Street. The building, a one-story frame 
structure, and before the apparatus reached it, the scene was one 
mass of smoke and flames, which burst into the street from the 
front and side. The loss to the building and contents amounted 
to $7,542.96. 

October 25th — At 9:40 p. m., an alarm was turned in from Box 
No. 526 for the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad warehouse, located 
at Chapel and Washington Streets. The building was a one-story 
frame structure. The fire gained considerable headway before the 
alarm was sent in, and burst through front, rear and roof, upon 
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arrival of the apparatus, five minutes after alarm was sent in. 
Heroic efforts on the part of the Department were required to keep 
the fire from communicating to the freight depot of the railroad 
on the west side. The damage to building, freight cars and con- 
tents amounted to $13,228.00. 

October 30 — At 8:09 a. m., an alarm was turned in from Box 
No. 74 for fire in the fhree-story frame building located at No. 502 
King Street, occupied in lower story by the Jacobs Company, deal- 
ers in dry goods; and upper stories as a dwelling. Upon the 
arrival of the apparatus, the fire gained considerable headway and 
had extended to the second floor in the rear of building. Quick 
work on the part of the Department confined the fire to the 
section in which it originated. The loss to the building and con- 
tents amounted to $10,'560.10. 

The total loss of these four fires aggregated $246,'880.56, leaving 
a balance of loss on all other fires of only $26,470.93. 

Department Buildings. 

Needed repairs §nd improvements have been made at the various 
fire stations, and all buildings, except the Queen Street Reserve 
House, are in good order. It is necessary that the roofs of all 
buildings be painted as soon as possible. 

Apparatus. 

The apparatus of the Department has been carefully attended to 
and kept in the best condition possible. Engines Nos, 2, 3, 6 and 
11 have received new springs, suction and discharge valves. En- 
gine and wagon of Companies Nos. 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8, together 
with Chiefs automobile were painted and varnished. 

Heaters. 

All heaters are in good order, with the exception of the one in 
Engine No. 5 Station, which has been in service over twenty-six 
years, and which is beg^inning to give out, and may have to be 
renewed. 

Horses. 

Thirty-one horses are in service; four young horses having been 
bought, and one old horse given in exchange as part payment. 
Two died during the year. 

The majority of these horses are in good condition and well 
suited for the service, although some of them are becoming old, 
having been with the Department for a number of years, and will 
soon have to be replaced with younger ones. 
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H&mcss. 

The harness in use in the Department at the present time is in 
good condition. 

Hose. 

The total number of feet of hose in the Department at the 
present time is as follows: 

Servicable 2j4-inch cotton hose 11,350 feet 

Serviceable IJ^-inch rubber hose 600 feet 

Serviceable 1-inch rubber chemical hose 450 feet 

Serviceable ^-inch rubber chemical hose 300 feet 

During the year there has been purchased 2,000 feet of 2J^-inch 
cotton hose. 

All hose which has been in service over three years has 
been tested as usual to 175 pounds hydrostatic pressure. This 
system has proven very effective in eliminating the bursting of 
hose at critical times. ^ 

With the new hose which will be purchased this year the sup- 
ply of the Department should prove ample. 

Fire Alarm Telegraph. 

This branch of the service is in perfect condition. During the 
year much work has been done in this department in placing 
wires and new poles. One fire alarm box. No. 522, located at 
Concord and Charlotte Streets, has been added to the system. 

Drill School. 

The drill school of the Department, under the supervision of 
Assistant Chief M. J. Morris, has been kept up in the usual man- 
ner during the summer months. Probationary firemen and sub- 
stitutes have been so trained that they are now competent to 
work in any line of fire-fighting system. 

Inspection of Buildings. 

The inspection of buildings in the mercantile district by the 
Fire Department at certain intervals has occupied the attention 
of the commanding officers of the several companies and has 
served the purpose of keeping premises clear of rubbish or any- 
thing else that would cause or spread fire. Report of the conditions 
as found were made to headquarters, and where carelessness was 
observed, a second inspection was made and the cause ordered 
removed. * * 
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Precaution. 

As a precautionary measure, a fireman is stationed on duty 
during all performances given at the Academy of Music. It is 
his duty to see that no chairs are placed in aisles or passageways; 
to prevent smoking on or about the stage; to keep all 
exits free from obstruction, and to look out generally 
for the safety of the public. Inspections are made frequently of 
the smaller playhouses in the city; it is seen that moving picture 
machines are inclosed in fireproof material. In fact every possible 
precaution has been taken to secure the safety of citizens. 

I am pleased to state that the management of all the houses 
work in harmony with this Department. 

Water Mains. 

The water service for fire purposes in the eastern and western 
sections of the city has been improved. 

The report from the Water Department for the year 1910 shows 
the water supply increased by the addition of eight new hydrants 
and water mains of the folloging sizes and amounts: 

6-inch main ^ 925 feet 

8-inch main ^ ^ 2,184 feet 

Improvements During 1910. 

During the year the Huger Street Engine House was completed. 
It is a two-story brick structure, with all modern improvements. 
It is equipped with one steam fire engine and hose wagon, and 
manned with eight permanent firemen. This company was placed 
in service April 15, 1910, and is known as Engine Company No. 8. 
This has supplied a most needed addition to the Department, and 
serves a territory formerly practically unprotected. 

Motor Fire Apparatus. 

On October 1, 1910, Steam Engine Company No. 2 was replaced 
by a first size motor fire engine and hose wagon, manned with 
six permanent firemen, and call foreman. 

The engine was built by the Webb Motor Fire Apparatus Co.; 
weighs, equipped with seven men, 8,570 pounds; carries 1,000 feet 
of hose, extingruishers, ladders, nozzles, etc., that would be carried 
on the ordinary hose wagon. 

During the three months that this engine was in commission 
during the year just closed, it, answered 33 alarms, covered 51 
miles, worked on fires 5 hours and 42 minutes, at a total cost of 
$12.35. 
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The Department purchased two thousand feet of new 2j4-inch 
cotton, rubber-lined hose, and also four young horses the past 
year. One fire alarm box was also added to the fire alarm system. 

Discipline. 

It is gratifying to state that the efficiency and discipline of the 
Fire Department is of the highest standard. Few cases of disci- 
pline were necessary during the year;^the officers and members 
being ever ready to execute their duties and obey orders.

Building Inspections. 

693 recommendations for permits were given. 
The chimneys and hearths were inspected in 168 buildings. 
45 complaints about stovepipes were attended to, and owners 
or tenants instructed how to comply with ordinances. 

GENERAL REMARKS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 

First. I would repeat my recommendation of last year, asking 
that we may reduce at least a portion of the call force and in- 
crease the permanent force by two men each to the following 
companies: 
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Combination Company No. 3, Engine Company No. 6, Hook- 
and-Ladder Company No. 1, and permanent foreman to Motor 
Company No. 2. 

Second. That you petition City Council in the matter of having 
two additional hydrants placed as soon as possible, one in King 
Street, between Mary and Ann; and one in Ann Street, between 
King and Meeting. Fires in this immediate vicinity requiring very 
long stretches of hose. The placing of these hydrants w6uld 
allow companies to immediately stretch in a second line of hose. 

Third. The Chemical Engine, located at the Central Station, 
has been in commission since 1897, and is beginning to show 
signs of weakening. Would therefore recommend that a motor 
combination chemical engine and hose wagon be purchased to 
replace this apparatus in the near future. These engines are in 
high favor in many of the departments of the country, and while 
the initial expense would be great, the saving in the end, I believe, 
would cut quite a figrure as compared to horses for motive power. 
The time saved in answering alarms would most certainly lessen 
the fire loss. So that along the lines of progress that now attract 
the attention of many communities in the matter of fire protection, 
I think this subject should receive your careful consideration. 

Fourth. There being no ordinance bearing on automobile 
garages and the danger of fire arising from them, I would urgently 
recommend that an ordinance be passed by City Council to the 
effect that such places be constructed and maintained along lines 
whereby danger from fires and loss of life could be prevented if 
proper precautions are taken. Would further recommend that our 
present ordinances be amended as to the handling, storage and 
sale of gasoline in the city. 

In concluding this report, I desire to say that the members of 
the Department greatly appreciate the raise in salary which has 
been granted by City Council through the recommendation of 
your Board. 

To the Chairman and members of the Board I desire to return 
my sincere thanks for your kind consideration during the past 
year; for the active and untiring interest manifested in all 
matters pertaining to the efficiency and advancement of the 
Department. 

To all of the members of this Department I tender my thanks 
and congratulations, in that they have performed their arduous 
duties in a painstaking and careful manner. They have aided me 
in the work in a fearless and indefatigable heartiness, for which 
I have but the highest commendation. 

To Chief W. H. Boyle, of the Police Department, his officers 
and men, I feel indebted to a very high degree, for maintaining 
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excellent fire lines and other duties consistent with the extinguish- 
ing of fires. 

To Foreman S. L. Welsh and the linemen of the Consolidated 
Company, I wish to acknowledge my thanks for their promptness 
in responding to alarms and giving us all desired assistance. 

To the citizens and the local representatives of the insurance 
companies, I wish to extend my thanks for the information re- 
ceived relative to the amount of insurance paid on losses at fires; 
also to the jnembers of other departments who have been in touch 
with this Department, I desire to give my thanks for courtesies 
shown.

Extract From Ordinance. 

The City Treasurer of the City of Charleston shall semi-annually, 
that is, before the 30th day of June and the 31st of December of 
each year, pay over to the Treasurer of the Fireman's Pension and 
Relief Fund, one-tenth of the amount collected, under the annual 
Tax Levy of said City from Fire Insurance Companies or Fire 
Insurance Agents, doing business in said City, on the gross re- 
ceipts of every such Fire Insurance Company or Fire Insurance 
Agent, during the half-year, preceding such semi-annual settle- 
ment, and the money so paid over to said Treasurer shall one-half 
be carried for, as and to the principal of said Pension Fund, and 
the remaining one-half and the interest accruing from forfeitures 
and fines may be used by said Trustees for pensions as in this 
Ordinance provided; and said Trustees at the end of each year 
shall carry to principal whatever amount there remains of said 
hereinbefore last specified one-half, and the interest on the Fund 
and amounts received from forfeitures and fines, that has not been 
expendetl and is in excess of $500, together with the amount here- 
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tofore so paid, shall constitute the principal of the Fireman's 
Pension Fund, for the purpose and object herein set forth.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 



Department of Health. 

Charleston, S. C, January 1, 1911. 

To the Honorable the Mayor 

and City Council, Charleston, S, C, 

Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit this the Annual Report, with 
the meteorological observations and table of vital statistics of 
this Department, which have been undertaken for the bene- 
fit of the City during the year 1910. 

Although the City has not accepted Goose Creek water, it 
is still being supplied to the citizens, and in my opinion more 
generally used. A good water meaas much, and from our 
standpoint of health, is perfectly adapted to the needs of our 
City. 

Viewing it from two points, first the scarcity of population 
around its water-shed, and secondly, its freedom from patho- 
genic organisms, makes it a water which is free from danger 
as a municipal water supply. 

It is unfortunate that w^e are now laying our sewerage sys- 
tem, that the City does not own and control its own water 
supply, because we have no law nor can w^e force owners to 
connect with the water mains, they being as it is at present, 
owned by a piivate corporation. 

Of course we can conioel the owners of properties to connect 
with che sewerage system and are doing so, and as soon as con- 
nection is made privies are filled in. Below Broad Street du- 
ring the year 175 sewer connections have been made and 162 
privy vaults filled in. 

There are still a few left upon certain streets, but the main 
sewer along these streets are being and shortly they will all 
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be connected, and v\e will have this section of the City well 
sewered and free from privy vaults. 

There have been up to the present time 35 miles of sewer 
mains laid in the streets throughout the City. 

These will be connected up in districts and the people then 
compelled to connect with them and destroy their privy 
vaults. Of course it will take some time to get each district 
connected up, the various electric pumps installed and the 
system working, before house connections are made with it, 
and the vaults filled in. With the completion of our sewerage 
system and the filling in of these vaults, Charleston will have 
accomplished one of the greatest sanitary needs existent in a 
community. 

It is to be hoped that the water question will be settled, for 
a City should own and control its own water supply, and the 
people suppUed with water at its lowest possible cost. 

In the laying of the sewer pipes, the Board of Health and 
myself have been subjected to unjust criticism because we al- 
lowed the work to be done during the summer months. 

The old idea being still prevalent here among th^ laity, 
that digging up the soil in the summer time was the occasion 
of and spread of disease. 

In an article which I specially prepared and read before the 
Medical Society of So. Ca, and published in the News and 
Courier (September 18th, 1910) I went fully into the sub- 
ject, and showed the utter fallacy of these old time doctrines. 
I did this in justice to myself and the Board and was sustained ^ 
in my action by receiving the endorsement of the Society. 

Thus I hope the fears of the laity in regard to digging up 
soil in the summer months producing or spreading disease has 
been forever put aside. 

In April there were several children bitten by a rabid dog 
(2 white and 5 colored). The white children were sent by 
their parents to private institutions for the treatment of ra- 
bies. The colored children were unable to go away for treat- 
ment, being poor and without means. 

It was somewhat of a problem what to do with these chil- 
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• 
dren as there was no appropriation in my department for the 

care of such cases. Acting on my own authority and vdih 
the consent of the Chairman of the Board of Health, I per- 
sonally took charge of these children and sent them to Colum- 
bia, where the State Board of Health has a Pasteur Institute. 

Recognizing the need of such an institution here for the poor 
of our City who could not afiford the expense of going away, I 
brought the matter up before our Board, and showed them 
where we could have an institute here at very small cost. 

The Board was very pleased with the idea and plans sug- 
gested and adopted the following resolution, which was sent 
to City Council. 

Resolved, that a Pasteur Institute for the home treatment 
of persons bitten by rabid dogs be established in the City of 
Charleston. 

Resolved, that under the plans submitted by the Health 
officer. Dr. J. Mercier Green, that same can be established and 
. run at a comparatively low cost. 

Resolved, that we therefore a.<k for an appropriation of five 
hundred doUai-s ($500.00) if so much be necessary, in order to 
establish a Pasteur Institute in Charleston, under the Board 
of Health, for the care of those who are unable to pay for said 
treatment. 

Resolved, further that after the Institute has been estab- 
lished, that means be provided for the immediate care of those 
unable to pay for said treatment. 

The Board desires to state that about five hundred dollars 
will be needed to equip the Institute with the necessary in- 
struments, etc., that the cost of treatment for each individual 
bitten will average from ten to twenty dollars, for actual ma- 
terial used, for the treatment being daily for a period of 
twenty-one days. 

That there will be no expense attached to the Institute, ex- 
cept when treatment is being administered.

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City Council favored the resolution and the money was ap- 
propriated with the result that we now have established in 
Charleston, a Pasteur Tnstit\ite, and are prepared to treat 
persons who have been bitten by rabid dogs. 

Dr. G. McF. Mood most generously offered his services 
in the management of the institute. 

So far we have had four applications for treatment. 

On account of persons being bitten by dogs miming at large 
City Council passed ordinances requiring our Sanitarj^ In- 
spectors to go upon premises and make report of all unlicensed 
dogs. This entailed a great deal of work upon them, besides 
a great loss of time in appearing in Police Court against the 
parties. This class of work should not come under the De- 
partment of Health, however my men worked very assidu- 
ouslyand accomplished a great deal. 

The result was that there were some two thousand odd dog 
licenses taken out. 

At the same time with this work came also the enforcing of 
the garbage ordinances. 

My inspectors were instructed to report all parties without 
the prescribed garbage receptacle. 

This was done, and hundreds brought before Recorder's 
Court. The result was good, although I do not think any 
were fined by the Court. 

The dairies have been looked after by Dr. Mood^ and not- 
withstanding his careful attention, it is quite impossible not 
to have complaints arising from the odors, etc. which exhale 
from those places and which always will be a nuisance as long 
as they are allowed in the City limits. Cow stables breed flies 
which are a menace, and therefore such places should not be 
allowed, especially in the habitable portions of a city. 

The report of Dr. Mood will be found appended 

While the cattle slaughtered for our markets is watched and 
examined, yet it Ls impossible under the circumstances, where 
the killing of this cattle is done at so many different slaughter 
pens, to have the close scrutiny and examination as is neces- 
sary. 
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The individual slaughter pen should bo done away with and 
a modem Abattoir established, directly under our supervision. 
It is only under these conditions that cattle can be properly 
examined before and after slaughter, and meats put upon the 
market which are pure and wholesome. 

For some years I have tiied to arouse some enthusiasm on 
this subject but as yet have met with no response from my 
endeavors. I am not going to give up and hope yet to see a 
modem Abattoir supplying meats for the people of Charleston. 

Tn June we had an outbreak of small-pox, which, under my 
supervision, assisted by Dr. E. H. Sparkman, we traced to the 
Courtenay Public School. Although there had been a rule, 
that no children should be admitted into the schools without 
being vaccinated, thai rule had never been enforced, conse- 
quently there were a large majority of the children who had 
never been vaccinated. In tracing up the origin of this out- 
break, I found one child who had been attending and going to 
school while she had small-pox, this case being the cause of 
the outbreak in that school. 

There occurred from this case some twenty-four cases among 
the school children, and out of these but one had been vacci- 
nated and then a good many years back. The epidemic was 
confined solely to the Courtenay School and was stamped out 
in a remarkably short time. 

Reporting the findings immediately to the Board of School 
Commissioners they lent every aid and did everything in their 
power to help control the outbreak. The fact, that of all these 
cases which developed in this school but one had been vacci- 
nated and that one some years previously, led me to suggest 
that in future the rule as regards vaccination be enforced. 

This I wrote to the Hon. Jas. Simons, Chairman, Board of 
School Commissioners, with the result that at the beginning 
of the school term in October no child was^ admitted, who 
could not give evidence satisfactory- of hasdng been vaccina- 
ted within a period of four years. * 

This brings me to another question which is of great impor- 
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tance to a community, and that is the Medical laspection of 
Schools and School Children. 

I advocated such a system in my annual report some six 
years ago but as yet no action has been taken in the matter. 

No greater proof is wanted than the occurrence of this epide- 
mic among the pchool children which occurred in June. But 
there are other conditions too, equally as great or even of 
greater importance occurring to the children; by a competent 
and systematic medical inspection, not only to the individual 
school child, but also to the children as a whole, in protecting 
against transmissible diseases. 

During the year we have had a mild outbreak of Polio-My- 
elitis or infantile paralysis, a similar appearance of this di- 
sease occurring in almost all cities froni Boston to Florida. 

Sporadic cases occur from time to time in all cities, but its 
appearance in such numbers and scattered throughout cities 
and towns was rather unusual. 

There have been reported sixteen cases in all. 

In summing up the work of the De|)artment I find that the 
work has increased considerably, and that the ]nsy)ectors have 
done earnest and hard work during the year. To them has 
been given the extra duty of reporting the unlicensed dogs 
and the people who use improper garbage receptacles. Nei- 
ther of these properly come under the Department of Health, 
and should be referred to their proper departments, respect- 
ively. The Police Department should take charge of the dogs 
and the Board of Public Works who collect the garbage should 
see that the proper receptacles are provided. 

During the year the Board of Health decided to uniform 
the Inspectors, which was done November 1st, 1910. 

Thanks are returned to W, A. Boyle, Chief of PoUce, and 
his officers for the prompt and efficient services rendered this 
Department in the quarantine of cases of small-pox.

TCBERCULGSIS. 

Deaths 165. White, 35, colored, 130. 

Small-Pox. 

There were in all 28 cases of small-pox, seventeen of these 
being among the pupils in the Courteney School. A case of 
small-pox was found on a child attending school, and the 
source of all the subsequent cases was easily traced. A few 
subsequent infections occurred at the homes of the children in- 
fected but vaccination soon checked its further spread. The 
epidemic was checked in a remarkably short space of time.

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DIVISION OF MILK AND MEAT INSPECTION. 

Dr, J. Merceir Green, 

Health Officer, Charleston, S. C. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to report to you the work done 
in the division of meat and milk inspections during the year 
1910. 

A comparison of this report with that of last year will show 
that there has been improvements, the most noticeable being 
the small number of milks falling below the requirements of 
the city, although a larger number of samples were tested. 
This indicates a greater care of dairy cattle and a freedom 
from milk adulteration. Very little milk too has been hand- 
led in such a vvay as to warrant condemnation, though the 
delivery wagons have been inspected quite regularly in their 
rounds. There are needs however, which I cannot resist tak- 
ing this opportunity of again calling attention to — the lar«;e 
number of cows in the city. These cows are kept, except in a 
few instances, not in any large number in one place, but scat- 
tered about, constituting not only so many nuisances, but real 
dangers, as a great number of these furnish milk to individuals 
in the neighborhood. Many of these cow owners sell milk 
only occasionally and not as a means of support and hence 
are unUcensed and not inspected. The dangers from these 
have been called to your attention in my last report. 

The slaughter houses are being kept i)i very good condition 
and the quality of meats put on the market I think compare 
favorably with that sold anywhere. The retail shops are all 
screened and kept in a cleanly condition, and the meats gen- 
erally are kept and handled well. 

Inspections of live cattle, and carcasses immediately after 
slaughter, cannot be done as frequently as it should be, on ac- 
count of the number and distances between the various slaugh- 
ter pens. The benefits and necessities of one central abat- 
toir have been pointed out in a previous report and I would 
say that it is a want as much felt now as at any time in the 
past.

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit this my Annual Re- 
port of the Division of Sanitary Inspections and Contagious 
and Infectious Diseases for the year ending December 31st, 
1910. The duties of the office have been conducted for the 
best interest of the sei*vice and the public, and I have endea- 
vored to be impartial, aiming for the best results without 
working unnecessary hardships on property owners. 

Difficulties are experienced because many complaints are 
made, not strictly for the improvement of health and sanita- 
tion, but are prompted by a desire to use the Boaid of Health 
to accomplish some selfish interest. 

The inspectors have had a hard year, they have been sub- 
jected to many uncomplimentary and unjust i-emarks for re- 
porting parties who failed to procure dog licenses and proper 
garbage receptacles, but their work on this line has been in- 
strumental in effecting an improvement in the receptacles 
used for garbage, and has done much toward ridding the 
streets of a large number of worthless dogs, which were a nui- 
sance and a menace to the community. 

There were four hundred and seven parties summons be- 
fore the Recorder for not having licenses,, and four hundred 
and twenty-six for improper garbage cans. The Police De- 
partment prosecuted the former, while this department made 
out the cases against the latter. Those latter cases were all 
continued by advice of Corporation Counsel, and eventually 
complied without being fined. 

The Police Department has done much to facilitate our 
work, and has responded promptly and efficiently to every ap- 
peal for aid from this office. 

The placarding for contagious diseases and the fumigating 
of rooms have received my personal attention, this work is al- 
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ways done proniptly. and has precedence over everything in 
my division.

INTRODUCTION. 
Charleston Weather for the Year 1910. 

The weather conditions, for the greater part, were quite 
pleasant in this city during the year 1910. The year was a 
mild one as regards temperature as the lowest was only 28°, 
recorded on December 21. Precipitation was rather light 
during the spring months, almost too light, in fact, for vegeta- 
tion to do its best, but not so dry as to be a menace to the 
health of the city. No destructive winds occurred. The high- 
est velocity, 58 miles from the east, was recorded on October 
19, during the passage of the West India Hurricane. This 
did bub little damage as the public was fully warned of its ap- 
proach a couple of days before its arrival. A persistent north- 
east wind for several days prior to the storm resulted in 
very high tides, causing basements, streets, etc, in low parts 
of the city to be flooded to a considerable extent. 

Much interest was manifested by the public in the passage 
of the earth through the tail of Halley's Comet on May 19th 
Meteorologically speaking the effect on the earth's atmos- 
phere was very slight, nothing of unusual interest being o\>- 
served. 

January was slightly cooler than the normal, but with no 
imusual extremes. The highest temperature, 74°, occured on 
the 3d and the lowest, 29°, on the 22nd. The month was quite 
dry, there being a total deficiency of 2.06 inches of precipita- 
tion. The percentage of sunshine was 67, there being but 
seven rainy days. Altogether it was a delightful month. 

February showed a deficiency of 61° in temperature and an 
excess of 0.23 inch of rainfall. A trace of hail occurred on the 
8th, this being the only hail during the year. The last freez- 
ing temperature of the winter occurred on the 14th. Three 
thunder storms were recorded on the 8th, 17th, and 18th, re- 
spectively. 

March was a warm month, there being an average excess 
of three degrees in temperature daily. It was very dry, the 
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total rainfall being but 0.63 inch, with a great amount of sun- 
shine and clear days, making in all a ver>' agreeable month. 

As a whole the month of April was rather warm, there be- 
ing an excess in temperature of about two degrees per day. 
The deficiency in rainfall for the month was about two inches, 
the total being but one inch. In other respects, the weather 
for the month was about normal. 

Normal temperature prevailed during May, but it was very 
dry, the accumulated deficiency in rainfall for the month be- 
ing ab6ut two and one half inches. Halley 's Comet attract- 
ed much attention, especially prior to the 19th when it was 
plainly visible in the east. After crossing the orbit of the 
earth it was visible in the western sky, diminishing in bril- 
liancy each succeeding night. A total eclipse of the moon oc- 
curred on the 23rd about midnight, being visible at times 
through the clouds. 

A very pleasant month was June, temperature and rain- 
fall being slightly below normal. The highest temperature 
was 95^ on the 19th. 

Twelve of the fifty-two thunderstorms for the year occurred 
during July, but notwithstanding this fact the precipitation 
was two and one half inches below the normal. The highest 
temperature was but 92® on the 28th . 

August was the month of heaviest rainfaU, the delicate in- 
struments of the Weather Bureau showing an exact measure- 
ment of ten inches. The heaviest rainfall of any 24 hours of 
the year, 5.72 inches, occurred on the 29th and 30th. In the 
early morning of the 30th, 2.09 inches of rain fell in two houi^. 

An excess of one degree in temperature per day was record- 
ed during September, and a deficiency of one inch in rainfall 
for the month. 

The first 20 days of October were very warm, the remainder 
quite cool. The lowest temperature for the month, 37°, was 
also the lowest October temperature in forty years re(!ord. 
Light frost was observed on the 30th and heavy frost on the 
last day of the month. 
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The months of November and December were both below 
the normal in temperature and deficient in rainfall. Of the 
fourteen days below freezing during the entire year, eight oc- 
curred during Deceipber. As the lowest temperature for the 
year was but four degrees below the freezing point, it is easily 
seen that the climate of Charleston is very mild when com- 
pared with neighboring cities.

ORGANIZATION. 

There has been only one change in the organization of this 
Bureau during this year. 

Mr. G. Walter Mclver, Chairman of the Board of Commis- 
sioners for many years, and representative of the Charleston 
Clearing House Association, resigned, having been forced to 
be absent from the city for an indefinite time. At a meeting 
of the Board of Commissioners, held on November 16th, 1910, 
his resignation was accepted with great regret, and on motion, 
properly seconded, the Vice Chairman and Manager were in- 
structed to write Mr. Mclver, presenting appropriate resolu- 
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tions, of appreciation of his past valuable services, and regret 
of the necessity of resigning from the Board. 

Mr. T. S. Wilbur was then nominated, and elected as the 
Chairman of the Board of Commissioners. 

The Manager has notified the Secretary of the Charleston 
Clearing House Association of this vacancy, and received ad- 
vice that he would have the matter put before said Associa- 
tion at their next meeting, and communicate with the Mana- 
ger of this Bureau regarding their action as to the appoint- 
ment of his successor.

RELATION WITH CARRIERS. 

The relations with carriers serving this port has as usual 
been pleasant, and all matters at interest handled without 
friction. 

During the year 1904 the Southern Railway, Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad, and the Steamship Companies gave this Bu- 
reau the right to have a representative of same take from 
their manifests a full record of the movement of tonnage to, 
from, and through the port of Charleston. From January 
1st, 1905, to August 31st, 1910, this tonnage has been hand- 
led in this manner. 

By reason of an Act passed in the Interstate Comtnerce Law 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad on August, 31st, 1910, dis- 
continued this right, and on November 31st, 1910, the South- 
em Railroad pursued the same course. Both lines have how- 
ever, consented to furnish this information to this Bureau for 
future use, and it is now being given to the Bureau, and is 
complete to December 31st, 1910, and the Southern Railway 
and Atlantic Coast Line Railroad will in future furnish to the 
Bureau this information and the Bureau will continue to take 
off the tonnage data from the scheduled steamship lines as in 
the past. 

The completion of the South Bound Railroad from Wins- 
ton-Salem to Wadesboro, North CaroHna is of vital importance 
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to the port of Charleston, and this Bureau is in receipt of in- 
formation from the Secretary of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission that Tarifif I. C. C. number 5, filed December 2nd, 
1910, effective January 5th, 1911, carries Class and Commod- 
ity Rates applying between Winston-Salem and Wadesboro, 
N.C. 

We have also taken up the question of through tariffs from 
Virginia Cities, and Ohio river points, and points basing there- 
on, and also requesting full information as to other through 
rates which will be made effective in future which will effect 
this port. Through freight and passenger schedules will prob- 
ably be in operation early in this year, and this port will un- 
doubtedly be greatly benefitted by an increased tonnage 
movement in the near future. 

The Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio Railway is also an impor- 
tant feeder to this port, though at this time it is only com- 
pleted to Spartanburg, and now operates on a through rate 
basis with it's connections at Spartanburg. We have been 
informed that the Interstate Laws and Rules in regard to the 
operation of the "Long and Short HauP' clause of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act had some bearing on the continuation of 
it's building. This matter is now under hearing with the In- 
state Commerce Commission, and on November 28th, 1910, 
heard arguments upon certain sections of this law, and have 
given consideration to some sections of the law, and it is 
hoped that it will reach a satisfactory conclusion to enable 
this line to continue construction. 

Improvement of the service to this port is contemplated by 
the water lines, and this is especiaUy true of the Baltimore & 
Carolina Steamship Company, as that company is making a 
strong effort to buy suitable vessels to improve their service, 
and enlarge their facilities, and we are informed that if 
suitable ships cannot be bought they will at an early date begin 
the building of new steamships.

Bureau of Freight, Immigration and Statistics. 231 
CLAIM DEPARTMENT 

This department of the Bureau could be of much value to 
the entire business public if they would avail themselves of 
it's use. We have handled five hundred and seventy claims 
this year, of which three hundred and fifty seven have been 
settled, and two hundred and thirteen are in our hands under 
investigation for a final adjustment. The claims which have 
been handled are not confined to any class of business, but 
were for all classes ; manufacturers, brokers, wholesale and re- 
tail dealers, etc. We again tender the services of the Bureau 
to handle any claims that are entrusted to our care until a 
final adjustment is secured. 

The amount of claims adjusted through this year from 
January 1st to December 31st, amounted to Four Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Fifty dollars, and Seventy One Cents 
($4,950.71). 

REVISING PAID FREIGHT BILLS AND PREPAID 
BILLS OF LADING. 

The purpose of this department of the Bureau is to assist 
any shippers or receivers of freight to ascertain if they have 
been overcharged on any incoming freight, or outgoing freight 
which is prepaid when shipped, and if any such overcharges 
are found to exist, the Bureau to make the necessary correc- 
tions and file claims against the carriers in the name of the 
shipper or receiver; these claims to be pressed by the Bureau, 
until settlement is made in favor of the party at- interest, and 
some have availed themselves of it's use, and thereby made 
considerable saving in overcharges. This department is 
available to any shippers or receivers of freight, whether 
wholesale, retail, manufacturer, or otherwise, and we again 
tender it's services and experience to the prompt correction 
and collection of any such overcharges. 
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RATES. 

Several important rate questions have been handled during 
the year 1910, some of which were on petitions made direct 
before the South Carolina Railroad Commission. This Bu- 
reau in connection with the Greenville Board of Trade, and 
Spartanburg Chamber of Commerce, prepared data and filed 
petition with said Railroad Commission to show why the class- 
ification should not be reduced on Burlaps which are largely 
used by the Cotton Mills of this State. A hearing was given 
by the Commission on April 5th, 1910, and a decision was 
rendered on April 30, 1910, making the classification on Bur- 
laps, packed in bundles or bales, any quantity, 6th Class, cov- 
ered by their Circular 139, effective June 4th, 1910. This 
was a reduction from 5th Class to 6th Class, amounting to 
about fifteen per cent, and it is likely that this will result in a 
large movement of this commodity through this port. 

This Bureau also prepared with the assistance of Messrs. 
Miller, Whaley & Bissell, as attorneys, a petition for a reduc- 
tion of rates on lumber, shingles, and crossties, between all 
points in the State of South Carolina, asking that the mini- 
mum carload weight be made 24,000 pounds instead of 20,000 
pounds, and the carload rate also be reduced. It required 
considerable time to make up the data necessary to present 
the petition in proper form, and after a postponement of the 
hearing of the case by said Commission, the final hearing was 
had on January 12, 1910. After many objections by the rail- 
roads, a final decision in favor of the petitioners was granted 
on August 10th, 1910, and was made effective on September 
20th, 1910, and is covered by South Carolina Railroad Com- 
missioners' Circular 143. This reduction amounts to an aver- 
age reduction of about eighteen per cent, and applies between 
all points in the State. These rates will probably remain in 
effect for an indefinite time and will result in a great saving of 
freight to all lumber interests in this City and State. 

There is now pending before the South Carolina Railroad 
Commission the question of changing the mileage distance 
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rates between all points within this State, changing the group- 
ing from a ten mile basis to a five mile basis, and making some 
changes in the rates, which will result in much benefit to all 
shippers and receivers of freight. This matter will probably 
be brought to a conclusion during the year 1911. 

Several other important rate matters are under considera- 
tion and will be handled as early as possible. 

The question of summer excursion passenger rates is also 
under consideration, and we feel encouraged to believe that 
this matter will reach a satisfactory conclusion. 

STATISTICS. i 

The tonnage statistics as given in this report are obtained 
from the established railroad and steamship Unes, and are 
taken from official records. The tonnage reports of the move- 
ment by steam and sailing vessels not under regular schedule 
are obtained from the regular offices of the Collector of the 
Port, Consignees, Consignors, and Ship Brokers. The tables 
given below are complete for the dates as shown in captions of 
each.

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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS. 

To the Honorable The Mayor and City Council: 

Gentlemen: The Board of Park Commissioners would 
present this their fifteenth annual report for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1910, together with a statement of their 
receipts and disbursements, vouchers for the same being on file 
with the City Treasurer. 

CHICORA PARK. 

Under the request of the Commandant of the Navy Yard 
granted by City Council, and with the approval of the Com- 
mittee on Pleasure Grounds a cement gravel roadwg^y has been 
completed from Cosgrove Avenue to the Navy Yard Gate at 
an expense of $1,858.00 and a good roadway is now established 
from the City to the Navy Yard. 

HAMPTON PARK. 

As shown in the report of the Superintendent of Parks here- 
to attached, many improvements have been made at this 
park. The lease on the western portion of this park, com- 
monly called the Rhett Farm, has expiredi and not been re- 
newed and under the plans of Messrs Olmsted Bros., Land- 
scape Architects, this tract will now be laid out for park pur- 
poses. The first step will be the establishment of roadways 
thereon, bringing into public use the grove of oaks at the river 
side and a boat landing. A tennis court has been laid out at 
this park and a play ground for children has been commenced, 
with swings, etc. Three swans and three Mexican geese have 
been added to the Sjunken Garden collection during the past 
year, which now consists of two white swans, two black swans, 
five Mexican geese, two Egyptian geese, forty ducks, three 
squirrels, thirty pigeons and four alligators. Mr. H. S. Terry 
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presented the park with one alligator this year. Two century 
plants were given to the Park by Mr. Patrick Calhoun and 
planted. The new walk laid out along the Sunken Garden has 
been bordered with one hundred oleander trees and three 
thousand gladioli bulbs set out. The taking into the park of 
the tract of about 60 acres to the west of the present park 
will add much to the cost of maintenance but in the end will 
justify the expenditure it is proposed to make thereon, as it 
will open up a western front along the Ashley River, and add 
much to its beauty. 

UPPER WARDS PARKS. 

WTiich includes Cannon and Lucas Parks and Hampstead, 
Aiken and Wragg Malls have all received proper care and at- 
tention, the shell walks relayed, trees planted and generally 
improved. 

LOWER WARDS PARKS. 

Which are Washington Park and White Point Garden (the 
Battery) have been kept in good condition. The south gate- 
way at Washington Park repaired. At the Battery, the south 
sea-wall has been repaired as much as practicable. The Bou- 
levard should be extended so as to take out its abrupt ending 
at King Street, and the Boulevard wall take the place of the 
Battery sea-wall, and the rebuilding of the latter be avoided, 
and much expense saved thereby and the Boulevard's general 
appearance be improved at this point. 

SHADE TREES AND GRASS PLOTS. 

While much improvement has been made by this depart- 
ment, many tre^s set out and grass planted, for the successful 
maintenance of both trees and grass plots the co-operation of 
the citizens is respectfully requested in the seeing that horses 
do not destroy the trees in front of their residences and while 
watering their own premises they should water the grass plots. 
The successful maintenance of street trees and gra^s plots is a 
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matter of civic pride and the department under whose charge 
the same are, must have the hearty help of the citizens, in or- 
der that the streets may by trees and grass plots be beautified. 

APPROPRIATION. 

As the city grows and its population increases the expense 
of the maintenance of the Park System also increases, as the 
demands on it are more. With the increase of visitors and 
especially of children on their hoHdays to Hampton Park, ap- 
propriation should be made for the erection of a recreation 
shelter near the part laid out as a playground and an orna- 
mental public comfort should be provided for at the Battery 
by a special appropriation therefor, in addition to the usual 
appropriation for care and maintenance. 

The giving of band concerts at the Battery during the 
summer months has been appreciated by the public as shown 
by the large attendance on each evening these concerts have 
been given, and these band concerts will be continued. 

The reports of the Superintendent of Parks and the City 
Forester are herewith submitted.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PARKS. 

To the Board of Park Commissioners. 

Gentlemen: I herewith present account of work done 
during the year ending December 31, 1910. 

HAMPTON PARK. 

The cobble stone embankment around the north half of the 
Sunken Garden has been completed and this finishes in per- 
manent form the walls of the lake. Brick piers have been 
built to support the bridges connecting with the Sunken Gar- 
den. The Lake has been cleaned out and deepened. Cement 
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stops have been placed on the north side of the Pergola, at the 
south end of the Lake. A cement basin has been built for 
the alHgators. A Tennis Court has been laid out and has 
proved an attractive feature and space reserved for an addi- 
tional court should the same be required. The cement gravel 
roadway has been extended three hundred feet and as funds 
permit will be extended to the river side of the park and 
around the west side making a contiiluous drive around the 
park. The oaks on the river side are being pruned and ce- 
mented, as this part of the park has for a number of years 
been used for farm purposes, these trees wx^re in bad condi- 
tion but the farm lease having expired attention is now be- 
ing given to this western portion of the park. A new walk 
has been laid out around the Sunken Garden and one hun- 
dred oleander trees set out along this walk. The rooms in 
the Keeper's cottage have been painted and a new shed and 
lockers built. Sufficient hay for feed has been raised. The 
grounds and walks and roadways have been kept clean, re- 
paired and improved, and the benches all put in good order 
and painted. 

MITCHELL SCHOOL PLAY GROUND. 

A wire fence has been placed around this park. A prive- 
hedge set out around the same, together with elm and umt 
brella trees. Within the Mitchell School yard twelve pal- 
metto and six umbrella trees have been planted. 

HAMPSTEAD MALL. 

Together with Aiken Mall and Wragg's Mall have received 
due care and attention. The shell walks relayed, trees plant- 
ed, and lawns kept in good condition. At the Lucas Street 
Park, elm trees have been planted and benches placed. 
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WHITE POINT GARDEN. 

Known as the Battery, has received especial care and at- 
tention. The oaks have been treated by the Davy experts 
and improved. The sea-wall on the south side has been 
repaired and on account of its age will each year require atten- 
tion. Palmetto trees, have been planted. The Band Stand 
painted . Shell walks renewed . The other lower wards parks, 
Washington Park, and Cannon Park have received due- at- 
tention, and at Washington Park the southern gateway re- 
paired and on Cannon Park a number of trees planted. 

SHADE TREES AND GRASS PLOTS. 

Trees have been set out on the following streets; Rutledge, 
Sumter, Calhoun, Carolina, Fishbume, St. PhiUp, Coming, 
Wentworth and Ashley Avenue, and grass plots where laid 
out have been cared for. Boxes have been placed around all 
young trees and the boxes whitewashed. The number of 
trees destroyed each year by horses, through the carelessness 
of their drivers are many and steps should be taken looking 
to, if possible, a more rigid enforcement of the ordinances of 
the City as to the protection of shade trees.

To the present time 
about one hundred and fifty trees have been set out, leaving 
stiU five hundred on hand.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SCHOOL. 

For the year ending Dec. 31st, 1910, the Committee on 
School, begs leave to present the following report. 

Highest number on the Register at any one time during 
the year: 

Boys, 119; Girls, 111; Total, 230. 

Average attendance at the School during the year: 

Boys, 114; Girls, 107; Total, 221. 

Admitted to the School during the year: 

Boys, 21; Girls, 11; Total, 32. 

Discharged from the School during the year: 

Boys, 15; Girls, 11; Total, 26. 

Studies taught in the School, during the school year, 
embrace Orthography, Reading, Writing, Mental and Prac- 
tical Arithmetic, Common School and Physical Geography, 
Modem and Ancient History, Grammar, Familiar Science, 
Physiology, Bookkeeping, Algebra, Typewriting, Vocal and 
Instrumental Music. 

Of the total number of 32 admitted to the School this 
year, 23 entered the Kindergarten. A class of 15 has been 
promoted from the Kindergarten to the Primary Department, 
leaving still on the Kindergarten roll, 60 pupils, of which 33 
are boys and 27 are girls. 

The one hundred and twentieth Anniversary of the In- 
stitution was celebrated in the large school room on Thursday 
afternoon, Oct. 20th, 1910. On account of the recent death 
of Miss Irving, no invitations were extended to the general 
public ; only the Commissioners and members of their families, 
and the donors of gold medals were invited to be present. 

In the absence of the Chairman, the Hon. Geo. W. Williams, 
Vice-Chairman, presided over the exercises. These were 
commenced with the singing of an opening anthem by the 
children, '^Oh, praise the Lord", which was rendered in 
good taste. 
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The Rev. Mr. Dibble^then offered a prayer for the In- 
stitution, its officers and immates. 

The 91st Psalm was recited by the boys and girls alter- 
nately, the girls reciting one verse and the boys the next and 
so on through the psalm. 

This was followed by the song ''Looking upward", after 
which there were recitations and appropriate quotations by a 
number of the pupils. 

The children then sang with spirit and enthusiasm their 
song ' ' Just a Uttle sunshine ' '. 

Augustine T. Smythe, as Chairman of the School Com- 
mittee then presented to Sidney B. Jones the gold Bennett 
medal which is annually given to the best scholar in ' 'scholar- 
ship, attendance and conduct. ' ' 

Vice-Chairman Geo. W. Williams then presented to Grace 
Litchfield, with appropriate remarks, the prize donated by 
him for the child grading best in industry and fidelity in all de- 
partments during the year. 

After a song "Life let us cherish'', Mr. Isaac W. Hirsch 
presented a gold medal donated by the W. P. Cart Co. to the 
most proficient pupil in Mathematics. The medal was 
awarded to Walter H. Smith. 

Then followed a song "Scatter seeds of loving deeds'' 
after which a number of prizes, consisting of well selected 
books were given to the pupils entitled thereto by the Rev. 
Virgil C. Dibble. 

Aftqr singing the hymn ' ' Fading, still fading, ' ' the benedic- 
tion was pronounced by the Rev. Mr. Dibble and the ex- 
ercises were closed. 

It need scarcely be said that the exercises throughout were 
characterized by that thoroughness and attention to every 
detail which is so eminently a feature in every function con- 
ducted by the Charleston Orphan House. 

Formal notice has already been taken of the death of 
Miss Irving, but your Committee, in presenting this, their 
first annual report after being called upon to sustain the loss 
occasioned to the House and to us all, by her death, cannot 
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refrain from voicing the sentiment^f sadness which comes 
over them as they present this their annual report. When 
they recall the active and vital iilterest manifested by Miss 
Irving in everything that pertained to this Institution and 
especially everything relating to the educational feature of 
the school and the Anniversary exercises which we have just 
reported, they cannot refrain from again expressing their 
gratitude to Almighty God for having blessed this Institution 
so long with the loving, watchful care, the wise management 
and the successful administration of Miss Irving. Surely 
any Institution may consider itself favored which has en- 
joyed the privilege of services such as she has rendered for a 
half century. 

And your Committee cannot but feel that the best evidence 
of the fruits of her work and of the stable foundation upon 
which this institution is based, is found in the fact that those 
whom she loved and trained have, when her place became 
vacant, stepped in and carried on the work in Hke character 
as it was carried on in her Ufe time and that we find the In- 
stitution moving on to-day without jar or hitch, continuing 
to do the good work which she inaugurated and which she 
taught us to value. 

The Committee on School deems it proper to embody in 
this report the fact that on the 10th day of November, 1910, 
the President of the United States, Hon. William Howard 
Taft, passed through the city of Charleston on his way to the 
Panama Canal. He arrived on the early train and sailed on 
the armored cruiser Montana at 12 o 'clock M. 

All the school children of the city were gathered to greet 
him, the children of the white schools were gathered on the 
Citadel Green, among them were the children of this In- 
stitution. The President arrived on the Green at about half 
past nine in the morning, got out of his automobile, was in- 
troduced to a number of the Commissioners and spoke to 
several of the children, and then made an address to the 
assembled children from his cai*. 

The colored children of the city were gathered at the new 
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Industrial School at the comer of Fishbume and President 
Streets, where they were visited by the President after he 
left the Citadel Green, and where again he addressed the 
children in words of cheer and commendation. 

This is the second time that the children of the Orphan 
House have had the honor and pleasure of seeing President 
Taft, and of hearing words of commendation from his lips; 
both occasions will long be remembered. 

The Committee deems it proper to make this report so as to 
enter upon the records a Minute of this interesting occasion.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REPAIRS. 

The Committee on Repairs beg to report that during the 
year 1910, 8 dormitories and 4 lavatories were calcimined, 
and plastering in same repaired. Four private rooms cal- 
cimined; four calcimined and painted. Plastering in fifth 
story, repaired. Children's dining-room and school room 
painted. Floor of principal school-room, the hall and 
stairway stained. 

Kitchens painted, plastering repaired. Out-buildings white- 
washed, inside painted. Poultry house and greenhouse re- 
paired. Brick walk repaired, and 50 ft. ten-inch drain pipe 
laid in yard. Concrete floor laid in stable. Two 6x6 ft. flag 
stones placed at entrance to grounds. 

New 2000 gallon heater, and new washing machine placed. 
Ten inch galvanized iron ventilator pipes added to bath- 
rooms. Hoods placed over ranges in kitchens. Furnace 
to range in kitchen repaired. New safety valve put in boiler 
and furnace repaired. Slate roof repaired and two copper 
valleys put in. Inside walls of enclosure, color-washed. 
130 pairs window blinds painted. 63 window cords^ and 75 
glasses put in. 180 pairs sashes reglazed. Wood- work 
throughout the house repaired. 

In a large establishment like this, with the building over 
a hundred years old, minor repairs, that cannot be defined, 
are constantly being made. Your Committee again takes 
pleasure in testifying to the faithful and efficient service 
rendered by our Engineer Mr. A. L. Barton, whose close 
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supervision of the work and employment of the bo)rs have 
materially reduced the cost of above repairs to $1,697.70.

LAUNDRY DEPARTMENT. 

The work of the Laundry has been done this year by three 
washers with the aid of the girls. The year 's washing amounts 
to 136,243 pieces. 

WTiile the girls are occupied in sewing, mending and other 
work, the boys are employed in various duties, suitable to 
their age. They cut wood, sift ashes, carry coal, take care 
of the poultry and the cows, and under supervision, assist 
in the garden. During the summer vacation they help with 
sundry repairs about the house and premises. 



REPORT OF THE VICE-CHAIRMAN. 

I beg to call your attention to the above reports covering 
the financial transactions of the Orphan House, and also a 
synopsis of its work, through the several departments, during 
the past year. 

The children have, as a whole, enjoyed excellent health. 
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Uniformly gCMxi deportment on their part has been especially 
noted, and I may say, in a word, that the usual routine of 
duty throughout the entire Institution has characterized the 
Ufe of the year. 

In the death, on September 29th, of Dr. John Somers 
Buist, the Vice-Chairman, this Board has lost one of its most 
valued members and co-workers. Always to be found in his 
place, except when called away on professional service, he 
was ever ready, willing and anxious to do his part. For 
eighteen years it was his privilege to serve the Orphan House, 
and ours to have him associated with us. Besides the Board 
of Commissioners and officers, fifty of the larger children 
attended his funeral services at Saint Michaels Church. The 
tribute to his memory from our Minute Book will be found in 
this annual report. 

It falls to us as a most painful duty to record the death of 
our late Principal and Superintendent, Miss Agnes K. Irving. 
Nineteen hundred and ten has been made memorable in the 
history of this House as the year of her passing away, after 
over 56 years of active service within its far-reaching sphere 
of influence. 

It has long been the privilege of this Board, in its annual 
reports to speak in no uncertain way of its knowledge and 
thorough appreciation of the extraordinary attainments of 
Miss Irving. It left nothing unsaid during her hfe. Miss 
Irving, in her day, really served in her work. She deserved 
and she received while she lived, the grateful appreciation of 
all who knew her; it was not necessary, therefore, to place 
flowers on her grave, or to speak in glowing terms of her in 
order to emphasize the esteem in which she was held. * Few 
•realize, as they pass along the way, that their accomplish- 
ments in the cause of humanity are so thoroughly known and 
approved by so large a circle of those competent to judge, as 
did Miss Irving. 

Your Board begs to present herewith the tribute from its 
Minute Book, — editorials and a few extracts, and might add 
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much that was written of the life of this most remarkable 
woman, but enough will be said in these selections; it would 
not be in keeping with her wishes to say more. 

In this last official record of her accompUshments let it not 
be forgotten that in the earlier years, of her work in this Home, 
there were comparatively few Orphan Houses in the world, 
and this one in Charleston, S. C. was soon, by virtue of her 
wonderful executive ability, unbounded energy and keen 
sense of justice, known and respected throughout the civilized 
world, was sought and visited and as a model in its several 
departments was copied. Her influence, therefore, was by no 
means, prescribed to local environments. 

In the results on the lives which were shaped by her no 
limit may be placed on their possibilities. The character 
of Miss Irving has impressed itself on thousands with whom 
she came in contact; with a personality sure of its ground 
she was by her innate force, enabled to take her stand and 
hold it. Quick to decide the proper course to adopt, she 
then promptly took her position, and on it stood with a de- 
gree of firmness rarely encountered in men or women. For- 
tunate indeed are those whose lives came within the Ught of 
her guidance or help . 

In selecting Miss Mary L. LeQueux as the Principal of the 
Charleston Orphan House your Board has been governed by 
the leading determination to see to it that the momentum of 
this Institution shall be kept keyed to its limit; that no let-up 
in the things that make for the best in training the lives sent 
to it, is to be considered, and in its selection, therefore, of 
Miss LeQueux it calls the best to its task. 

On January 18th, Miss Catherine Arnold, one of the teach- 
ers, passed away in the '64th year of her age. Miss Arnold 
came to the Orphan House when 18 months old. Nearly 
her entire life, therefore, was passed within its limits; faithful 
in all her duties which were most quietly performed, in the 
school and in the home, her memory is cherished by those 
who knew her and were associated with her. 
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The School exercises at 4 o'clock each Wednesday after- 
noon, which were open to the public, have been enjoyed by those 
who have been present. The custom of the Board in escort- 
ing to the Orphan House men or women from elsewhere, 
who have distinguished themselves in their life work is a 
good one, and I am glad that it has been continued, for in 
this way the children are kept in touch with those who are 
doing things, and have been much helped by short addresses 
by substantial people, from time to time, which have been 
full of life and interest. Among the most noted of those who 
have been present during the year, I would mention: Mr. 
H. W. Arnold, International worker of the Yoimg Men's 
Christian Association; Dr. Wm. E. Boggs, engaged in school 
work in the Southern States; Mr. Ernest K. Coulter, Clerk 
of the Children's Court in New York. Dr. Wilfred T. Gren- 
fell. Missionary Surgeon in Labrador. 

And Bishop E. R. Hendrix of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 

In touch with the lives of the children, I would report 
that trolley rides around the city and to Hampton and Chi- 
cora Parks in summer, and other suitable entertainment and 
recreation from time to time during the year were provided 
for them. The picnic in April at Otranto, and the Christmas 
Tree with its hospitable accompaniments at the home of 
Mayor and Mrs. R. G. Rhett, on Broad Street, were features 
worthy of special mention. 

The prolonged indisposition of Mr. Francis J. Pelzer, the 
Chairman, is a source of continual regret to the Board. Con- 
stant interest, however, on the part of each of the other eleven 
Commissioners has been at all times marked.

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TRIBUTE OF RESPECT. 
In Memory of 
MISS AGNES K. IRVING. 

At a meeting of the Board of Commissioners of the Char- 
leston Orphan House, held June 30, 1910, the following trib- 
ute to the memory of Miss Agnes K. Irving, the late principal 
of the Institution, was unanimously -adopted : 

Six years ago the Board of Commissioners of the Charleston 
Orphan House gratefully celebrated the semi-centennial an- 
niversary of continued service of a faithful and honored offi- 
cer. To-day, bereaved, they with sad hearts, pay a last 
tribute to her memory. 

Surrounded by those who had been her faithful assistants, 
and by other weeping friends. Miss Agnes K. Irving, for more 
than half a century the principal of the Charleston Orphan 
House, on Sunday night, June 19, 1910, fell on sleep, her 
spirit leaving ^'the earthly house of this tabernacle*' and 
passing into the great beyond, whither all go, and whence 
none return. The Tuesday afternoon following, after an 
impressive service in the Second Presbyterian Church, of 
which she had long been a consistent member, her body was 
borne to Magnolia Cemetery and, while the children to whom 
she had been devoted — their voices trembling with emotion — 
sang softly and sweetly, was gently laid in its last resting 
place, above which was raised by loving. hands a mound of 
flowers. The flowers and the sturdy oaks whose foliage 
drooped over them were fitting symbols of the beauty and 
fragrance and strength of the life which had been a blessing 
to so many. 

Miss Irving was born February 4, 1831, in New York City, 
where were spent the days of her childhood and youth^ and 
where she received the training which prepared her for the 
great work, which she, in her long life accomplished. Her 
connection with the Charleston Orphan House began in 1854, 
when through the efforts of Mr. Jefferson Bennett, a leading 
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member of the Board of Commissioners, she was induced to 
come South, and took charge of the educational interests of 
the Institution. A bom teacher and organizer, she inaugu- 
rated, and soon had in practical operation, a school system, 
which has continued to this day, and has given to the wards 
of the Orphan House opportunities for mental culture, riot 
surpassed, if fully equalled, in any of the schools of the com- 
munity. In fact, the success she early realized was so marked 
as to attract the attention of those in charge of the common 
schools, and was both example and incentive to the re-organ- 
ization, from which resulted the graded public school system 
now, and for years, so effective in the city. 

When the War between the States came on, Miss Irving 
cast in her lot with those among whom she had made her 
home, remained at her post as princij^al of the school, and 
by her energy and influence contributed largely to the main- 
tenance, under the most trying circumstances, of the work of 
the Orphan House. After the war closed, and during the 
so-called reconstruction period — when alien hands held 
power in city and state — Miss Irving 's ability, firmness and 
tact were potent factors in averting the calamity which threat- 
ened the very existence of the Orphan House. 

In 1868, the position of superintendent being vacant, she 
was placed at the head of all the affairs of the Institution, 
though she then and always afterwards, voluntarily retained 
the title of principal, believing that her most important duty 
was to educate the children whom the Orphan House shel- 
tered, and realizing that the school was the agency through 
which the largest and best results could be most surely at- 
tained. 

Under Miss Irving 's management a wonderful improvement 
was soon apparent in every department of the Orphan House. 
Each oflicer and employee felt, and responded to, the stim- 
ulus of her inspiring energy, and animation and earnestness 
characterized all in the discharge of their duties. There was 
no perfimctory service. The children, too, soon realized 
that the same wise and firm control, to which they had learned 
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to yield obedience in the school-room, was, in its larger ex- 
ercise on the play-ground and in the' dining-hall and dor- 
mitories, a constant contribution to their welfare and hap- 
piness. The Institution had taken on new life, and the de- 
velopment had begun, which soon made it a model, and has 
given it a reputation second to that of no orphan home, not 
only in the United States, but in the world. 

In Miss Irving 's relation to successive Boards of Commis- 
sioners, she ever commanded their confidence, and to her 
judgment, in all matters connected with the best discharge 
of their trust, great deference was invariably shown. Her 
thorough knowledge of the condition and needs of the House, 
and the forceful earnestness with which she presented her 
views, never failed to deeply impress every commissioner. 
As the adviser of the board she was invaluable, and her co- 
operation in making effective measures adopted by the board 
could always be rehed on. The respect habitually extended 
to each commissioner by all the inmates of the House was an 
expression of the veneration for age and authority which she 
always emphasized. 

Interested in the physical and mental welfare of her charges 
their moral training was {he one great object which she had 
ever in mind. She regarded as her highest privilege and 
weightiest responsibility, the inculcating of proper ideas of 
right and wrong, and, in her talks to the children generally, 
as well as by personal conversation, she emphasized her ad- 
miration of the right and her abhorrence of the wrong. To 
fear God and keep His Commandments, to be just and honest 
in dealing one with another, to speak the truth, to be unsel- 
fish and generous, were some of the principles she strove to 
instil into the minds and hearts of the children. Christian 
manhood and womanhood were her high ideals of human 
life, and what she desired s^bove all things else, was to pre- 
pare the boys and girls of the Orphan House, to grow up to 
them, as they grew in years, so as, in their own lives, to make 
them practical realities. 
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In St. Paul's Cathedral, London, is inscribed, as a tribute to 
the great architect who designed it, the sentence, ''If you 
seek his monument, look around you." In similar terms 
of confident eulogy can be summed up the achievements of 
the noble woman whom a multitude of friends mourn, as 
they point, not to a magnificent structure of stone and brick, 
but to the children and young people of the Charleston Or- 
phan House, whose lives have by her, through precept and 
example, been so shaped as to stand as monuments illustra- 
ing her high conception of ''the true, the beautiful and the 
good." 

Miss Irving rests from her labors, but her works do follow 
her, and will be perpetuated through generations to come. 

Be it Resolved, That in the death of Miss Agnes K. Irving, 
for more than half a century the principal of the school, and 
since 1868, the executive head of the Charleston Orphan 
House, the Institution has sustained a loss, the magnitude of 
which cannot be estimated. 

Resolved, That the Board of Commissioners of the Char- 
leston Orphan House, grateful for the blessings which have 
attended her life and labors, will cherish her memory as an 
inspiration to earnest and unselfish endeavor to carry for- 
ward the great work from which she has been called. They 
pray that God, who buries His workers, will carry on His 
work. 

Resolved, That a page in the Minute Book be set apart to 
her memory, and that a copy of this memorial, suitably en- 
grossed and framed, be sent to Miss Mary L. LeQueux, the 
acting principal, to be suspended from the wall of the school 
room. 

Resolved, That this memorial be published in the daily 
papers of the city. 
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EDITORIAL FROM THE CHARLESTON NEWS AND 

COURIER. 
Miss Agnes K. Irving. 

It is a privilege seldom given to any woman, or for that 
matter to any man, to leave behind a record such as that 
which is the legacy of Miss Agnes K. Irving to the inmates 
of the Charleston Orphan House, to the Board of Commis- 
sioners, to the Officers of that Institution, and, in fact, to the 
whole City of Charleston, and to the entire State. 

Coming here nearly sixty years ago, a mere slip of a girl, 
to take charge of the educational department of the Orphan 
House, she had to brave the difficulties which always attend 
the coming of a stranger into a strange community, to im- 
part new ideas, to introduce new methods, to fill a place of 
responsibility and trust, but with characteristic energy and 
devotion to duty, she not only overcame any prejudices that 
might have existed at first against her, but she has built 
up an institution which has no superior in our country; has 
educated and turned out thousands of children, who but for 
the training of that Institution, directed by her energy and 
character, would have been useless members of society. 

Her energy and executive ability, her efforts to serve in 
every capacity in which she was placed, soon made her in- 
fluence felt, and it was not very long before she was advanced 
by the unanimous choice of the Board of Commisioners to 
the position of Principal of the Institution, a position before 
then always filled by some man of ability. The Institution 
soon felt .the influence of her training; a new system was in- 
troduced, new discipUne, but kindly discipline, was enforced, 
the curriculum of the school was enlarged and increased, 
new branches of study were introduced, until the Charleston 
Orphan House became like some perfect machine, working 
ceaselessly, noiselessly, quietly, but efficiently, in all its de- 
partments — a model Institution. 

The control which Miss Irving exercised over all the chil- 
dren committed to her charge, as well as subordinates in the 
Institution, was extraordinary, and was always remarked, 
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not only by the casual visitor, but also by those most famil- 
iar with the Orphan House and its workings. The different 
ministers of the C" y who kindly take turns in preaching at 
the Orphan House Chapel, have always said that it was the 
best congregation for Ustening and quiet attention that could 
be found in the City of Charleston. 

Not until that day when the secrets of all hearts shall be 
revealed, and the Book of Life shall be opened before the 
Judgment Seat, will the good done by this noble woman be 
known. Charitable to a degree, she was always ready to 
listen to the appeal of any worthy object, but she believed 
in the Scriptural injunction not to let the left hand know 
what the right hand did. Her benefactions were constant 
and quiet, and many a poor burdened wayfarer will feel, when 
he hears of her death that he has lost a stay and a friend. 

The impress of her character rests upon all who had the 
privilege of listening to her talks, of watching her life, of 
being helped by her example, and when the crowns are given 
on that day of final accounting, hers will be the crown with 
many stars. She has left us an example and a heritage of 
which the whole city may be proud. 

Moreover, hers, let us not forget, was the work of a ''mere 
woman;" one who was quiet and unobtrusive, who shrank 
from the public glare and the crowded rostrum, who did her 
work where God placed her, quietly and efficiently. The 
extent of good accomplished by that work, none living can 
measure. 

EDITORIAL FROM THE CHARLESTON EVENING POST 
Miss Agnes K. Irving, 

After a Ufe of nearly four-score years, after a continuous 
and efficient discharge of manifold duties and of heavy re- 
sponsibilities, Miss Agnes K. Irving, on last evening entered 
into ''the rest that remaineth.'' 

For over fifty-six years she had been the guiding spirit of 
the Charleston Orphan House, starting as the principal of 
the school. Installing into that school new methods and a 
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new discipline, she rose to the position of principal of the en- 
tire Institution, filling the position heretofore filled by three 
persons, the principal, the steward and the stewardess. 

How well she fulfilled these obligations every visitor to the 
Charleston Orphan House can testify. Her wonderful con- 
trol over the children, which was obtained not by fear, but 
by love, her thorough business-like administration of the 
affairs of the House/ her careful attention to the many de- 
tails pressing upon her for her thought and her decision, the 
executive abiUty with which she discharged all these duties 
and kept everything moving in its own sphere and doing its 
own work, was the marvel of all who knew her. 

She has made the Charleston Orphan House a synonym 
throughout the country for a thoroughly well ordered In- 
stitution; in fact, it has come to be recognized as one of the 
best Institutions for destitute children that the country 
affords. Devoting her entire time and energy to this work, 
she brought to it unlimited zeal, a power of initiative and 
self-sacrificing devotion to the duty of the position which 
made it a success. 

During the many years in which she has presided over the 
Orphan House, thousands of children have passed under her 
hands and entered into life. It is needless to call names, but 
we all know of the number of Orphan House boys and girls 
who are scattered through this community and throughout 
the State, and who are doing well, filling their places of honor 
and trust, and demonstrating in their daily lives and con- 
versation the impress placed upon their young minds by 
their assocation with Miss Irving. When we stop to think 
of the influence exerted by her directly on these thousands of 
children who were sent out into the world equipped to bear 
jbheir parts as Christian men and women, and then think of 
the influence of each one of these many children which they 
have exerted for good during their lives, the mind fails to 
grasp the amount of influence for good which she has exerted. 
She has left her name and her influence behind her, and many 
' ' shall rise up and call her blessed. ' ' 
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Remarks of Mayor Rhett when presenting the Report of 
the Board of Commissioners announcing the death of Miss 
Irving to City Council, on July 12th, 1910. 

The Mayor said: 

''^ presenting to you this report of Miss Irving 's death 
I wish to add a few words to the splendid tribute the Board 
has paid to her memory. Verily has one of our great women 
been taken from us. There are few in this chamber who 
have not been bom since Miss Irving 's administration of 
the Orphan House began, fifty-six years ago. We have 
many institutions in this city, many -departments of its 
government of which we are justly proud, but none of them 
stand higher in our love and esteem than the Orphan 
House. The Board has very justly and properly attributed 
this in a large measure to the work of Miss Irving. There 
has been no Board which she has not inspired with her won- 
derful energy and system. There has been no visitor who 
has not been amazed at the discipline and the training under 
which §o large a number of children are each year prepared 
for lives of usefulness, with the highest ideals of what those 
lives should be. 

There are thousands and thousands to-day who can look 
back with grateful hearts to the days they spent under her 
charge and recall the seeds of righteousness she planted in 
their breasts and nurtured until they became the standards 
of their lives. She has gone — the frail body that held that 
great soul and heart — but her spirit will live forever in that 
Institution', and her memory will be cherished, not only there, 
but in the homes of a multitude of those who have been 
privileged to know her and her work. ' ' 



Remarks of the Rev. Dr. Charles S. Vedder, at the celebra- 
tion of the 100th anniversary of the Orphan House. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles S. Vedder, pastor of the Huguenot 
Church, in this city, and one of the stanchest friends of the 
Orphan House, in delivering the Centennial oration at the 
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celebration in 1890 of the hundredth anniversary of the Or- 
phan House, quoted the following from the report of the 
board of 1871: 

"Through weariness and discouragements her (Miss Irving's) 
thoughtfulness and her vigilance have known no abatement, 
whilst her spirit has been diffusive and persuasive of every 
department and fibre of the Institution, harmonizing all ele- 
ments and uniting them in a common interest to secure suc- 
cess — the intelligent and devoted teacher, the guide and cou- 
nsellor, the reliable friend of the waifs of humanity gathered 
within these walls. 

We cannot indulge in adulation, but these utterances of 
truth are her merited encomium." 



Extract from a letter written after the Centennial ceremonies 
in 1890 by the Hon. Wm. A. Courtenay, Ex-Mayor of Char- 
leston, to Capt. Jacob Small, Chairman of the Board of Com- 
missioners, in which he said, in speaking of Miss Irving : 

' * If we trace the conspicuous advance in the administra- 
tion of this Institution to its source it will be seen that the 
'radiating force' here is embodied in the accomplished lady 
who has so long and so successfully presided over its affairs ; 
that in Miss Irving the City Council has a master mind, equal 
to so large a public trust. ' '

It is difficult, tlirough this medium, to express our full 
appreciation of the loss that has befallen this Board and this 
Institution in the death of Dr. John Somers Buist.

Dr. Buist became a member of the Board of Conmiissioners 
of the Charleston Orphan House January 12, 1892; for many 
years he was chairman of the school committee and a mem- 
ber of other important committees, and at the time of his 
death was the vice chairman of the Board of Commissioners. 

His admirable administrative ability, cultured mind and 
fluent address enabled him to render continued and most 
valuable services to this Institution. On all public occasions, 
and especially in the public exercises of the school, his in- 
structive and brilhant addresses made a deep impression on 
children and audience. 

His tender and sympathetic personality won the affection 
of every inmate of this home, and his death is deplored by us 
all. 

Therefore, he it Resolved, That in the death of Dr. John 
Somers Buist the Charleston Orphan House has lost an effi- 
cient officer, a beloved and devoted friend, whose long ser- 
vices as a commissioner has won the estefm and admiration 
of hundreds of the youth of this city who have passed through 
this Institution.

John Somers Buist.

Under the Resolution adopted by you on the 28th of May, 
1901, the Mayor of the City, the Chairman of the Commis- 
sioners of the City Orphan Asylum and the City Treasurer 
and their successors in office were constituted Trustees of 
the City Orphan Asylum funds and estate to be by them in- 
vested from time to time, etc., etc. 

Immediately upon my election as Chairman of this Board 
I wrote to the City Treasurer asking for a statement of the 
funds of the City Orphan Asylum and received from hun 
the reply that no such fund was in existence.^ 

This Annual Report therefore, unhappily, contains no 
statement of receipts and expendi'tures by the Commissioners 
of the City Orphan Asylum, other than that of the appro- 
priation of City Council which has passed through the hands 
of the City Treasurer and which appears in detail in his re- 
port. 

The Appropriation for the year 1910 was exhausted be- 
fore the bills for the months of November and December had 
been met, this was due to the fact that we were compelled 
to pay about six hundred dollars of bills brought forward 
from the previous year and charged against our appropria- 
tion; and also due to the unhappy circumstance of an epi- 
demic of typhoid fever during the early part of the Summer 
which greatly increased the expenses of the Institution though 
fortunately it caused no deaths among the children, thanks 
to the constant care and attention of Dr. Edward Rutledge 
the physician in charge and the kind nurses who assisted him. 

I beg leave to transmit herewith, the reports of the Stand- 
ing Committees for the current year.

Genllemerv: 

We beg to submit to you this our nineteenth annual report 
for the year 1910. 

It is needless to tell you what a struggle it is to work among 
the colored children from untrained parents in this City. 
There is no comparison between the two races, where one 
serves and is hardly in a position to do that well. 

Our Institution aims to cultivate a spirit of industry among 
the shiftless class of colored people, and to train the father- 
less and motherless children to become honest and industrious, 
prepared to fill any position in life as a servant. We train 
their minds to think and their hands to work. Thus we turn 
beggars and idlers into bread-winners. 

It is not only a struggle to maintain and systematize the 
work, but it is hard to work out the spirit of unthankfulness 
in chUdren and ignorant parents or guardians. Thus we get 
their ill will for our best laboi-s and greatest sacrifice in civil- 
izing them. The Negro seems destined to return ingratitude 
for favors, which is the best proof that he needs carpful train- 
ing by those most patient and consecrated, to endure their 
insinuations. 

More than a thousand orphan and destitute negro boys and 
girls have been turned around from sin, vice and crime and 
put into good homes in all portions of the Country by us, 
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where they are giving such satisfaction that all the prejudice 
in the United States could not remove from the doors of the 
American people, the good the Institution has done. It is 
still gratifying to see how earnestly Mr. George R. Scott of the 
New York Weekly Witness and Sabbath Reading writes con- 
cerning his *' black lambs". Although it is now four years 
since he has retired from his office on account of illness, he 
has not faltered in the least in sending forth an annual appeal 
to his many readers who jump at the opportunity to heed his 
call. Through him they have raised for out Institution over 
three thousand dollars annually for the past fifteen years. We 
thank Ood. Mr. Scott, and the good people North and South 
for the success of our Institutions — ^The Jenkins Orphanage 
and the Industrial School and Farm. 

The farm products this year have far exceeded those of any 
year since we have been planting. We made more cotton, 
corn, sweet potatoes, beans, ^hite potatoes, peas and oats 
than we have made in four years previous. 

We stand ready to co-operate \\ ith or turn over to your 
Honor our Institutions or any portion thereof which you may 
feel able to conduct properly as mentioned in the Ordinance 
several yeai^s ago. 

The coming year will be measured by what is necessaiy to 
maintain the Institutions. The number of orphan and des- 
titute children cared for and trained during the year 1910 is 
360. There have also been thirty teachers and employees at 
a cost of $3,252.4^1 The Institution did well last year, due 
to the fact that the orphan brass band spent the greater part 
of the year playing upon the street^s in various cities, passing 
their hats and collecting funds. While the experiment is veiy 
expensive, it is more beneficial financially. We cannot con- 
duct the Institution this year with less than $18,000.00, on 
account of so many repairs so much needed. The founda- 
tion of the Reformatory is rotten; the sawmill is in the same 
condition, and the Orphanage building, 20 Franklin St., is 
now being repaired. It will take more than $1,500.00 to re- 
pair it. There are buildings in the Cromwell Alley property 
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that need to be tinned, and this together with other repaire 
will cost an exceedingly high amount. 

When we look back upon the boys whom we have trained 
we feel encouraged to go on. We do not ask you to appro- 
priate any fixed amount, but do ask for as liberal an appro- 
priation as may be deemed proper after considering our nine- 
teenth annual report. Whatever you may see fit to appro- 
priate will be spent to help shelter, clothe, feed and pro\ade 
' for fatherless and motherless children. 

We trust your Honor will consider all the disadvantages 
we have in nmning our Institution with untrained help and 
children from untrained families; therefore we ask your pro- 
tection and co-operation in doing more this year than ever. 
For if we fail in putting the best servants into homes to serve 
the people, we have failed in our mission.

The annual report of Prof. Paul M. Rea, the Director of the 
Museum, is also submitted herewith, and furnished interest- 
ing infoimation as to the work of that department. It is 
much to be regretted that owing to a lack of funds the val- 
uable contents of the Museum have not yet been removed to 
the new quarterc* on Rutledge Avenue.

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PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 

Charleston, S. C, January 5th, 1911. 
To the Trustees of the College of Charleston : 

The President of 'the College has the honor to submit the 
following report for the year ending Decemljer 31, 1910. 

No change in the Faculty is to be recorded in this report. 
The College is fortunate to retain the service of a body of 
men well fitted for its special work. It is not necessary for 
me to enumerate here their qualificatioas. These are well 
known -and widely jtppreciatod. But we should not fail to 
call attention again to the insufficient salaries which are at- 
tached to some of the professorships. Not only is the Col- 
lege failing to remunerate adequately service of a very high 
order, but it constantly incurs the danger of serious losses in 
its teaching force. With our present income no increa^se in 
salaries is possible. The resource? of the College are al- 
ready strained to the utmost to meet expenses in their pres- 
ent scale. It is only with vigilant economy that expendi- 
tures are kept within bounds, and from lack of means healthy 
natural development is retarded and obstructed. In the 
mean time we are face to face with problems of adminis- 
tration which are increasingly difficult, and the friends of 
the College should realize that it cannot hold its own with the 
more favoured colleges of other sections unless there is some 
sort of similar support from our people in giving freely to 
help provide for its increasing needs. 

In this connection it is pleasing to be able to record in this 
report that the Trustees have placed on the walls of the Col- 
lege Chapel a handsome memorial tablet to Ephraim Mikell 
Baynard, of Edisto Island, commemorating his gift to the 
College of $166,000, the largest single donation ever made to 
the cause of education by a citizen of South Carolina. 
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Entrance Requirements. 

Along ^-ith the serious questions which arise from our lim- 
ited resources, there is a set of problems more strictly aca- 
demic but equally serious in any large view of the work of 
the. r!ollege. I refer to those questions of academic standards, . 
enti ance tests, and other general college requirements which 
have intimate bearing upon the quality of the college work. 
In our case these questions are complicated by the inequality 
of preparation of the two sections of our student-body — ^the 
Charleston students and those from the interior of the State. 
The facilities for preparation possessed by the latter are far 
behind the opportunities in reach of Charleston students, 
and it was realized some years ago that the College must 
choose tetween the highest standards for admission with a 
small, purely local student-body, or lower requirements 
supported by a system of '^conditioned classes'' in order to 
bring the courses of the College within the reach of appli- 
cants from the schools in the interior of the State. The Col- 
lege chose the latter alternative. 

In the years since these changes were made the attendance 
has more than doubled itself and has become representative 
of all parts of the State. Many of the brightest graduates 
in recent years have been. students who entered with many 
entrance conditions, and several times the first or second 
honor graduate has been an out-of-town student who could 
not have undertaken the college work \vjthout the assistance 
afforded by the ''conditioned classes.'' In addition, there 
have been felt the manifest advantages of gathering together 
a body of young men from various places, with various ideas 
and points of view, and the results have shown the wisdom 
of extending the opportunities for entrance. 

Of the applicants who took the entrance examinations 
through the State in July, and at the College in September, 
36 per cent failed. This was a much smaller percentage of 
failures than last year, when 56 per cent failed. In the last 
four years the statistics show the following percentage of 
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failures: 22 per cent, 32 per cent, 56 per cent, 36 y^er cent — 
the percentage increasing with the increased requirements. 
The improvement of this year over last is, of course, partly 
accounted for by the gradual improvement in the schools of 
the State. But further than this, the radical change in our 
methods of canvassing explains the improved record. Here- 
tofore our agents have sought material of any and all kinds, 
and have urged every possible applicant at least to try the 
entrance examinations. Our poUcy this summer has been 
openly to discourage such applicants as seemed not to be up 
to the standard, and our agents were instnicted to make it 
known frankly and positively that they were seeking only 
those students whose preparation fitted them to pursue our 
work with credit and success. We declined to receive any 
student who had not completed ten grades in his home school, 
and no applicant from a lower class of one of the Charleston 
schools — the High School, th ^, Porter Academy, or the Gaud 
School — was permitted to apply for entrance on the minimum 
requirements, but was required to stand examinations on all 
the admission subjects. With these precautions we avoid 
the injurious practice of interfering with the work of the 
schools by taking from them the pupils of their highest class, 
and at the same time we are relieved of carrying the dead 
weight of crude, ill-prepared students who are totally unfit 
for real college work. Since October, each department of the 
College has reported improvement in the preparation of its 
students, and the classics department, which always fur- 
nishes a reliable gauge of the quality of preparation, shows 
an enrolment of fifty, as compared with thirty-nine last year. 

Attendance. 

In spite of these measures to improve the college work, 
there has been no appreciable loss in numbers. There is an 
enrolment of seventy-four students, two less than the en- 
rolment last year. Of these thirty-three are from Charleston, 
forty-one from other places — a gain of six over last year's 
out-of-town attendance. Thirty-three new students have 
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enrolled, of whom twenty-six are out-of-town students. In 
the summer work our strongest effort is made outside the 
City through the State, and this year the number of new stu- 
dents from the interior is almost double that of last year. 
The Charleston attendance is largely fixed by circumstances. 
For twelve years and more it has ranged from thirty to forty 
students with little variation year by year, and a comparison 
with other colleges located in cities shows this number to be 
a good i)ercentage of the City's white population. Any sub- 
stantial gro\\i}h, therefore, must come from without, and it is 
encouraging to note the gain in out-of-town Freshmen, and 
this, too, notwithstanding the stricter entrance requirements 
now in force. 

Another feature of this year's enrolment is the larger num- 
ber of lai>t year's Freshmen making the Sophomore class — 
fifteen as against ten last year. This is, of course, a result 
of the higher requirements exacted last year for entrance. 
The problem of retaining our students is as important a con- 
sideration as that of securing new niaterial and the enrolment 
shows in this relation a healthier condition. I^ast year, twen- 
ty-^three out of forty-seven Freshmen returned, ten of whom 
made the Sophomore class; this year, twenty-six out of forty- 
seven Freshmen returned, of whom fifteen made the Sopho- 
more class. The distribution of the students in the various 
classes as as follows: six Seniors, ten Juniors, fifteen Sopho- 
mores, forty-four Freshmen. The accredited schools fur- 
nished six appUcants for the Freshmen class; four from the 
Cliarleston High School, and one each from the Porter Mil- 
itary Academy and the Sumter High School. Of the out-of 
town attendance from this State, t>3 per cent represent coun- 
ties below Columbia and 37 per cent above Columbia. There 
are three students from other states — one each from Arkansas, 
Texas and Virginia.

Commencement. 

The public exercises in connection with the conferring of 
degrees were held in the Hibernian Hall, on June 14. Di- 
plomas were given to one Master of Arts, E. Pettigrew Venier, 
of CharlcvSton; to two Bachelors of Arts, John Eobertson Paul, 
of Charleston, and Kenneth Earle Lownmn, of Orangeburg; 
and to five Bachelors of Science, Charles Franklin Martin, of 
Blackville, John Ignatius Cosgrove, of Charleston, Ix>uis 
Lucien Ligon, of Anderson, William Fogarty of Charleston, 
Simon Jacobson, of Charleston. In addition, Dr. Maiming 
Simons, of Charleston, who left the College in 18&1 as a rits- 
ing Junior to enter the service of the Confederacy, and who in 
regular course would have attained the degree in 1867, was 
admitted to the degree of Bachelor of Arts. The degree of 
Doctor of r^aws, honoris causa, was conferred upon Dr. Man- 
ning Simons, of Charleston, and Professor Yates Snowden, of 
the I-niversity of South Carolina. The principal address 
was made by Professor Joseph S. Ames, of Johas Hopkins 
Univei-sity. The Magazine Prize was awarded to Robert C. 
Todd, of Charleston, for the best ])rose article in the College 
Magazine. The AluUini Medal, which is given by the Alurrini 
Association to the member of the Junior class with highest 
standing, was awarded to P. E. Scherer, of Charleston. The 
Bingham Orator's Meda! was won by J. R. Paul, of Charles- 
ton, and the Mathematics Prize by J. I. Cosgrove, of Charles- 
ton. 

Scholarships. 

The endowed scholarships are sixteen in number, namely: 
the fourteen Poyce scholarships founded in 1855 on the gift 
of the Hon. Kerr Boyce; the Edward R. Miles scholarship, 
founded in 1899 upon a bt^quest of Mrs. Mary Peronneau Miles 
as a memorial to her husband, the late Rev. Edward R. Miles: 
and the Asher D. Cohen scholarship, founded in 1905 upon 
the gift of Mrs. Miriam Cohen as a memorial to her husband, 
the late Asher D. Cohen. In October there were five vacan- 
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cies — four Boyce scholarships and the Miles scholarship. 
The following students were appointed to fill them: T. P. Aber- 
nathy, O. B. Chamberlain, W. B. Kelly, and M. B. Kennedy, 
of Charleston, and J. E. Jacobs, of Johnston, ?. C. 

The Library. 

During the year ending December 31, 1910, there was added 
to the Library a total of 481 volumes and 1186 pamphlets. 
Of these, 454 volumes and 1147 pamphlets were publications 
of the V. S. Government. A valuable addition to the books 
dealing with American history was the '* Letters to Washing- 
ton/^ a series in five volumes, donated by Chapter I of the 
Colonial Dames of America, through Mrs. Joseph S. Ames, 
of Baltimore. 

Attention is called to the statement in the report of the 
Librarian relative to the lack of shelf room in the library. 
A large nuniber of books have to be placed on the floor of the 
galleries, and these fioor stacks are growing in size each year 
with the large accessions of government publications. The 
congestion is ])artly relieved by the removal of the books re- 
lating to biological and geological subjects to the library of 
the }.Iuseum, where these publications have for tlie first time 
been made useful. Other governuient documents have been 
placed in the working room of the department of Ilistor^^ 
But the excess of books over the shelf-room remains and in- 
creases, and, as the Librarian points out, renders it impossi- 
ble to aiTange the books so that they can be consulted. 

Athletics. 

The possession of a well-appointed athletic field continues 
to be of great benefit to our athletic association. It is un- 
fortimate that the College has no gymnasium. Systematic 
attention to the physical development of its students is a 
matter which no college of today can alTord to neglect. Of 
course, a long step in mlvance was made when the alumni 
and friends of the College rallied to the support of its athletic 
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association and raised the money needed for the equipment 
of the athletic field which they had secured from the City. 
In the present state of athletics at the College we seem to get 
much of the benefit which Ls to be had from inter-collegiate 
contests without, as yet, suffering from the evils which so 
often grow out of them. No student is permitted to play 
in any inter-collegiate contest who does not meet certain 
requirements in his studies, all such contests have been con- 
ducted in a manner that is worthy of the traditions of the 
College, the bearing of our students in victory or defeat has 
been marked by moderation and pluck, and through the 
inter-collegiate rivalry growing out of these contests there 
hsu«5 been a notable increase in college loyalty and college spirit.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF THE MUSEUM FOR 
THE YEAR 1910. 

To the Trustees of the College of Charleston: 

The director of the Charleston Museum has the honor to 
submit the following report for the year 1910: 

The long-delayed appearance of the first of a series of re- 
search publications is the principal event of the year 1910. 
Less progress has been made toward installation of exhibition 
collections than was hoped for, but in the closing months of 
the year a much closer affiliation of the Museum with the 
business organizations of the city ha,s been attained, and the 
prospect for larger financial support and increased public 
interest must be considered distinctly encouraging. 

Scope of the Museum. 

The long and honorable history of the Museum affords an 
extremely interesting study of the relation of the institution 
to the community. Beginning as a supplenientary feature 
of a Ubrary society whose object was the promotion of all 
fornis of culture among its selected membership, the Museum 
became the primary interest of a literary and philosophical 
society which secured for it a generous measure of municipal 
and state financial assistance and made it, about the year 
1825, the center of a poT)ular interest such as has seldom l^een 
aroused. Unfortunately popular favor is not always constant, 
and the Museum became for some years an adjunct of a med- 
ical college. In 1850 it entered upon more than a half-century 
of development as a part of the College of Charleston, which 
it would still be if the College were able to provide for its 
financial support. The present organization as a municipal 
museum has greatly broadened the field of acti\dty and car- 
ried at the same time a new obligation to make the work of 
the Museum an adequate return to the general public for the 
tax moneys with which it is supported. The full realiza- 
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tion of this obligation opens a wide opportunity for practical 
administration. It requires a close analysis of local condi- 
tions and the seizing of opportunities a«5 they arise, without 
in any way losing sight of the broad principles for which the 
Museum stands. As a municipal museum it should be the 
clearing house of a wide range of progressive civic movements 
in which accurate knowledge, publicity, and education are 
essential. Such a policy will make pure science of practical 
value to the community and thus secure more generous sup- 
port for this phase of museum work. 

F1NANCE6. 

The appropriation of ^2500 provided by City Council for 
the maintenance of the Museum has tailed to cover the ex- 
penses properly chargeable to this account by approximately 
$575, and it has bcH^n neces'^ary to borrow money to this 
amount. The regularity with which a deficit occurs in this 
account shows that the appropriation is inadequate under 
prt^sent conditions and will be still more so when the work of 
the Museum is increa^^ed by installation of exhibits. A \nt' 
tition has been addressed to Council by the director praying 
for an increase in the maintenance appropriation to ¥4000. 
A further petition endorsing this reque^^t and urging favorable 
action has been presented to Council by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Ad\ei-tising Club, and the Retail Merchants .As- 
sociation. The general account has received from member- 
ships, etc., S574.42. The list of members could be made much 
larger if time for solicitation of meml>crships were available. 

Admixisthation. 

While a large amount of routine work has been accomplished 
during the year^ no funds whatever have been available for 
either improvements in the building or installation of col- 
lections. 

During the closing months the \^^ork of the director\s office 
has been reorganized in preparation for increased activity in 
all departments during the new year. 
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The time of the librarian has been occupied to an increas- 
ing extent with the work of public iastruction, and with such 
success that an assistant in the library is needed in order that 
the work of public instruction may be developed. It is de- 
sirable that this department continue to be intimately asso- 
ciated with the library, since the books form the sources of 
the descriptive labels of the exhibits and the means of ex- 
tending; the interest which they arouse. 

. The need of a general curator is felt in many ways, and in 
the preparation of new exhibits of local subjects a good col- 
lector and photographer will be required. These are prol>- 
lems to lie solved as the new year develops, and will be largely 
influenced by the success of the effort for a larger maintenance 
appropriation. When the exhibits are opened to the public 
a dooniian will also be needed. 

The director represented the Museum at the fifth annual 
meeting of the American Association of Museums, held in 
Buffalo, May 31-June 2, when he was honored by re-election 
as secretaiy of the Association. 

Museum Gugunds. 

Gratifying progress has been made in planting the grounds 
about the Museum with ornamental and botanically inter- 
esting trees and shrubs, and the director desires to extend the 
thanks of the Museum to many friends who have given plants 
for this purpose, to the Park Board for ready cooperation in 
carrying out the plans of the Museum, and to Mr. Philip P. 
Mazyck tor continual assistance in the care and planting of 
the grounds. 

Geology. 

Dr. Daniel S. Martin, honorary curator of this department 
spent two months in accessioning material givc;n by himself 
and others. Cards were completed and filed for 517 rocks 
and minerals and 500 fossils. Special mention should be 
made of a handsome collection of minerals presented by Mr. F. 
P. Graves of Doe Run, Mo., which is not included in the sta- 
tistics for the year because not yet cataloged by Dr. Martin. 
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An unusually complete and instructive cartnin collection 
was prepared for exhibition early in the year. The series 
includes all the intermediate stages between sphagnum moss 
and Vood through peat and coals to jet and graphite, with sub- 
sidiary series of the mineml waxes and fossil resins. Other 
equally interesting and instructive exhibits are ready for in- 
stallation as soon as cases can be prepared. 

CONCHOLOGY. 

In preparation for installation of a local shell exhibit, a 
catalog of the MoUusca of South Carolina has been prepared 
by Mr. WiUiam G. Mazyck, honorary' curator of the depart.- 
ment. In attempting to bring together local specimens for 
this exhibit it is significant of the difference between the old 
and new view points that among several thousand shells no 
more local specimens have been found than can be collected 
in a week on the sea beaches. As in all other departments of 
the Museum the present policy will be to make the collections 
work outward from local material to selected and instnictive 
foreign si>ecimens. 

This department is indebted to Miss Elizabeth M. Klinck, 
as well as to the honorary cirator, for much tedious sorting 
and rearrangement of specimens. 

Ornithology. 

The collection of local birds has been temporarily installed 
in a case built for an agricultural exhibit; and an exhibit of 
local nests and eggs, including a valuable series given by Mr. 
Wendell M. Levi, is in preparation. The mounted birds have 
been extensively used in educational work, and the collection 
of skins has been rean*anged and augmented by a number of 
important specimens taken in the biological survey. All the 
birds from the old museum have been traasf erred to the new 
building. 
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Library. 

Practically no accessions have been made in the library 
because of lack of funds. Much has been accomplished how- 
ever in improving the condition of the books. About 385 
volumes have been bound in pamphlet binders, and 800 other 
volumes have been prepared for binding. In January about 
500 volumes of publications of learned societies, which had 
been inaccessible, were placed on the shelves, and in Febru- 
ary a large numter of United States government publica- 
tions was brought from the college and shelved. These ad- 
ditions necessitated a general redistribution of the shelving. 
Further binding should be provided for early in the coming 
year. 

The Ubrary catalog has not made the progress expected at 
the beginning of the year because of the large number of de- 
mands made upon the Ubrarian for work in other depart- 
ments of the Museum. The addition of an assistant would 
enable the routine work to be carried on effectively and at the 
same time continue the desirable close relation between the 
library and public instruction and installation. 

The interest aroused by the public instruction work has 
made it desirable to loan books occasionally for use outside 
the building. There can be no doubt that the value of the 
Ubrary to the public would be greatly increased by placing a 
part at lea^^t on a circulating basis, and the location of the 
Museum is ideal for this purpose. 

The library is indebted to Miss Maria Gibbes for a copy of 
Lewis R. Gibbes rare * ' Catalogue of the Phaenogamous Plants 
of Columbia and Vicinity;" for several other pamphlets by 
Professor Gibbes; and for an invitation sent to him in 1852 to 
be present at the opening of the Museum at the College of 
Charleston, framed beside an invitation sent to Miss Gibbes 
in 1908 on the occasion of the opening of the Museum U})rary 
in the present building. Miss Henrietta Murdoch has given 
the National Geographic Magazine and a set of Bradford 
Torrey's books, amd Mr. Fitzhugh Salley has give an sub- 
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scription to the A uk. A framed lithographic copy of Audu- 
bon 's plate of the Rose-breasted Grosbeak has been presented 
by Mr. Caspar Chisolm and hung in the reading room. 

Biological Survey. 

Particular attention has been given this year to a survey 
of native and naturalized trees growing wild in the vicinity 
of Charleston, with the result that fifty-six species have been 
added to the records, making a total of one hundred and one. 
One hiindred and forty-five species of plants, exclusive of 
trees, have also been recorded, and much material on hand has 
not been worked up. The oaks and pines have received spec- 
ial study, and considerable time has been given to examina- 
tion of exotic species found about Charleston but not includ- 
ed in the suivey. 

The most laborious achievement of the department is a 
survey of the street trees of Charleston, carried out under the 
direction, of Miss Bragg, by memb<Ts of the Natural History 
Society. This survey involved an inspection of eveiy street 
tree within the city limits and the filing of a report upon its 
condition. A summaiy of the results was published in the 
Bulletin for May, and has proved most useful in subsequent 
tree work. 

Important additions to the records of butterflies, spiders, 
amphibians, and reptiles have bci^n made by the younger 
members of the Natural History Society. Over half of the 
frogs and toads known to occur in the coa>t region have been 
received and a large number of unidentified spiders is awaiting 
study. A total of nineteen species of snakes and eighteen of 
mammals is now recorded. In considering these figures it 
should be remembered that no systematic means of collect- 
ing have been available and that these records were obtained 
as an incident in other work. 

The bird records (exclusive of Mr. Wayne's work) now 
cover two hundred and thirty species, ten having been added 
during the year. Careful field work has extended the observa- 
tions to cover the whole period when most of these species are 
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here, and the value of the survey has been shown by the addi- 
tion 01 two species to the avifauna of the state since the pubUca- 
tion of Mr. Wayne's book in the middle of the year, and by a 
number of other records almost as unusual. Pei^ons ob- 
taining rare birds or other animals anywhere in South Caro- 
lina are urgently requested to report the facts to the Museum 
in order that they may be recorded. 

Publication. 

The sixth volume of the Bulletin has been completed 
during the year, and a new series of research publications, en- 
titled Contributions from the Charleston Museum, has 
been begun with a volume on ' ' Birds of South Carolina, ' ' by 
Arthur T. Wayne, honorary curator of birds. Mr. Wayne 
has a longer and more intimate familiarity with the avifauna 
of South Carolina than any other man, and Ms contribution 
to the ornithology of the South Atlantic coast region is pub- 
lished by the Museum with confidence that it sets a worthy 
standard for the series which it inaugurates. 

The manuscript of a ^'Catalog of the Mollusca of South 
CaroUna,'' by WilUam G. Mazyck, is ready for the printers; 
and a paper on ''Birds of the City of Charleston," by Her- 
bert R. Sass, is in preparation for this series. 

The need of a small fund for publication of important pa- 
pers without drawing upon general ^counts is keenly felt. 

To the Neivs and Courier and to The Evening Post the Mu- 
seum is indebted for unfailing support of its work and for the 
freedom with which their columns have been opened to no- 
tices of Museum activities. 

The director of the Museum has compiled during the year, 
for the American Association of Museums, a directory of 
American museums of art, history, and science, which has been 
published by the Buffalo Society of Natural Sciences. The 
correspondence incidental to the preparation of this volume 
has brought the Charleston Museum into advantageous re- 
lations with a large number of museums in both North and 
South America. 
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Public Instruction. 

This department ha^ been under the direction of ^\ii^ Bragg, 
and the Natural History Society has continued to seiTe as 
the chief medium of activity. The older section has worked 
chiefly on trees, and the younger section on a variety <jf nat- 
ural history subjects. The membership has increa=^ed to a 
point where it is difficult to arrange excursions and to carry 
on personal instruction in the field to the same extent as in 
the past. Furthermore the installation of the collections 
will confine the staff more closely to the Museum but at the 
same time open much wider opportunities for educational 
work. 

The close association of the work of this department with 
the library, which has arisen by force of circumstances, has 
proved so satisfactory that an effort to continue it will be 
made. 

In addition to its work with the Natural History Soci- 
ety, this department has provided lectures and demonstra- 
tions for classes from the training school of the South Carolina 
Kindergarten Association, the Memminger Normal School, 
Ashley Hall, the Bennett School, and Miss Coralie Nathan's 
kindergarten. Demonstrations of the equipment and work 
of the Museum have been given to the Charleston Advertis- 
ing Club, Stokes' Business College, and a number of groups 
of business men.

This statement shows that the attendance during the past 
year is above the average of several previous years. The at- 
tendance for the months from January to March and from 
April to June will be found to be somewhat below the figures 
for the first three months at the beginning of the school year. 
This is due to the fact that a certain number of pupils who en- 
ter fail to meet the requirements and others are withdrawn 
by their parents at the beginning of the calendar year for va- 
rious causes. The City Council has manifested its continued 
interest in the school by making additional appropriations 
for repairs to the buildings and for the maintenance of the 
afternoon school. 

In my last report I had occasion to refer to the resignation 
of two teachers who had been connected with the institution 
for a number of years and during that time had rendered faith- 
ful and efficient service in enlarging its usefulness and uphold- 
ing its standard. In this connection, I alluded to the fact 
that a long and continuous term of service from a teacher was 
productive of a high grade of efficiency and enabled the teach- 
er to lay out definite plans for his work and to develop his 
. ideas from year to year along certain well defined lines. 

I have again to report this year that the school has suffered 
a distinct loss in having to part with three teachers who have 
tendered their resignations to the Board. 

Mr. Clarence A. Graeser who has been in charge of the De- 
partment of French and German, a teacher of great force and 
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ability, resigned his position in June to accept a professorship 
at The Citadel. Mr. F. William Cappelmann who had done 
faithful and eflBcient work in the English Department ten- 
dered his resignation in December. Mr. R. Malcolm Cain 
severed his connection with the school in June. 

The places thus made vacant were filled by the election of 
Mr. Edward F. Mayberry to the Department of French and 
German, Mr. Lionel K. Legge and Mr. A. L. Geisenheimer as 
assistants in the English Department. Mr. Mayberry is a 
graduate of the University of Virginia and has long experi- 
ence in teaching, having for years successfully conducted a 
high grade school for boys in this city. 

Mr. Legge is a graduate of the High School of Charleston 
and an honor graduate of the College of Charleston who has 
had experience as a teacher in one of the schools of this State, 
Mr. Geisenheimer is a recent graduate of the College of Char- 
leston. 

The work of the several departments which has been en- 
trusted to these teachers is being well conducted and I am 
satisfied that the Board has been fortunate in securing addi- 
tions to the teaching force that will materially strengthen the 
Faculty. 

I reported last year that Mr. J. J. Andrews had been granted 
,a leave of absence on account of ill health. To supply the 
place of the teacher of Classics during the enforced absence 
of Mr. Andrews, Mr. S. Vernon Cook of Columbia was secured. 
I take this opportunity to express my appreciation of the ser- 
vice rendered by Mr. Cook. He was a young man of pleasing 
personaUty, who brought to his work a fine judgment and 
thorough knowledge of his subject. He fully justified the 
estimate placed upon him by his friend and former instructor 
Prof. Charles Bain of the University of South Carolina and 
proved to be * 'a splendid organizer, disciplinarian, and in- 
structor". Mr. Cook is now pursuing his Classical studies at 
a German University. 

The closing exercises of the seventy-first session of the 
school were held in the spacious auditorium of the school build- 
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ing on the twenty-fourth day of June. A large number of 
the relatives and friends of the students were present on the 
occasion. Fifteen members of the First Class, having suc- 
cessfully completed the prescribed course of study, were pre- 
sented with the certificates awarded by the institution.

The Ferguson-Colcock Conduct Medal was awarded by the 
vote of the class to Olin Burnham Chamberlain, and was pre- 
sented by James Simons, Esq., President of the Board of Trus- 
tees. Mr. Simons spoke to the recipient of the medal and to 
the pupils of the school on the value of character, and took 
occasion to pay a beautiful tribute to the high-minded youth 
who died during his school term some years ago, explaining 
that the award of the medal is a memorial and is annually 
presented to that member of the graduating class who in the 
opinion of his classmates is adjudged to be most honorable 
and most distinguished for gentlemanly conduct during the 
four years of his course at the school. 

By contract with the City Board of Public School Commis- 
sioners, the graduates of the Bennett, Courtenay, Crafts, and 
Mitchell Schools are admitted to the Fourth class and are 
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given the privilege of pursuing the prescribed courses of 
study for four years. On entering, the privilege is given each 
pupil of choosing whether he will select the Classical course 
or follow the Commercial or Business course which em- 
braces all the studies of the regular course with the exception 
of Classical studies and Modem Languages. In place of these 
subjects is offered a working knowledge of Book-keeping in 
its various forms, an acquaintance with commercial usages, 
the abiUty to take down dictated matter in Shorthand, and 
the use of the type-writer. 

No attempt is made to make a finished workman in any of 
these departments of office work. Education is intended to 
develop the mind and character of the child and the pupils are 
drilled carefully in English, mathematics, physics and other 
studies which he at the foundation of a person's education 
and along with this work he is given an insight into business 
forms and commercial processes. 

The Commercial department has been under the care and 
supervision of Mr. Frederick S. Muller since 1903. During 
that period the course has been developed to a very satisfac- 
tory degree by the untiring energy of the instructor and his 
knowledge of the needs of such pupils . 

The afternoon school which was established some years ago for 
the purpose of giving assistance to pupils in the afternoon, thus 
enabling them to overcome difficulties met with in the recita- 
tions of the morning as well as to aid them in preparing the 
lessons assigned for the following day, has been continued with 
gratifying results. Another teacher has been added to the 
four already employed in this work and pupils are now given 
instruction in the subject of mathematics by one of the teach- 
ers of the school. Attendance at these afternoon sessions is 
voluntary on the part of the pupils and the large number who 
avail themselves of the opportunity to obtain individual in- 
struction when the teacher is able to give such explanations as 
enable them to overcome obstacles, proves the wisdom of the 
Board in estabUshing and maintaining this plan for the im- 
provement of the efficiency of the school. 
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Again it is with pleasure that I call attention to the excel- 
lent record made by High School pupils in examinations for 
scholarships at higher institutions of learning. 

During the past summer, Louis W. Whaley, Kari I. Buse, 
and Thomas F. McGarey were the successful competitors in 
the examination to fill three vacancies in the scholarships es- 
tablished by the City Council of Charleston at The Citadel, 
The Military College of South Carolina. This examination 
was a severe test and the three young men mentioned were 
reported as holding first, second and third places in the order 
mentioned above. 

This is a record which speaks well for the school and proves 
the value of the sound and thorough elementary training 
which is insisted on at the institution. 

In spite of certkin necessary changes in the teaching force 
and the consequent breaks in the continuity of the work of a 
department, the year has been fairly satisfactory and the 
teachers have labored with unvarying zeaJ and untiring en- 
ei^to maintain the high grade of work for which the school 
has always been noted.

On 27 September, 1909 it was dedicated with appropriate 
exercises, the Chairman of the Board presided, and addresses 
were made by Commissioner Henry A. M. Smith, Chairman 
of the Building Committee, by Hon. R. G. Rhett, Mayor, by 
Commissioner T. W. Passailaigue of the same Committee; 
and by Mr. A. B. Rhett, the Principal of the School. The de- 
tailed accounts of these exercises were published in the News 
and Courier and Charleston Evening Post on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 28, 1909. The Julian Mitchell School has a seating 
capacity of over 700 pupils.

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PLAYGROUND COMMISSIONERS. 

First Annual Report of the Board of Play- 
ground Commissioners. 

To the Honorable the Mayor 
and City Council 

Gentlemen: 

The Board of Municipal Playground Commissioners beg 
to present this their First Annual Report for the year ending 
December 31st; 1910. 

Organization. 

The movement for recreation or playgrounds in this City 
was inaugurated during the summer of 1900, by fifteen la- 
dies of Charleston in the organization of the Civic Club. The 
first work outlined by this club was a serious resolve to es- 
tablish a vacation playground for children. The work grew 
with the organization and through the formation of the Jun- 
ior Civic League a conlmittee on playground was formed 
and to the united efforts of these excellent forces is due the 
creation, by Council, of the Municipal Playground Commis- 
sion in June of this year. The following were appointed to 
serve on the Commission for four years; Mrs. J. M. Visanska, 
Mrs. J. Creighton Mitchell, Mrs. A. Barton Miller, Miss Louise 
Poppenheim, Dr. Sarah Allan, Dr. C. Armand Miller, Mr. 
R. H. King, Mr. W. B. Wilbur and Mr. T. J. McCarty. 

Playgrounds. 

Previous to the formation of this Board the ladies of the 
Civic League interested the Board of Park Commissioners 
in the work, and in this manner, secured the property known 
as the Mitchell School grounds. On March of this year this 
plot, was, under the auspices of the Junior Civic League, ded- 
icated with proper exercises and established as a Munici- 
pal Play Ground. The assistance given by Park Commis- 
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sioners as a body and individually, has been of material ben- 
efit in the furtherance of the work. The further assurance 
from the Board of additional space for playgrounds at Hami>- 
stead Mall, Auditorium Park and other parts of the City enables 
this Commission to work out systematic plans for extention. 

Equipment. 

The equipment of the present grounds has been all together 
under the direction and with funds furnished by the Civic 
League. Their efforts to equip from private subscription 
has met with very fair results in swings, port'able seats, sand 
piles, etc., and show excellent judgment for the amount of 
money at hand. 

Management. 

The management of the present grounds has been effected 
through the voluntary services of twenty-eight ladies from 
the various clubs of the Civic League, who devote allotted 
time during the afternoon to the supervision of the play, 
however, it is hoped that sufficient funds will be set saide 
to defray the small cost of securing expert assistance in the 
direction of systematic play. 

In closing, it is the desire of the Commissioners to impress 
on Council the importance of supplying suflScient funds to 
give this movement proper assistance and to realize the im- 
portance of extending this system of play throughout the 

City.

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REPORT OF SEWER DEPARTMENT. 

To his Honor the Mayor and City Council, 
of Charleston, S. C 

I have the honor of transmitting the report of the City En- 
gineer in charge of the Sewerage Department showing the 
costs of such work and detailed statements as to the work per- 
formed. Messrs. Guild & Company, the Contractors, have so 
far performed the work in a most satisfactory manner and will 
probably complete the contract much earUer than contem- 
plated, and as your honorable body has authorized the sale of 
additional Bonds, the work will embrace much larger territory 
than at first thought of. The purchase of several pieces of 
property for sites for the pump pits wiU allow the resale of 
much of it after retaining such portions as may be needed in 
the construction of the sewers . The lateral house connec- 
tions have been installed for each lot extending to the side- 
walk on all of the paved streets and uniform construction with 
approved materials has been made and the cost of such con- 
struction will be charged to the householders at uniform 
fixed rates, regardless of the side of the street or the depth of 
the required excavation. 

Folwells ** Sewerage" states: — ''It is the too general rule 
that when a City has constructed a system of sewers it con- 
siders its duty done, and permits any kind of connection to be 
made with them, by anybody and in any way, and takes no 
more thought of its sewers until compelled to do so by some 
obnoxious conditions therein. This is all totally wrong, and 
even criminal. While it is not probable that any well-design- 
ed and constructed sewerage system will ever become 'worse 
than no system at aU' or an 'elongated cesspool,' it will not 
work at its best efficiency and free from objectionable condi- 
tions if unattended to, any more than would any mechanism. 

Moreover, a considerable expense has been incurred to pro- 
vide sanitary sewerage for the citizens, but if careless or pe- 
nurious landlords or plumbers or ignorant householders are per- 
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mitted to construct between the sewer and the house, or in the 
latter, cheap and unsanitary house-connections, drains, and 
plumbing fixtures the health of the citizens is endangered and 
complete return for the outlay for sewers is not received. No 
dread of paternalism should interfere with the proper perfor- 
mance by the. city of its manifest duty to require that-all 'san- 
itary' piping and fixtures throughout the city are sanitary, 
and the sewers should be in the charge of an experienced oflScer 
who is held responsible for their cleanliness and efficiency. 

The first necessity for this oversight will come with the con- 
nection of the dwelUngs to the sewers. 

No house-connections should be attached to a sewer except 
in the presence and under the direction of a city inspector and 
by a party who is under bond to follow the city's regulations 
for such work. ' ' 

The long deferred continuation of the sewerage system is 
now a fact and our citizens may feel assured that ample facili- 
ties will be afforded for the rapid removal of household wastes 
which will cease to pollute the soil. The obnoxious privy 
vault will be abolished and will cease to exchange contents, 
under the laws of gravitation, with adjacent cisterns. With 
our porous soil and the old weak walls of many of our 
cisterns at least 40% of the latter will show contamination 
from fecal matter so that the dejections of typhoid or other 
communicable diseases soon appear in cisterns near the vaults 
where such dejections were thrown. Nor is the only menace 
from the privy vault : the remote situation of these places and 
the publicity incurred in resorting to them prevents many 
from having the regular daily evacuation so essential to the 
maintenance of health. The abandonment of the privy vault 
will also remove from our premises the innumerous breeding 
places of the mosquito and remove potent cause of disease and 
discomfort that have borne so long. 

The statistics of many cities are available to show material 
reduction both as to number and intensity of communicable 
diseases and a marked reduction of the death rate of such cities 
after the introduction of sewerage and the abandonment of 
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the privy, drywell, cess-pool and wells and cisterns that so 
often commingle their contents. Much discomfort and an- 
noyance have occured to the community due to the interrup- 
tion of the use of the streets during the work on the sewers 
but this is unavoidable for a time in the progress of all public 
work. Much comment has been made as to the seemingly 
long delay in replacing the paving: at first an effort was made 
to repave immediately, but the result was so unsatisfactory 
that it had to be done over as the paving settled considerably. 
The soil should be allowed to settle thoroughly before repav- 
ing and the absence of rain for a loAg period retardSd this pro- 
cess. The Contractors desired a delay o( six months between 
the time of laying the sewers and the time of repaving but it 
was considered undersirable to extend inconvenience and 
discomfort over this length of time and a limit of 45 days 
only as set forth in the specifications was allowed. Doubt- 
lessly in some localities the work will have to be gone over. 
We commend the faithful and diligent work of our Engineer, 
Mr. J. H. Dingle and his Assistant, Mr. S. C. Dunlop as well 
as that of membei*s of Office and Field corps of Assistants.

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SEWERAGE EXTENSION. 

In December 1909 proposals were invited to be opened 
January 11th, 1910 for two of the eight sections remaining 
to complete the Sewerage System of the City. The date of 
opening was later extended to January 24th, and on this date 
five proposals were received and considered, resulting in the 
award of contracts for the two sections to Guild & Co., Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. The contracts were signed on Feb. 8th 1910, 
and on March 9th, work was commenced at Calhoun and Marsh 
Streets, on Section ''A" centering at that point. As fast as labor 
could be obtained additional gangs were organized and in a 
very short time, March 12th, work was commenced also on 
Section ^ ^ B ' ' centering at Spring and President Streets. 

In view of the fact that the prices bid on Sections ''A" and 
^'B^' were considered not only reasonable but even quite 
favorable under the existing conditions, as developed by the 
progress of the work under construction, a proposition was 
considered to extend the contract to the remaining sections. 
After due coasideration and after a reduction in price had been 
made by the Contractor on certain items, a contract wa^ sign-, 
ed for the remaining sections of the work and this contract 
is now well advanced towards completion. 

On July 11th, 1910 bids were opened for the construction of 
a pump pit and appurtenances at Calhoun Street near Marsh 
Street. Guild & Co., Chattanooga Tenn., were the lowest bid- 
ders and were awarded the contract for the construction, 
while R. D. AVood & Co., were awarded the contract for pumps 
and motors with starters and other appurtenances. 

Below find record of bids received at opening January 24th, 
1910, also bids as later modified for remaining sections. 

I also enclose tabulated statement as prepared by Mr. S. C, 
Dunlop, Asst. Engr. in charge Sewerage, of work constructed 
to date, together with table showing amounts expended to 
January 1st, 1911.

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AN ORDINANCE 

To Amend Section 753 Of The Revised Ordinances, Relating To The Sale Of 
Opium And Similar Drugs. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City Council of Charleston, 
S. C, in City Council assembled: 

Section 1 . — ^That Section 753 of the Revised Ordinances be and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out the words "opium, cocaine" on the ninth line 
of said Section, and insert in lieu thereof the following: "Cocaine 'and all salts 
obtained from same; Gum opium, powdered opium, morphine and all of its 
salts codeine and all of its salts, laudanum, chloral, chloral hydrate, and all 
salts obtained from same." That said section be further amended by inser- 
ting after the word "physician" on the thirteenth line of said section the 
words: "It shall be unlawful for any person to carry on his pefson without a 
certificate of a duly licensed physician any of the above mentioned drugs." 

That said section be further amendeded by striking out the word "fifty," 
on the sixteenth line of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
"seventy-five." By striking out the words "eighty" on the seventeenth line 
of said section and insert in lieu thereof the words "one hundred." That 
said section be further amended by inserting at the end of said section the fol- 
lowing: "Provided, further, that in addition to the penalties provided for 
violations of this section, any licensed druggist upon a second conviction of the 
violation of any of the provisions of this section, shall forfeit his license,'^ so 
that said section when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 753. — No person or persons whomsoever shall open, keep or main- 
tain any house, part of a house, or outhouse or room in any house or building 
within the corporate limits of the city, wherein or whereat any party or parties 
are allowed to resort for the purpose of using or are permitted to use opium or 
cocaine in any form whatsoever. 

No person or persons whomsoever shall sell cocaine and all salts obtained 
from same. Gum opium, powdered opium, morphine and all of its salts, codeine 
and all of its salts, laudanum, chloral, chloral hydrate, and all salts obtained 
from same, or any similar preparation except as a regularly licensed druggist, 
and in such case only when directed to do so by and under the authority of a 
prescription of some duly licensed physician. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to carry on his person without a certificate of a duly Ucensed physician any 
of the above mentioned drugs. 

Any person or persons violating this section or any portion thereof, upon con- 
viction, shall be subject to a fine of not less than seventy-five dollars, nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or to imprisonment not exceeding thirty dajrs. Pro- 
vided further, that in addition to the penalties provided for violations of this 
section, any licensed druggist upon a second con\'iction of the violation of any 
of the provisions of this section shall forfeit his license.

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to pile or 
leave in the streets of the city, any building materials used in the repair or con- 
struction of buildings, in the streets, unless permission for this purpose has been 
obtained from the city engineer. 

Section 2. All persons, firms or corporations o{iening the streets for the pur- 
pose of laying pipes or drains connecting with their property, and where earth 
is piled or excavations are made in the streets or pavements for such purpose, 
and all persons, firms or corporations piling or placing building materials in the 
streets, are required to furnish and place lanterns on such earth and building 
materials and at such excavations and keep such lanterns lighted during the 
night for the purpose of warning persons ushig the streets. And it shall be the 
duty of the owners of buildings where such pipe connections are made, or such 
materials are to l)e used, to see that their contractors and workmen comply with 
this ordinance. 

Section 3. Any person, firm or corporation violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be subject to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding fifteen days for each and every offence.

AN ORDINANCE 
To Amend Section 622, of the Revised Ordinances Relating to Automobiles. 

lie it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Charleston, in City 
Council assembled: 

That Section 622 of the ordinances of the City of Charleston be, and is hereby, 
amended by the insertion therein after the word **beir' the words "or horn". 
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and after the word "rung" the words "or sounded," so that said section, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 622. Said vehicles shall be provided at all times when in use with a

'Health Department,' Numbered 259 to 347, inclusive, and all amendments 
thereto, subsequently ordained, and also Section 180," be amended by inser- 
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ting after the word ' * Charleston, ' ' on the sixth line of said section, the words, 
"to wit : Diphtheria, scarlet fever, smallpox, typhoid fever, measles, mumps, 
chicken-pox, cerebro-spinal meningitis (epidemic,) ' ' and by striking out from 
and including the words "a case" on the fifteenth line of said section up to and 
including the word "occur" on the sixteenth line of said section, and inserting 
in lieu thereof, the words, "any above said cases exist," so that said section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 327. It shall be the duty of every physician or other person who 
may be called upon to attend any person with an infectious, contagious or pes- 
tilential disease in the City of Charleston, to wit: Diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
smallpox, ^typhoid fever, tuberculosis, measles, mumps, whooping-cough, cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis (epidemic) to report to the board of health within 
twenty-four hours after the ascertainment of such disease, the nature of the 
disease and the premises on which the same may be. 

Provided, however, that if there should lie no attending physician it shall 
be the duty of the owner, occupant or lessee of any premises on which any above 
said cases exist, to report the same to the board of health in like manner as here- 
inl)efore ordained. Any physician or other person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this section shall be subject to a fine of not more than $50 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding thirty days.

Section 270. The salary of the health officer shall be "twenty-one hundred 
($2,100) dollars," per annum, payable monthly.

To Amend Section 787 of the Revised Ordinances as^Amended on the 22d of 
January, 1907, Relating to the Salaries of the City Engineer and Assistant 
F^ngineers. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City Council of Charleston, 
S. C, in City Council assembled: 

Section 1. That Section 787 of the Revised Ordinances of the City. of Char- 
leston as amended on the 22d of January, 1907 be amended by striking out the 
figures •* $2,500" on the first line of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof 
the figures * * $3,000, ' ' so that said section when so amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 

Section 787. (a) The city engineer shall receive a salary of $3,000 per an- 
num, payable monthly. 

(b) The assistant city engineer shall receive a salary of $1,400 per annum 
payable monthly. 

(c) The second assistant engineer shall receive a salary of $1 ,000 per annum, 
payable monthly. 

(d) The salary of the city engineer, and assistant city engineer, shall be in 
full payment of all salaries, fees and emoluments whatsover, and the said com- 
pensation shall also be in full payment for any services which may be rendered 
by them, or either of them, in locating and fixing the grades and levels for gas, 
water, sewerage or other pipes, or for tracks for railways in or about the streets 
of the city or for any other public work.

To prohibit the location of Wash-Paves and Meter Boxes on the streets and 
Sidewalks, and to regulate the repair of Curb Boxes^located and to be lo- 
cated thereon. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled : 

Section 1. That no wash-paves or meter boxes shall be placed upon the road- 
ways or sidewalks of the city. 

Section 2. That the board of public works shall at once take steps to close 
all wash-paves now placed or located on sidewalks. 

Section 3. That all curb boxes now on the sidewalks or to be placed there

hereafter shall be kept in proper repair, otherwise the board of public works 
shall repair the same at the expense of the public service corporations furnish- 
ing gas or water and controlling the same : Provided said corporations fail to 
repair the same after ten days' notice has been given them, and provided, fur- 
ther, that a failure to repair such curb boxes After notice shall subject such cor- 
poration to a fine of not more tlwm $10 or imprisonment not exceeding five days 
for each and every offence.

To Amend Sections 783, 787 and 788 of the Revised Ordinances as Amended, 
Relating to the Office of the City Engineer and Assistant Engineer. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled : 

Section 1. That Section 783 of the Revised Ordinances be, and the same is. 
hereby amended by striking out the figures ''1894'' on the second line, and in- 
sert in lieu thereof the figures * ' 1910, " by striking out all after the word ' * City ' ' 
on the fifth line of said section, and inserting in lieu theii^of the following: 

"The city engineer shall be and is hereby authorised and empowered to ap- 
point two assistants, subject to the approval of City Council, to aid him in the 
duties of his oflSoe, who shall be required to do such work as the city engineer 
may direct. 

Such assistants shall for the faithful discharge of the duties required to be 
performed by them receive such salaries as shall not in the aggregate exceed 
the amount fixed and provided by City Council. 

The city engineer shall have the power at all times to remove the assis- 
tants whom he may appoint and to engage others in their place, subject to the 
approval of City Council as to such engagement. 

From time to time such other employees as may be required in the office of 
the city engineer shall be appointed by the city engineer with the consent of the 
Mayor, provided that the total expense therein incurred shall be within the 
appropriation made and provided for such expense in either the engineering, 
sewerage or board of public works and to which the same shall be chargeable." 

Section 2. That Section 787 as amended be further amended by striking out 
papagraphs "b" and "c" of said section and insert in lieu thereof the foUow- 

' ' b. The assistant city engineers shall together receive salaries not exoeed- 
nig in the aggregate the sum of twenty-four hundred ($2,400) dollars per an- 
num, payable monthly. 

Section 3. That Section 788 as amended be further amended by inserting 
after the word "Surety" on the third line, the words * 'in some surety company" 
and by inserting after the word "approved" on the third line the words "and 
paid for, ' ' so that said sections when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 783. The City Council shall on the second Tuesday of January, 1910, 
and forever thereafter, on the same day in every fourth year, elect a competent, 
scientific person, skilled in engineering, architecture and surveying, to be styled 
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the city engineer. The city engineer shall be and is hereby authorized and em- 
• powered to appoint two assistants, subject to the approval of City Ck)uncil, to 
aid him in the performance of the duties of his office, who shall be required to 
do such work as the city engineer may direct. 

Such assistants shall for the faithful discharge of the duties required to be 
performed by them receive such salaries as shall not in the aggregate exceed 
the amount fixed and provided by City Council. The city engineer shall have 
the power at all times to remove the assistants whom he may appoint and to en- 
gage others in their place, subject to the approval of City Council as to such en- 
gagement. 

From time to time such other employees as may be required in the office of 
the city engineer shall be appointed by the city engineer with the consent of the 
Mayor, provided that the total expense therein incurred shall be within the ap- 
propriation made and provided for such expense in either the engineering, sew- 
erage or board of public works and to which the same shall be chargeable. 

Section 787. The city engineer shall receive a salary of $3,000 per annum, 
payable monthly. 

(b) The assistant city engineers shall together receive saUries not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate the sum of twenty-four hundred ($2,400) dollars per annum 
payable monthly. 

The salary of the city engineer and assistant city engineers shall be in full 
payment of all salaries, fees and emoluments whatsoever, and the said com- 
pensation shall also be in full payment for any services which may be rendered 
by them, ox either of them in locating and fixing the grades and levels for gas, 
water, sewerage or other pipes, or for tracks for railways in or about the streets 
of the city or for any other public work. 

Section 788. The city engineer and assistant city engineers before acting as 
such, shall each, respectively, give bond and surety in some Surety Company, 
to be approved and paid for by Council, in the penal sum of two thousand dol- 
lars, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of his office; and 
that he is not, and will not, whilst in office, be directly or indirectly oonoemed 
or interested in any city contract. .

AN ORDINANCE 



To Provide an Annual License Tax on all Dogs and ReguUtions for Keeping 
Dogs Within the Corporate Limits of the City of Charleston. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council 
assembled : 

Section 1. Each owner or possessor and every person who harbors or keeps 
any dog or dogs, within the corporate limits of this city, shall annually pay to 
the city treatsurer for the use and benefit of the city, the sum of $1 for each and 
every dog owned, possessed, harbored or kept by such person. 

Section 2. Every such owner or possessor, and any person who keeps any dog 
or dogs as aforesaid, shall cause such dog to be registered in the office of the city 
treasurer, and shall also obtain through such treasurer a metallic tag or badge 
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as hereinafter required; and it shall be the duty of every such person to place 
upwn the neck of every such dog a collar made of durable material with the li- 
cense badge securely fastened thereon, and if at any time any such collar shall 
be lost or removed from any such dog, it shall be the duty of the owner, pos- 
sessor or person who harlx»r8 or keeps the same to cause a collar with such li- 
cense badge attached thereon to be immediately replaced upon such dog. 

Section 3. The city treasurer shall provide in each and every year such num- 
ber of metalUc tags as may l)e necessary, and it shall be the duty of such treas- 
urer to deliver or cause to be delivered one of such metallic tags to each person 
upon the payment of the tax upon any such dog, and he shall keep a record of 
the date of the issue of the same, and to whom issued and the number thereof. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any dog to be on the streets of the City of 
Charleston unless it either has a chain or substantial rope or leather thong at- 
tached, which is in the hand of some responsible person, or else it shall have a 
muzzle of some type or style approved by the health officer over its mouth, and 
it shall be the duty of any owner or possessor or any person who harbors or 
keeps any dog or dogs to securely confine the same within the limits of his prem- 
ises and not permit such dog or dogs to go upon the streets except in one of the 
two conditions above named. , ^ 

Section 5. Each dog found upon the streets of the City of Charleston in ary 
other condition than above named, shall be subject to be caught and disposed 
of as now provided by law. 

Section 6. That where dogs are found upon premises within the city limits 
without having a collar with a license badge as required by this ordinance, it 
shall be the duty of the health inspector to notify the police department, and 
also to verbally notify the person in charge pf the premises to come forward 
within twenty-four hours and pay said tax, and affix such dog collar and license 
tag, and upon failure to comply, or if such persons in charge of the said premises 
shall disclaim any ownership in said dog by himself or any member of his family 
when so notified, it shall be the duty of the pohce department to cause some 
police officer to go upon said premises and take charge of the said dog and keep 
him in some convenient place within the city limits for the period of twenty- 
four hours, and if* during that time no person will pay the tax on said dog, then 
said dog shall be disposed of as iiow provided by ordinance . 

Section 7. Any person who has not already taken out a license for any dog 
owned or harbored by him shall be required to do so under the conditions pre- 
scribed for in this ordinance on or before the first day of June, 1910, and the 
license tax so paid shall be for the balance of the year 1910, and the license tax 
provided for in this ordmance shall thereafter be taken out annually on or lie- 
fore the 10th day of January in each and every year thereafter. 

Section 8. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of the fore- 
going sections shall be liable to a penalty of not more than $25 or imprisonment 
not more than ten days. 

Section 9. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, the provisions of which 
are inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed.

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AN ORDINANCE 

To Create a Sinking Fund for the Retirement of Sewerage Bonds Authorized to 
be issued by the City Council of Charleston, July 13, 1909. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled: 

Section 1. That a sinking fund to be known as the sewerage sinking fund is 
hereby created for the retirement of sewerage bonds now or hereafter to be is- 
sued bythe City Council of Charleston under authority of an ordinance, entitled 
* * An ordinance to authorize the issue of sewerage bonds by the City Council of 
Charleston, to an amount not exceeding $400,000. * ' ratified July 13, 1909. 

Section 2. That the Mayor, the city treasurer and the chairman of the sani- 
tary committee of City Council shall have the custody and management of all 
moneys arising from the levy of one mill upon taxable property of the City of 
Charleston, authorized under the aforesaid ordinance to be levied, said funds 
belonging to the said sewerage sinking fund to be subject to the check of the 
city treasurer, and to be used for the purposes of paying the interest on the out- 
standing sewerage bonds, and for the purchase of as many af said bonds as can 
from time to time be purchased at a price of not more than 101 net.

AN ORDINANCE 



To Establish a Board of Municipal PUy Ground Commissioners for the City of 
Charleston, and to Define the Duties and Powers Thereof. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled: 

Section 1. That a board of play ground commissioners for the Gty of Char- 
leston be and is hereby established. The said board shall be composed of nine 
citizens, five of whom are to be ladies, to be appointed by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by City Council, and who shall serve without compensation for the term 
of four years from the date of their confirmation and until their successors shall 
have been nominated and confirmed. All vacancies in said board from death, 
resignation, removal from the city, or other eauses, shall be filled in hke man- 
ner as the original appointments. 

Section 2. That the said board shall take charge and have the care, control 
and management of all public play grounds belonging to the City of Charleston 
now established or hereafter to be established, subject, however, to all city or- 
dinances relating thereto. 

Section 3. Said board are authorized to make rules and regulations for the 
control and management of all public play grounds in the City of Charleston, 
such rules and reguUtions, however shall be submitted to City Council for ap- 
proval. 

Section 4. That no contracts or engagements for the improvement, manage- 
ment or regulation of the said public play grounds shall be made until City 
Council shall have so directed, or shall have made an appropriation for such 
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purposes, and the said board shall make an annual report to the City Council 
of their actings and doings* and of all moneys which shall have been received 
and disbursed.

To Amend Paragraph 5, Division 10, of Section 194 of the Revised Ordinances 
Relating to Waste and Vent Pipes. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled : 

Section 1. That Paragraph 5. Division 10, of Section 194 of the Revised Or- 
dinances be, and the same is hereby amended by inserting after the word ' ' iron ' ' 
on the fifth line of said paragraph, the words ''except that galvanized iron 
waste and vent pipes 2 inches to 1 and 1 \ inches both inclusive, with recessed 
drainage fittings, may be used in steel frame buildings, so that said paragraph 
when so amended shall read as follows: 

Tenth. All waste pipes, when less than two inches inside diameter, shall be 
made of lead. No pipe less than 11-4 inches, inside diameter, shall be used. 
All waste and vent pipes with fittings, 2 inches or more inside diameter shall be 
of cast iron, except that galvanized iron waste and vent pipes 2 inches to 1 1-4 
inches diameter both inclusive with recessed drainage fittings, may be used in 
steel frame buildings. Galvanized or rustless wrought iron pipe may be use d 
for vent pipes. No waste pipe from refrigerator or other receptacle in which 
food or provisions are stored, shall be connected with a drain, soil or waste 
pipe, but must be separated therefrom, emptying into an open sink furnished 
with a trap.

AN ORDINANCE 



To Amend Paragraph C. of Section 194, of the Revised Ordinances as amended, 
relating to connections with the public sewers, so far as the same refers to 
property situate on private lanes, courts or alleys. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled: 

Section 1. That Paragraph C, of Section 194, of the Revised Ordinanoi$s as 
amended, be further amended by inserting after the word * * building, " on the 
sixth line of said section, the following: 

Provided, however, that in all private courts, lanes and alleys fronting on 
streets in which there is a public sewer, on which private courts, lanes and alleys 
there are located two or more seperate lots and houses, said lots and houses 
may be connected by the use of one sewer laid in said private court, lane or 
alley connecting with the public sewer in said street, such sewer to be construc- 
ted by the owners of the property fronting on such private court, lane or alley 
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at their joint expense under the supervision of the city engineer, or upon 
written request of the owner of any property fronting on such private court, 
lane or alley, the city may construct such sewer and the owners of adjoining 
property may connect with the same, provided they pay their proportionate 
cost of the same. And for such purpose the city engineer shall keep in his office 
a record of the cost of such sewer, and shall establish the proportion which each 
owner shall pay. In the event of any disagreement as to such cost, the person 
affected shall have the right of appeal to the City Council, so that said section 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 

(c.) Every building except under conditions determined by the city engineer 
and not conflicting with other provisions of this ordinance, shall be separately 
and independently connected with the public sewers; each tenement to be re- 
garded as a seperate building: Provided, however, that in all private courts, 
lanes and alleys fronting on streets in which there is a public sewer, on which 
private courts, lanes and alleys there are located two or more separate lots an 
houses, said lots and houses may be connected by the use of one sewer laid in 
said private coiirt, lane or alley connecting with the public sewer in said street, 
such sewer to be constructed by the owners of property fronting on such pri- 
vate court, lane or alley at their joint expense, and under the supervision of the 
city engineer, or upon the written request of the owner of any property front- 
ing on such private court, lane or alley, the city may construct such sewer and 
the owners of adjoining property may connect with the same, provided they 
pay their proportionate cost of the same. And for such purpose the city en- 
gineer shall keep in his office a record of the cost of such sewer and shall estab- 
lish the proportion which each owner shall pay, In the event of any disagree- 
ment as to such cost, the person affected shall have the right of appeal to City 
Council. Six-inch lines may be laid in private property after approval by the 
city engineer or his authorized agent but only when there is not less than ten 
feet of four-inch pipe to closet or slop sink, and where there are a number of 
small houses on one lot. No more than one drain shall be used to connect a 
building with the public sewers without special permit of the city engineer or 
his authorized agent.

AN ORDINANCE 



To Require the Production for Inspection of Building Permits at the Places 
where Work is Being Performed. 

Be it ordained, by the Mayor and Aldermen of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled: 

Section 1. Wherever in the ordinances of the city a permit is required for 
the erection or repair of any building in the City of Charleston, such permit 
when issued shall be kept at the building or place where such construction, erec- 
tion or repairs are being done, and shall be produced for inspection by the per- 
sons doing such work at the place where such work is being performed upon de- 
mand of any police officer or of any person authorized by City Council. If such 
permit is not produced upon demand, it shall be the duty of the police officer to 
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stop the work on such building until the permit is produced, and to arrest the 
foreman and any workman doing work on said building or premises after de- 
mand for such permit and failure to produce the same. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this section shall be subject to a penalty of not less than 
ten dollarSi or imprisonment not exceeding fifteen days for each offence. 
Ratified August 11, 1910. 



AN ORDINANCE 



To Amend Section 579 of the Revised Ordinances Relating to Tenement Build- 
ings. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Charleston, in City 
Council assembled. 

Section 1. That Section 579 of the Revised Ordinances be and the same is 
hereby, amended, by adding at the end of said section the wo(ds "detached 
buildings, ten feet or less apart and when erected on portions of the same lot in- 
tended for the separate acconmiondation of different families or occupants, liv- 
ing independently of each other, but having a common right in the yard and 
water supply or sewerage, shall also be deemed tenement buildings,'' so that 
said section when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 579. The partition wall and walls between all separate tenement 
buildings, shall be constructed of brick or stone, and shall not be less than 
twelve inches thick, from the foundation throughout the building; and every 
such wall and walls shall project fourteen inches above the roof of each seperate 
tenement, with a stone cap, every building shall be deemed and considered a 
tenement building within the meaning of this sub-division, which shall contain 
more than two rooms in front on each floor, or which shall be built with a pass- 
age or arched way between distinct parts of the same building, or which build- 
ing shall be intended for the separate accommodation of different families or 
occupants. Detached buildings ten feet or less apart, and when erected on 
portions of the same lot intended for the separate accommodation of different 
families or occupants, living independently of each other, but having a common 
right in the yard and water supply or sewerage shall also be deemed tenement 
buildings.

AN ORDINANCE 



Creating a Board to be Known as the "Art Commission" and Defining the Du- 
ties Thereof. 

Be it ordained, by the Mayor and Aldermen, of Charleston, in City Council as- 
sembled: 

Section 1. That a board to be known as the '*Art Commission,'' be, and is 
hereby, established. The members of said commission shall be appointed by 
the Mayor in every fourth year from the date of the ratification of this ordinance. 

Section 2. The said commission shall be composed of the Mayor, the presi- 
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dent of the Charleston Art Association, the president of the Charleston library, 
the curator of the Charleston Museum, the president of the South Carolina His- 
torical. Society, and three citizens to be appointed by the Mayor. The said 
commission shall serve without compensation for the term of foiu: (4) years 
from the date of their appointment, and imtil their successors shall have been 
appointed. All vacancies in said commission from death, resignation, removal 
from the city or other causes, shall be filled in like manner as the. original ap- 
pointment. 

Section 3. The said comiriission shall act as an advisory board in matters 
looking to the public improvement. They shall make a report annually, or as 
often as they may deem otherwise, to the City Council, making recommenda- 
tions whereby the city beautiful and the city historic may be preserved. The 
City Council may from time to time refer to this commission matters affecting 
the aesthetic and historic interests of the city.

To Suspend Section 567 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Charleston. 

Be it ordained, by the Mayor and Aldermen, of Charleston, in City Council 
assembled : 

That Section 567 of the Revised Ordinances of the city be suspended, in so 
far as to permit the erection of a one story office building at the southwest cor- 
ner of College and Calhoun streets, provided said building shall be erected ac- 
cording to plans and specifications approved by the chief of the fire depart- 
ment and the city engineer.

AN ORDINANCE 



To accept the Benefit of an Act of the General Assembly of this State, Entitled 
**An Act to Declare and Define the Conditions Upon Which Foreign Fire 
Insurance Corporations May Engage in and Carry on Business in this State 
and to Provide for the Distribution of the Fund Arising from the Com- 
pliance with such Conditions, * ' approved March 7, 1910. 

Be it ordained, by the Mayor and Aldermen, of Charleston, in City Council 
assembled: 

Section 1. That the City Council of Charleston hereby accepts the benefits 
of an Act of the General Assembly of this State, entitled * * An Act to declare 
and define the conditions upon which foreign fire insurance corporations may 
engage in and carry on business in this State, and to provide for the distribu- 
tion of the fund arising from the compliance with such conditions," approved 
March 7, 1910. 

Section 2. That the city treasurer of Charleston be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to receive from the State Treasurer the amount collected upon premiums 
on business done in the City of Charleston from fire insurance companies, cor- 
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porations or associations, doing business within the said city» and that all money 
so collected shall be set apart and used by the City Council of Charleston solely 
and entirely for the creation, maintenance support and encouragement of a skil- 
ful and efficient fire department in the City of Charleston. 

Section 3. That immediately upon the receipt of the said money from the 
State Treasurer, the city treasurer shall report the same to city Council, who 
shall order its disbursement in such manner as in the judgment of the City Coun- 
cil may be deemed best for the creation, maintenance, support and encourage- 
ment of a skilful and efficient fire department in the City of Charleston. 

Section 4. The clerk of Council shall on or before the Slst of October in each 
year make and file with the insurance commissioners his certificate, stating the 
existence in the City of Charleston of a regularly organized fire department un- 
der the control of the Bftayor and City Council, the number of steam, hand or 
other engines, hook and ladder trucks and hose wagons in actual use, together 
with the value of the fire apparatus and necessary equipments belonging to 
the fire department in serviceable condition for fire duty, the number of organ- 
ised companies and the system of water supply in use for such department, to- 
gether with such other facts as the insurance commissioner may require on a 
blank to be furnished by him.

To regulate the issuing of Building Permits, by exempting repairs for $25 and 
under from the requirement under the ordinances to obtain Permits therefor. 

Be it ordained by the Bftayor and Aldermen of Charleston in City Council as- 
sembled. 

Section 1. That in all cases where the repairs to buildings are $25 and under, 
it shall not be necessary for persons or corporations having such repairs done to 
obtain permits therefor, except in the case of plumbing work or the repairs to 
or construction of flues. 

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances, the provisions whereof are 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall go into effect immediately upon its passage.

Section 1 . That an ordinance entitled an ordinance, creating a board to be 
known as the * ' Art Commission ' ' and defining the duties thereof, ratified Octo- 
ber 11, 1910, be, and the same is hereby, amended by inserting before the words 
* * Art Commission ' * in the first section, the word ' * Charleston, ' ' and by strik- 
ing out in the second section, all after the word ' ' Mayor ' ' on the second line in 
said section to the word *'and" on the seventh line of said section, and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the foUowing: ''The director of the Charleston Museum* 
and six citizens to be appointed as follows: One representing the Carolina Art 
Association, one the Charleston Library Society one the South Carolina Histor- 
ical Society, ' * so that said ordinance when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 1 . That a board to be known as the * * Charleston Art Commission, ' ' 
be, and is hereby established. The members of said commission shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor in every fourth year from the date of the ratification of 
this ordinance. 

Section 2. That said commission shall be composed of the Mayor, the direc- 
tor of the Charleston Museum and six citizens to be appointed as follows: One 
representing the Carolina Art Association, one the Charleston Library Society, 
one the South Carolina Historical Society, and three citizens to be appointed by 
the Mayor. The said commission shall serve without compensation for the 
term of four (4) years from the date of their appointment, and until their suc- 
cessors shall have been appointed. All vacanices in said commission from 
death, resignation, removal from the city or other causes, shall be fiUed in like 
manner as the orginal appointment. 

Section 3. The said commission shall act as an advisory board in matters 
looking to the public improvement. They shall make a report annually, or as 
often as they may deem otherwise, tothe City Council, making reconunenda- 
tions, whereby the city beautiful and the city historic may be preserved. The 
City Council may from time to time refer to this commission matters affecting 
the aesthetic and historic interests of the city.

''I ask the privilege of placing upon the minutes of Council 
a few words in memorj^ of Gen. Zimmerman Davis, a citizen 
who for many years gave to the public of this city imstintingly 
of his time and his talents, and who passed away on March 30, 
1910. 

For eight years Gen. Davis sat in this Council and discharged 
the duties of his office as Alderman, and one year as Mayor 
pro tem, w\^h diUgence and zeal. 

As a member of the Board of Commissioners of the Hospital 
he showed the keenest interest, and gave the closest attention 
to the exceedingly onerous duties which fell to the lot of that 
board. 

A member of the tree commission, from its organization to 
its abolishment, he applied his exceptional acquaintance with 
horticulture to the public service. At the time of his death 
he was a member of the Board of Park Commissioners and 
chairman of its committee on shade trees. 

The great bulwark of our city government has been the wil- 
lingness of its citizens of the highest type, at considerable sac- 
rifice of their personal interests, to contribute to the public 
service in some particular sphere.

PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 

Regular Meeting, May 21, 1910. 

The Mayor then paid the following tribute to the memory 
of Mr. A. M.Lee: 

Since our last meeting, one of our Board of Fire Commission- 
ers, Mr. A.M. Lee, has passed away, and in his death the city 
government has sustained a great loss. 

Mr. Lee was a man of great force and remarkable talent, 
which he exerted freely in behalf of the pubUc for many years. 
His life was cut short in the midst of his usefulness. 

The fire department enjoyed the benefit of his counsel and 
advice for a period of eleven years, and no department of the 
city has a better record and a more enviable one than that 
over which the firemasters preside. 

The death of Mr. Lee not only deprived the city of a faith- 
ful servant, but it has deprived the city of a citizen of rare 
worth, whose words and deeds will be long remembered by 
the many friends and fellow citizens who mourn his loss.'* 

Alderman Riley said : 

"Mr. Mayor: As a lifelong friend of Mr. A. Markley Lee, I 
claim the privilege of seconding the remarks of his Honor, the 
Mayor, and of paying a tribute to the memory of Mr. Lee. 

I knew Mr. Lee from boyhood. He has been my close per- 
sonal friend and legal adviser, and I have had every opportu- 
nity to know and appreciate his character and abilities. Mr. 
Lee never held public office, but he served his city and State 
with devotion and unselfishness. He was a member of the 
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Board of Firemasters for many years, and in this position his 
clear judgment and wise counsels have always been of great 
value to this most important branch of the city government. 
He brought to the service of the city and to all the duties of 
life a strong and well informed mind. He was modest in de- 
portment, mild in manners, sincere in disposition and cautious 
in judgment. His worth gave value to his experience and 
soundness to his counsels. 

We recognize that the Board of Firemasters and this com- 
munity has sustained a severe loss in the death of this de- 
voted citizen : Therefore, be it.

The Mayor said : 

"In pr«sentingto you this report of Miss Irving 's death, I 
wish to add a few words to the splendid tribute the Board has 
paid to her memory. Verily has one of our great women been 
taken from us. There are few in this chamber who have not 
been bom since Miss Irving 's administration of the Orphan 
House began, fifty-six years ago. We have many institutions 
in this city, many departments of its government of which we 
are justly pround, but none of them stand higher in our love 
and esteem than the Orphan House. The Board has very 
justly and properly attributed this -in a large measure to the 
work of Miss Irving. There has been no Board which she has 
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not inspired with her wonderful energy and system. There 
has been no visitor who has not been amazed at the discipline 
and the training under which so large a nunfber of children 
are each year prepared for hves of usefulness, with the high- 
est ideals of what those lives should be. 

There are thousands and thousands today who can look 
back with grateful hearts to the days they spent under her 
charge and recall the seeds of righteousness she planted in 
their breasts and nurtured until they became the standards 
of their lives. She has gone — ^the frail body that held that 
great soul and heart — but her spirit will Uve forever in that 
Institution, and her memory will be cherished, not only there, 
but in the homes of a multitude of those who have been privi- 
leged to know her and her work."

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To the Trustees of ' * THE HIGH SCHOOL OF CHARLESTON. 

Gentlemen: 

I take the liberty of submitting for your consideration the present condition 
and future prospects of the School. 

The School was established by an Ordinance of the City Council of Charleston 
ratified May 6, 1839/ a copy of which is hereto annexed marked Exhibit A. 
Supplemented by an Ordinance of April 1853 — ^which latter Ordinance can not 
now be found but is sufficiently recited in the Act of the Legislature of 1881 
hereinafter mentioned. 

The School was put into operation on Monday, July 1, 1839, in a building on 
Bum's Lane in this City. In 1840 the number of pupils attending the school 
having mcreased, it was found necessary to abandon the building on Bum's 
Lane, and two buildings on Society Street were rented and used until 1841 
when a School house for the School was erected by the City Council in Society 
Street near Anson Street, whtch was occupied for this purpose for forty years. 

The operations of the School were suspended on the commencement of the 
bombardment of the City of Charleston during its seige in the Civil War. The 
work of the School was resumed in January, 1866. 

On nth May. 1880, (See R. M. C. O. E. 18 page 225) the Mansion House of 
the late Mitchell King at the comer of Meeting and George Streets was pur- 
chased by the City Council for the purposes of the School, and it was removed 
to this location. 

On the 17th December, 1881 an Act of the Legislature was approved, creat- 
ing the corporation oi*' The Trustees of theH gh School of Charleston'* (See 17 
Vol. Stat., page 655) a copy of this Act is hereto annexed as Exhibit B. 

The second section of this Act relating to the mode of selection of the Trus- 
tees was amended by an Act approved 17th December, 1887 (19 Vol. St., page 
989) a copy of which is hereto annexed as Exhibit C. 

By an Act approved December 21, A. D., 1882 (18 Vol. Stat, page 29) the 
School Board of the City of Charleston was re-organized and it was given power 
to provide a liberal education for meritorious pupils by having at their dis- 
posal a few scholarships in the High School. This provision is contained in 
the 2nd and 3rd Sections of the Act, which are now incorporated in the Code 
of Laws I Vol. Sees. 1247 and 1248, copies of which are hereto annexed as 
Exhibit D. 

Upon the incorporation of '*The Trustees of the High School of Charleston" 
the City Council conveyed to this corporation the property now constituting 
the school premises by deed dated 17th November, 1891. See R. M. C. O. R. 
21, page 86. 

It will be seen, that at the time of the enactment of the Act of 1881 as stated 
in its preamble, by the ordinances of May 1839 and April 1853 a permanent 
and accumulating fund was created for the benefit of the High School of Char- 
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leston, and the city treasurer was required ' * for each and every year for the 
^'rest of the period of ninety-nine years from the year 1839 to issue and de- 
''Uver to the 'Commissioners of the High School Fund' a certificate of stock 
*'of the City of Charleston for the sum of one thousand dollars, which said 
**fund is now (at the date of the Act) invested in the School lot and buildings 
**at the northwest corner of Meeting and George Streets and the sum of Forty- 
" seven thousand, seven hundred and forty dollars in the Stock and Fk)nd8 
**of the City of Charleston which amount yielding an income of Twenty-three 
* * Hundred and eighty-eix dollars is not sufficient to perfect the School in all 
'*it8 branches, and whereas it has been suggested by the Board of Supervisors 
"of the High School of the City of Charleston to the said City Council, as con- 
* ' ducive to the welfare of the School, to change the investment aforesaid into 
**an annuity of Four thousand Dollars for the unexpired period of ninety-nine 
"years, to wit about sixty years; and in consideration thereof to cause the 
"script aforesaid, now in the hands of the 'Commissioners of the High School 
* ' Fund', to be cancelled, thereby relieving the City of Charleston of that amount 
"of debt. 

In consequence of this Act the continuing appropriations provided for by 
the Ordinances of 1839 and 1853 were abrogated ar.d the resources of "The 
Trustees of the High School of the City of Charleston, " thenceforward con- 
sisted of the School property at the northwest comer cf Meeting and (Jeorge 
Streets, the contract, with the City Council provided for by the Act of 1881, 
and such tuition fees as should be paid by the pupils. These fees were and are 
continued at the original rate of forty dollars per annum. 

At the Meeting of the Trustees held April 6, 1888, it was resolved that the 
Finance Committee report at the next meeting of the Board the amount from 
the income which should be funded in accordance with the plan agreed upon 
in 1881. 

At the Meeting held May 4, 1888 the Finance Committee reported, and rec- 
ommended that the sum of Five hundred Dollars be placed annually on the 
first day of January in each year in the Sinking Fund commencing on the first 
day of January, 1881, or that in lieu thereof an amount equal to 5% of the en- 
tire income of the School including the City Annuity be appropriated for this 
object. 

The report of the Committee was received, and the recommendation that 
Five hundred dollars be placed annually on the 1st of January of each year 
in the Sinking Fund commencing on 1st of January, 18B8, was adopted, and 
the Finance Committee authorized and empowered to invest the sum of Five 
hundred Dollars in accordance with the report of said Conmiittee. 

At the regular meeting of the City Council held January 12, 1892, the Trus- 
tees of the High School presented a petition to that Body asking for assistance 
for the School. A copy of this Petition is hereto annexed marked Exhibit E. 

The City Council, in consequence, in addition to the amount required by the 
Contract on Feb. 9, 1892 appropriated $4,000. 
" Feb. 14, 1893 " 4000. 

" Feb. 13, 1894 " 400J. 

making in all Twelve thousand Dollars for the erection of an annex and addi- 
tional class ro( ms, which were accordingly Luilt. 
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The operation of the School continued to be conducted on this basis until 
the year 1901. The number of pupils did not increase in proportion to the 
growth of the City. A demand had been made for some time for free High 
School education for the boys of the community. In the public school system 
the girls had this advantage in the Memminger High and Normal School, but 
there was no similar provision for the boys. 

This matter engaged the serious and anxious consideration of the Public 
School Commissioners on the one hand and of the Trustees of the High School 
on the other. 

It was obvious, that to establish a High School for the boys in the public 
school sjrstem similar to the Memminger School for the girls would cost more 
than One hundred thousand Dollars, thus involving the locking up of that 
large sum of money in the plant. To this would be added the current expenses 
of a corps of teachers and other cost of administration. Moreover such a 
school for boys in the public school system would necessarily have the effect 
of practically breaking up the High School of Charleston as then established. 

Under these circumstances after the most careful study of the subject, it 
was concluded that the wisest plan would be that a contract should be made 
between the Trustees of the High School and the City Board of Public School 
(bmmissioners for the City of Charleston for the education in the High School 
of the boys graduating from the Bennett, Crafts, and Courtenay School, at a 
stipulated sum per annum. 

As the original course of study at the High School was and continued to be 
the old fashioned classical course or in other words, the course only contem- 
plated the preparation of boys for college, it was necessary to add to the curri- 
culum, and a business course was added. 

At this time there were in the school 150 pupils of which 23 held Scholarships 
from the Public Schools under the provision of law above referred to. 

In accordance with this plan on the 10th da^' of June, 1901 (See Minutes 
High School Trustees June 1901) a contract was entered into between the two 
bodies above mentioned, whereby the Trustees of the High School agreed to 
receive into the High School such pupils, who should complete the course and 
graduate from the Bennett, Crafts and Courtenay Schools, and who should be 
sent by the City Board of School Commissioners accompanied by a certificate 
of such graduation to continue their studies in said High School for three yeans 
(except as in tHe contract provided) in the usual English and Mathematical 
Studies, including a thorough business course, in book-keeping, stenography, 
typewriting and commercial arithmetic, the study of no language except Eng- 
lish to be compulsory on such pupils, but any and all such pupils to have the 
right to elect to be instructed in German or French and all such pupils to have 
the right to elect to pursue the regular classical course to wit: Latin with the 
choice of either Greek, German, or French. It was further provided that all 
such pupils as shall be prepared to enter the third class should finish the course 
in three years; and those who were unable to meet the requirements to enter 
the third class, should be assigned to the fourth class, and for three years should 
pursue a line of studies similar to that arranged for the three years pupils as 
aforesaid.

This contract further provided that the pupils then in the High School from 
the City Public School should be continued in said High School (namely those 
already there under the Act of 1882 hereinbefore referred to), so that they 
should have the privilege of completing a three year course as specified in the 
Contract. All pupils received into the High School were to be subject to all 
the rules of the High School, and to be subject to dismissal in case of failure 
to maintain the standard of proficiency required by the rules of the City Board 
of School Commissioners. 

In consideration of this the City Board of Public School Conmiissioners agreed 
to pay to the Trustees of the High School for the year commencing 1st October, 
1901, Two thousand one hundred and sixty Dollars, for the year commencing 
1st October, 1902, Two thousand two hundred Dollars, and for the year conmienc- 
ing 1st October, 1903, Three thousand Dollars, these payments to be made in 
the instalments stipulated in the Contract. It was provided that this Contract 
was to terminate with the close of the High School year ending in the month 
of June, 1904. This Contract was executed on behalf of the Trustees of the 
High School by Julian Mitchell and James Simons and on behalf of the City 
Board of School Commissioners by Charles H. Simonton and George L. Buist. 

It will be observed that under this contract the PubUc School boys were only 
to have a three year course in the High School, the amount to be paid was based 
on the idea that for the first year only the boys graduating that year in the 
public schools mentioned would go to the High School and each year thereafter 
the number of public school boys in the High School would be increased by the 
graduates of that year. This contract did not apply to the four year scholar- 
ship boys from the Public Schoote under the Act of 1882 who were paid for in 
addition. 

It was thoroughly realized at the time, that the effect of this arrangement 
would tend to diminish the number of pay pupils in the High School, but it 
was also realized, that the bo3rs in the public schools were entitled to a High 
School sducation as well as the girls and that the establishment in the public 
school system of a boys High School would practically destroy the High School 
of Charleston. 

At the termination of the first contract, a new contract was made 3rd June, 
1904, by which it was agreed that the Trustees of the High School should re- 
c€ ive into the school such pupils who shall complete the course and graduate 
fr( m the Bennett, Crafts and Courteney Schools of the City of Charleston, and 
who shall be sent by said City Board of Public School Conmiissioners accom- 
panied by a certificate of such graduation to continue their studies in the said 
High School for four years in the usual English and mathematical studies, 
including a thorough business course in book-keeping, stenography, typewrit- 
ing and commercial arithmetic, the study of no language but Elnglish to be 
compulsory on such pupils, but any and all such pupils to have the right to 
elect to pursue the regular classical course to wit: the choice of either Greek, 
German or French and further that the pupils at the date of this contract in 
the High School from the said City Public Schools shall be continued in said 
High School so that they shall have the privilege of completing a four year 
course as hereinbefore specified. All such pupils to be subject to the rules of 
said High School, etc. etc. And the City Board of Public School Commissioners 
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for the City of Charleston agreed to pay for the three years commencing on 
October 1, 1904 and ending on Ist October, 1907, $4,500, payable in instal- 
ments specified in the Contract. It was stipulated that this contract should 
not apply to the pupils entitled to a four year scholarship under the Act of the 
Legislature for whom compensation was to be paid as before the contract. 

When this contract was about to expire a new contract was made as follows: 
Contract dated 17th May, 1907 — ^The only difference between this contract 
and the last, namely that of 3rd June, 1904, was that the annual payments was 
Five thousand Dollars and that the City Board of Public School Commissioners 
should have the right to terminate the Contract at the end of any scholastic 
year, ending in the month of June upon giving notice of the Board of Trustees 
of the High School on or before the first day of May in said year. 

From and after the Act of 1881 the following appropriations were made by 
the City Council for the High School In 1892, the sum of Four thousand Dol- 
lars as required by the Contract under thet act was annually appropriated.

In addition to this there is a fund which was established June 5, 1891, by 
Mr. W. F. Colcock in memory of his son, W. F. Colcock, Jr., who died while a 
student in the School. The interest of this fund is to provide every year a gold 
medal to be conferred on such member of the graduating class who shall be 
selected by his classmates, as most distinguished for honorable and gentlemanly 
conduct. This fund on 1st July, 1900, consisted of two four per cent. City of 
Charleston Bonds, each for One hundred Dollars par aggregating two Hundred 
Dollars par. 

The interest on the fund (exclusive of the interest on the Colcock Medal fund) 
has bften added to the principal from year to year. 

The resolution of the Trustees that Five hundred Dollars should be annually 
invested in the sinking fund, (with the exception of the interest added as above 
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mentioned has only been partially carried into effect. As I am informed by 
the Treasurer, up to 1904 it was done every year, and that since then it has 
only been done for 1906. 

The following statement shows what constitutes the endowment fund at the 
present time.

In a pamphlet published in 1905, a history of the High School up to that 
time is given — a copy of this with a continuance of it up to the present time 
is hereto annexed marked Exhibit E. 

The foregoing, I trust, gives information, which may l)e useful in reaching 
a conclusion as to what is necessary and proper to be done to insure the present 
and future usefulness of the Institution. The School has done most excellent 
work in the past, and in my judgment, has been conducted most economically. 
Changed conditions make it necessary to expend more money, than has )}een 
hitherto expended even to maintain its efficiency as at present organized. * * 

My object in making this report, is that the Trustees may be in a situation 
to adopt such measures as may be necessary to not only maintain the efficiency 
of the school, but to consider what can be done to improve its usefulness. 

It is obvious from a consideration of the facts hereinbefore set forth, that 
in order to maintain the School, as at present carried on, and to comply with 
the Trustees resolutions of 1888 an annual expenditure of at least thirteen 
thousand dollars will be required. 

I think we may count upon the following resources: 

From the City Council, assuming that the appropriation made in 

1910 will not he reduced $ 6,000.00 

This will leave a deficit of 7,000.00 

To provide for $13,000.00 

■ addition to this I would say, that the present physical condition of the 
plant is far from satisfactory, but in view of what I am about to say, it would 
be best to take no steps for its improvement until some conclusion lie reached 
on the subject on which I will now speak. 

Before I close this report, I feel it my duty to invite your attention to the 
absolute necessity of di vising some plan for the improvement of the Institution. 

In an article on Secondary Education in the South by Prof. Hand of the 
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University of South Carolina, it is stated, that ''prior to 1860 a considerable 
number of secondary schools has been established in the larger Cities, as New 
''Orleans and Charleston, and supported by taxation, but generally speaking 
"the close of the war found the South without anything resembling a system 
' *of secondary schools. ' ' 

The High School of Charleston was established under conditions as they 
existed over seventy years ago. It is unnecessary to say that immense changes 
have taken place since then. It is true a commercial course was added on the 
making of the first contract with the Public School Commissioners, but that 
is not enough. 

President Mitchell of the University of South Carolina in an article on ''edu- 
cation since the War' ' sa3rs, that on the threshold of the era resulting from the 
Civil War, three tasks confronted the South, namely, economic development* 
national integration, and racial adjustment. 

A writer on the subject of Education in the South previous to 1860 has said; 
"the educational facilities then existing were naturally adopted to the needs 
' 'and ideals of the ruling class, large planters, merchants and the professional 
"guilds. The school was the counterpart of Society, which was feudaL This 
"fact appears in the system of home tuition, the superb private Academy and 
"the Classical University, all of which converged to develop in the dominant 
"class a culture of a high and exclusive type.'* 

Another observes "that measured by the standards of that day, many of 
' * these schools were adequately supported, while others were given small sub- 
" stance. They were especially designed to prepare students for college or the 
"University, therefore intended to serve the well bom and well to do, the 
"directive and professional classes." 

At the present day the American World has determined that the public 
have an interest in its future citizens, ' ' and that every child bom into the world 
" is a potential heir to the social heritage of thje race as it exists in material wealth 
"science, art, literature and human institutions." 

* ' The American solution of this problem is our common School System — our 
"significant contribution to world democracy. Its basis is the fundamental 
"principle of democracy — all the people working together can bring greater 
' 'good to each individual than any man can secure working for himself alone. 
"The American people have decided that the State at the expense of all its 
"citizens shall give to every child, high or low, rich or poor, an equal oppor- 
' ' tunity to master the ke3rs, which unlock to him the treasurers of the social 
"heritage, bequeathed to his generation through the united stmggles and la- 
"bors of a common ancestry." 

Especially in the South has a wonderful enthusiasm been awakened on this 
vital subject. 

No matter what may be the views of any man, on the subject as resinti 
unless we are content to be left behind in the race, we must take energltic 
action or our educational institutions will not deserve the reputation which 
they have enjoyed in the past. 

Prof. Hand has^well said "since the High School has come into existence, 
"in response to the^demands of the people, and since only a small proportion 
"of pupils'go beyond the High School in their education it has-been called the 
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' * People* 8 College. Only in limited circles is the High School any longer looked 
*'upon as simply a preparatory school for College. The masses here receive 

* * their school training for intelligent citizenship, industrial efficiency and social 
"enjoyment. For economic and social reasons the demands made upon the 
* ' High School have been increasing rapidly within the past twenty-five years — 

* * already in the larger cities are at least three well defined tjrpes of High School 
' ' the one commonly called literary, the manual training school, and the com- 
"mercial school, each taking its name from the dominant feature in it." 

It is related that in our own state in 1836 an effort was made to pass a bill 
in the Legislature requiring the establishment of a Chair of Agriculture, in the 
South Carolina College — ^it is said that although favorably reported on it was de- 
feated in the Senate largely composed of Planters, on the ground, that "the 
best and only place to study agriculture was between the plough handles and 
behind the mule." 

Since then numberless agricultural schools and colleges have been established 
and scientific farming is the only kind likely to succeed in the long run. In 
like manner all over the country, north, south, east and west are to be found 
scientific and technical schools and institutions. 

I have visited and studied a great many high schools, and industrial schools, 
north and south. 

In some places, there are separate literary, industrial and commercial schools, 
in others they are combined. 

For economical and other reasons in my opinion it is best that in our case 
they should be combined. 

I think it not only feasible but an absolute necessity, that an industrial de- 
partment should be established in the High School of Charleston. It is not 
every body who is able by nature or by circumstances to be a professional man, 
a literary naan or a scholarly man of leisure. There are many who have abil- 
ities which can be utilized in other directions. 

By a properly arranged course, these can not only receive an industrial but 
at the same time an academic education by which they will not only be able to 
promote the material welfare of themselves and of the community, but as edu- 
cated men be able to contribute to the elevation of the standard of citizenship 
and have the culture to grace their leisure hours. 

No better means can be devised to promote the welfare of the conmiunity. 
There is a great need for experts in the various callings. How many enter- 
prises could be devised and succesfully carried on in our midst if our bo3rs 
could be thus educated. Many such have been started and failed because of 
lack of knowledge and imcompetence in those who have attempted to conduct 
them. ^ 

The High School of Charleston up to this time has met with well merited 
success. It pupils have been remarkably successful in all the higher institu- 
tions to which they have gone. They have been wonderfully successful in 
the competitive examinations for West Point and Annapolis. 

We should therefore do everything in our power consistent with the ability 
of the community to bring this school up to modem standards. 

I was particularly impressed with one High School of this description which 
I visited. 
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The Principal informed me that those of its graduates in this department 
who could afford it, went to Higher Scientific and Technical Institutions, but 
that the majority of course could not do this. He added, however that he had 
a standing order from a Railroad Company for all his graduates, who had to go 
to work — as there was ample need for their technical knowledge. 

I realize, that in the administration of the schools, we are but the servants 
of the people. I believe in taking them into our confidence — at least it is for 
them to say, what kind of schools they want — whether the boys of Charleston 
shall have a chance or not — whether intelligent labor should be dignified — so 
that it may be possible **for a young man to wear overalls in the day and a 
dress suit in the evening." 

I realize that it is impossible to make every boy an able and well educated 
man, but I believe in giving every boy a chance to become such. 

Of course to accomplish this will require money. Hut money can be devoted 
to no higher or more remunerative purpose. 

If this project meets with your approval — I will submit plans for your con- 
sideration in order to carry it into effect. To do this in the most efficient \^ay, 
1 would earnestly suggest that arrangements he made so that the principal 
of the school may accompany me on a visit to some of the schools upon which 
I think our plans should be made with modifications suitable to our conditions. 
Of course these schools should be visited while in operation.

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HKIH SCHOOL AND CHARLESTON COLLEGE. 

An Ordinance to establish a high school in the City of Charleston, and for 
other purposes. 

Ratified May 6, 1839. 

1. Section 1. Be it ordained, That an Academy be, and the same is hereby 
established, in perpetuity, in the City of Charleston, under the patronage of 
the City Council of Charleston, and to be known and distinguished by the 
name and style of *'The High School of Charleston," and the said Academy 
shall go into operation on the first day of July next, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable. 

2. Sec. IL The said High School of Charleston shall be organized by and 
be under the supervision of a Board of Supervisors, to consist of the Mayor 
and four Aldermen of the City, and of six Trustees of the College of Charleston 
to be elected, for the present, by Council, inmiediately after the ratification 
of this Ordinance, and to hold until a new appointment, and to be elected reg- 
ularly hereafter on the first meeting in each and every year after the meeting 
at which the new council shall qualify, or as soon thereafter aa practicable ; and 
to hold their offices until a new regular appointment as aforesaid; and the said 
Board of SupervisDrs shall have ]Jower and they are hereby empowered to elect 
the principal and assistant teachers of the said High School, and to make rules 
and regulations for the government and regulation of the said School, and the 
studies and discipline thereof, and of the teachers thereof, subject to the ap- 
proval, alteration, and amendment of Cx)uncil; and it shall be the duty of 
the said Board of Supervisors or a committee thereof, to supervise the said 
School, attend quarterly examinations thereof, award premiums, (if they see 
fit) to deserving pupils, and in general to do all matters necessary or proper 
to promote the good conduct and usefulness of the said School ; and they shalj 
also have power to make rules for their own government as a Board, subject 
to the approval of Council. 

3. Sec. in. The said Board of Supervisors shall have power, and they 
are hereby empowered to elect a Clerk and Treasurer of their Board to give 
Bond in the sum of Five thousand Dollars, with two sureties, to be approved 
by Council, for the faithful performance of the duties of his office, and whose 
duty it shall be, punctually to collect when due, and pay over to the City Treas- 
urer, at the expiration of each and every quarter, all sums due and received for 
tuition, and who shall perform such other duties as may be assigned him by 
the said Board, and shall receive for his compensation, ten per cent, on all sums 
collected or received by him for tuition, to be deducted from the same, on his 
quarterly settlements, with the City Treasurer. Provided, the same shall in 
no event exceed Five hundred Dollars and the said Clerk and Treasurer shall 
be elected as soon as practicable after the organization of each Board of Su- 
pervisors under this Ordinance, and shall hold his office until a new appoint- 
ment, subject in the meantime to removal from office for cause, by a vote of 
two-thirds of the Board, with the approbation of Council. 

4. Sec. IV. There sliall be attached to the said High School of Charleston, 
one Principal Teacher, and one Assistant Teacher, to be elected as aforesaid, 
the formar of whom shall receive as a full compensation for all services, the 
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annual salary of Twenty-five hundred Dollars, payable quarterly out of the City 
Treasury, and the latter of whom shall receive as a full compensation for all 
services, an annual salary of Fifteen hundred Dollars, payable quarterly out of 
the Gty Treasury; and the Teachers of the said School shall be subject to re- 
moval from office for cause, and after an opportunity for a full hearing, by a 
vote of two-thirds of the said Board, approved by Council. 

5. Sec. V. The said High School of Charleston shall be bound to instruct 
at a time, not less than thirty-five pupils to each and every teacher, and above 
that number, the said Board of Supervisors shall have power to limit the num- 
ber of pupils admissible into the said school, and they shall also have the power 
to regulate the mode of admission so as impartially to extend the benefits of 
the said school to as large a number of citizens as practicable, and also to sus- 
pend or dismiss pupils for improper conduct, and to 'adopt all necessary meas- 
ures to enforce the punctual payment of tuition money. 

6. Sec. VI. The price of tuition in the said High School of Charleston 
shall be Forty Dollars per annum, payable quarterly in advance, the quarters 
to commence on the first days of January, April, July and October, respect- 
ively, and on the admission of any pupil into the school after the regular quar- 
ter day, his tuition money, at the rate aforesaid shall be payable in advance 
up to the conmiencement of the next quarter. 

7. Sec. VII. The City Council of Charleston shall build or otherwise pro- 
\dde a suitable School House for the said High School, at the cost of the city, 
and the expense of fuel and stationery shall be defrayed by the city out of the 
moneys received for tuition; and it shall be the duty of the City Treasurer to 
keep a separate account of the receipts and expenditures of the Treasury on 
account of the said School, and make quarterly reports thereof to Council. 

AND WHEREAS it is essential to the permanence and prosperity of the 
said High School, that it should be liberally endowed, and an enlightened care 
for the interests of the rising generation and of posterity admonishes that it 
should be established on a firm and lasting foundation. 

8. Sec. VIII. On the first day of July of the present year, and of each 
and every year thereafter, for the next ninety-nine years (and the public faith 
of the City is hereby pledged to that effect,) there shall be appropriated and 
paid out of the City Treasury, the sum of One thousand Dollars for the endow- 
ment of the said High School, and to form a permanent and accumulating fund 
for the benefit of the said school; and the said annual sums or appropriations 
of One thousand Dollars, together with all donations, devises, bequests, or leg- 
acies, to the said School Fund shall be paid over to and be received by the Mayor 
of the City, the Chairman of the said Board of Supervisors and the City Treas- 
urer, as Commissioners of the High School Fund, and they shall invest the same 
and the income thereof, in Public or Bank Stock of this State, the several 
States and the United States, or other good and sufficient securities. Provided 
always. That whenever the said School Fund shall yield an income of Five hun- 
dred dollars per annum that amount of income shall be applied and expended 
in the ordinary maintainance or improvement of the said School as Council 
shall direct, and whenever, and as often as the said School Fund shall yield 
an additional income of five hundred dollars, that amount of additional income 
shall be also applied and expended as aforesaid. 
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AND WHEREAS also the College of Charleston is intimately connected 
with the intellectual improvement and moral welfare of the youth of our City, 
and deserves to be cherished with a wise and liberal patronage in order to ex- 
tend the sphere of its usefulness. 

9. Sec. IX. That a like annual appropriation of One thousand Dollars, for 
a like term of years, as above prescribed in relation to the High School Fund, 
shall be annually made and paid out of the City Treasury, in order to form a 
permanent and accumulating fund for the further endowment of the said Col- 
lege of Charleston, to be called the City College Fund, and that the same with 
all donations,. devises, bequests or legacies to the said fund be paid over, re- 
ceived invested, dealt with and disposed of, as relates to both capital and in- 
come, for the benefit of the said College, in like manner, in every particular, 
as is prescribed in the immediately preceding section relating to the High 
School Fund, except that the Commissioners of the City College Fund, shall 
consist of the Mayor of the City, the Q^esident of the Board of Trustees of the 
said College, and the City Treasurer, and the Commissioners of both the High 
School and the City College Funds shall annually report to Council at the usual 
period for the annual statement of City accounts and finances, the amount 
and disposition of the funds respectively under their charge. 

10. Sec. X. The Trustees of the College of Charleston, and the Supervisors 
of the High School of Charleston, shall admit, and are hereby required to admit 
into those institutions respectively, free of all charge^ such students and pu- 
pils from Orphan House of this City, as the Legislature of this State may di- 
rect and prescribe to be admitted as the consideration of any annual contri- 
bution or donation which that body may make to the City College Fund, or 
the High School Fund, provided the City Council shall not dissent from the 
terms of such annual contribution or donation; and the Supervisors of the said 
High School shall also admit into that institution free of charge, such pupils 
from the said Orphan House, as the City Council may, at the instance of the 
Conmiissioners of the Orphan House, from time to time direct. 

EXHIBIT B. 

AN ACT relating to the High School of Charleston. 

WHEREAS THE City Council of Charleston did by its ordinances, ratified 
on the second of May A. D. 1839, and the twenty-sixth of April, 1853, create 
a permanent and accumulating fund for the benefit of the High School of Char- 
leston and did require its Treasurer for each and every year from the year 1853, 
for the rest of the period of ninety-nine years from the year 1839, to issue and 
deliver to the '' Conmiissioners of the High School Fund,'' a certificate of stock 
of the said City of Charleston for the sum of One thousand Dollars which said 
fund is now invested in the school lot and buildings at the northwest comer 
of Meeting and Greorge streets, and the sum of Forty-seven thousand, seven hun- 
dred and forty Dollars in the stock and bonds of the City of Charleston, the 
income whereof is not sufficient to perfect the school in all its branches: 

AND WHEREAS It has been suggested by the "Board of Supervisors of 
the High School of Charleston'' to the said City Council as conducive to the 
welfare of the said school to change the investment aforesaid into an annuity 
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of four thousand Dollars for the unexpired period of ninety-nine years, to wit, 
about sixty years and in consideration thereof to cause the scrip aforesaid, 
now in the hands of the "Commissioners of the High School Fund'' to be can- 
celled thereby relieving the City of Charleston of that amount of debt. 

Now therefore to carry the said purposes into effect: 

Section 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in General Assembly, 
and by the authority of the same, That the Present * ' Board of Supervisors of 
the High School of Charleston," are hereby declared to be a body corporate 
by the style and title of **The Trustees of the High School of Charleston" and 
shall by its said name, have perpetual succession of officers and members; the 
right to use and keep a common seal, and the same to alter at will; to sue and 
be sued; to plead and be impleaded, and to have and enjoy all and every right 
and privilege, power and franchise incident and belonging to incorporate bodies, 
they shall also have full power and authority from time to time to make, con- 
stitute and establish such and so many by-laws, rules and orders as to them 
shall seem necessary and convenient for the better regulation, government, 
well ordering and directing of themselves, as Trustees aforesaid; as well as of 
the High School of Charleston, and all officers, profess-v^rs or other persons by 
them employed or to be employed in and about the same; and of all pupils in 
the said school; and for the better managing, limiting and appointing of all 
and singular the trusts and authorities in them and each of them reposed and 
to be reposed, and for the doing, managing and transacting all things nece^^sary 
for and concerning the government of the said High School of Charleston: 
and the same by-laws, rules and orders, to put in force and execution accord- 
ingly; and the same again at their will and pleasure to alter, change, revoke 
and annul; all of which by-laws, rules and orders so to be made lb aforesaid 
shall be binding on each and every of the Trustees, and on all officers, professors 
and other persons by them employed and by all pupils in said school and shall 
be from time to time, by each and every one of them observed according to the 
tenor and effect thereof, under the several pains, penalties and disabilities 
therein expressed. 

Sec. 2. That the said Trustees shall consist of not more than thirteen mem- 
bers, nor less than eight, whereof the Mayor of the City of Charleston, for the 
time being shall always be ex-officio a Trustee; rand two aldermen of the said 
City Council shall be elected by the said Council from their own body imme- 
diately after every election of Aldermen for the said City and shall hold their 
offices as Trustees afoi:esaid until the next succeeding election of two aldermen 
to act as Trustees in their place. That the number of Trustees may be reduced 
at any time by the City Council of Charleston to any number not less than eight 
and when any vacancy among the Trustees shall occur by death, resignation 
or otherwise the same shall be filled by the City Council of Charleston within 
three months after the occurrence of such vacancy; and in case the said Council 
fails for three months thereafter to fill such vacancy the same shall be filled 
by the remaining members of the Board of Trustees. 

Sec. 3. That the ** Commissioners of the High School Fund" are empow- 
ered and authorized with the consent and under the direction of the City Coun- 
cil of -Charleston to cancel all script or bonds they hold as High School Fund,

and deliver the same to the Treasurer of the said City, to be by him retained 
and securely kept: PROVIDED, That the City Council do agree and contract 
in proper and legal manner and in consideration of the said cancellation, with 
the "Trustees of the High School of Charleston" to grant an annuity of Four 
thousand Dollars for the term of sixty years from the first of January, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-two, to the said Trustees; and for the pa3anent thereof to 
appropriate annually and pay over each year to the said Trustees, the sum of 
Four thousand Dollars for the sole and exclusive use and benefit of the said 
school. 

AND PROVIDED FURTHER That the said City Council do execute a con- 
veyance of the said school lot and buildings at the north-west comer of Meet- 
ing and George Streets to the said Trustees, for the sole and exclusive use and 
benefit of the said school. 

Sec. 4. That the said Trustees are authorized and empowered to receive 
and hold donations, devises, bequests, and legacies and to hold real and per- 
sonal estate to the amount of Three hundred thousand Dollars for the benefit 
and use of the said school. 

Sec. 5. That all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed and this act shall be deemed a public Act and is 
to take efifect from and immediately after the date of its passage. 

In the Senate House the seventeenth day of December, 1881. 

Approved by Governor, December 17th, 1881. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED *'AN ACT RELATING TO (No. 
495.) THE HIGH SCHOOL OF CHARLESTON. 

EXHIBIT C. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in General Assembly, and by 
the authority of the same. That the second Section of an Act entitled "An 
Act relating to the High School of Charleston" approved 17th December, 1881, 
be amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. The Trustees of the High School of Charleston shall consist of the 
Mayor of Charleston for the time being, ex-ofl5cio, two aldermen of the said City 
to be elected by the City Council as soon after the general municipal election 
as may be practicable, to hold office for the term of the City Council from 
which they may be elected, and if the said Aldercien, or either of them shall 
from any cause during such term cease to be Aldermen, his or their places on 
said Board shall become vacant, and the City Council shall^ as soon as practi- 
cable thereafter, fill such vacancy with some other Alderman, or Aldermen, 
for the unexpired term. Besides these the Board shall consist of the oth^r 
persons now members thereof, not sitting as Mayor or as Aldermen ex-officio. 
That whenever a vacancy shall occur from any cause in this class of Trustees, 
such vacancy shall not be filled until the number of the Board, including the 
Mayor and the two Aldermen, is reduced to nine, at which number it shall re- 
main. Thenceforward and after such reduction, any vacancy occurring in the 
Board from any cause shall from time to time, and at all times be filled by the 
Board, in such mode as they may deem best, Provided that this provision 
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shall not apply to the Mayor and Aldermen sitting on such Board ex-officio: 
And Provided, also. That if the Board refuses or neglect or be unable to fill 
any vacancy within three months after it shall have been reported to the Board, 
it shall, and may, be lawful for the City Council to fill the same. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts repugnant to or inconsistent with this 
Act are repealed. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall go into effect on ita approval. 

In the Senate House, the 17th December, 1887. 

Approved December 19th, A. D., 1887. 

EXHIBIT D. 

Sec. 1247. It shall be the duty of the said School Board and they are here- 
by authorized and empowered,. to select from the Public Schools, the school 
of the German Association of Charleston, South Carolina, and the Central School 
by competitive examination such meritorious boys as may desire to secure the 
privilege of a more liberal education and are otherwise unable to secure the 
same, and reconmiend them to be received into the High School of Charleston, 
under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the said Board of 
Trustees of the High School of Charleston. And the said School Board is 
further authorized and empowered to pay the regular annual tuition fees and 
no more, for such pupils so recommended as may be received into said High 
School and maintain such a standard as \b required of^hem, which said tuition 
fees shall be paid out of the fund to which the Charleston School District is 
entitled, out of the amount raised by the City of Charleston and not out of the 
Constitutional two mill tax. Such pupils so admitted into the High School 
of Charleston as shall upon graduation be recommended by the School Board 
of the City of Charleston for proficiency therein, shall be entitled to the free 
honorary scholarships in the College of Charleston provided for such purpose 
by the Board of Trustees of the College of Charleston, such scholarships to be 
held under the rules and regulations prescribed by the Trustees of the College 
of Charleston. 

Sec. 1248. For the further promotion of the liberal education of the youth 
of the State, the said school Board is hereby authorized and empowered to 
appoint the beneficiaries of the Scholarships to which the County of Charles- 
ton may be entitled in either branch of the State University. 

EXHIBIT E. 

To the Honorable the City Council of Charleston : 

The undersigned. Trustees of the High School of Charleston, responsible to 
the community for its government and welfare, feel constrained to approach 
your honorable body at this time in order that its deeds be made known to its 
founders, that the temporary difficulty which retards its further growth and 
greater usefulness may. be removed and its future career broadened and ele- 
vated. 

The changes of a half a century, the passing away of the old and the coming 
of new conditions made it necessary to recall the origin of this beneficent civic 
trust, the aims of its promoters and the liberality of the City Council of Charles- 
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ton as its founding that those of another generation who are now called to the 
administration of the City government may have correct information. 

Fifty years ago the cost of a liberal school education to the youth of our City 
was $100 a year. Only the privileged few then enjoyed these great advanta- 
ges. 

The present City High School is the outcome of the thought and work of 
one of Charleston's worthiest sons, the late Hon. Richard Yeadon, who con- 
ceived the idea in 1839» then not so generaUy recognised as now, that the higher 
education should be made accessible to a larger circle of our youth. This he 
effected, creating by Ordinance the City High School, and so reduced tiie tui- 
tion fee from $100 to $40. 

The City Council by Ordinance aided this City School with annual appropria- 
tions from the treasury and founded a future endowment of $100,000 by annual 
contributions of $1,000 of city 6 per cent, stock; the income from this endowment 
was intended to gradually take the place of the current appropriations from the 
treasury. 

In 1881 this endowment fund had reached $65,800, and but for the far reach- 
ing calamities of war, would have resulted, as its gifted and public-spirited 
founder intended, in an ample supplementary income for the support of this 
all-important School; but the weight of the City debt made it necessary, in 
1879, to readjust the finances of the City in 4 per cent. Bonds; this brought a 
deficit of one-third in the endowment income, following in 1881 by an amend- 
ment of the City Charter forbidding any further issue of City Stock, which, of 
course, put an end to the aecomplishm^t of the original plan of the full en- 
dowment of the School. 

The whole future of this City educational trust being thus changed from ne- 
cessity, its endowment income reduced, and future increase of principal for- 
bidden, by Statute, the Trustees to protect the School as far as could be done, 
entered into a negotiation with the City Council, and, to assist the City's plan 
of debt reduction, agreed to surrender their entire (City) endowment securi- 
ties and receive instead an annuity for a fixed term of years. 

Previous to this the Trustees had made an advantageous purchase of the 
large Mansion Hou^ and grounds, 110 by 365 ft. at George and Meeting Streets 
and had every reason to believe that the inamediate wants and even those of 
the near future of the School had been provided for, but in this disappoint- 
ment has come, growing out of the large increase of students due to the succc ss 
of their school work. 

Statistics showed that for several years previous to 1881 the averagje attend- 
ance at the City High School had been 90 to 95 bo3rs; allowing then for a fair 
increase tins altered Mansion House would accommodate the School for a num- 
ber of years, and when in the future a larger building became necessary the 
very ample grounds would aflord a suitable site for erecting a modern school 
house. 

With this brief statement made under a sense of grave responsibili^ to this 
community, the trustees feel justified in approaching your honorable body 
for such moderate assistance as will provide for this unexpected growth of the 
School. For four year past the present rooms have been so overcrowded as to 
be highly objectionable in essential particulars, and to seriously interfere with 
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the proper administration of the School. Instead of 90 to 95 boys there are 
now crowded in 180 to 185 bpys. Some early relief must be had, or the doors 
must be closed to a portion in atten^nce. 

The outlay will be necessarily a large one ; it is not asked, nor will it be ex- 
pected that the city shall bear it all, but only that some moderate help be 
granted, in small annual sums, extended over three or four years, this with 
some help from' public-spirited citizens, as the trustees have reason to believe 
will be contributed to so worthy an object, will secure the result aimed at. 

The Trustees cannot but believe that this community and their representa- 
tives, the City CJouncil, are directly and most intimately concerned in the main- 
tenance of this City High School on its highest plane of usefulness, as may be 
inferred by the presence and participation in its government of the Mayor and 
members of Council in all these long years. 

As has been so aptly expressed by the great French statesman, Julius Si- 
mon "The nation that has the best schools is the first nation: if it is not so to- 
day, it will be to-morrow" — a profound truth which is as applicable to a City 
as to a nation, and will surely elicit a warm response among all thoughtful 
citizens of Charleston. 

Even from an economic point of view, the gain to parents and guardians, 
through the operation of this City High School, has been very large. 

If we assume so small attendance as one hundred during the fifty'odd years 
of the City High School existence (from 1840 to 1860 it was largely in excess 
of this) the difiference between $100 and $40 tuition fees— $60— would be $6,000 
a year to the community, or the large total of $300,000 saved in tuition fees 
in this relatively short period to parents and guardians. 

But that is only a material view of this large subject. Who will estimate 
the beneficial influences in the higher education a£Forded to the thousands of 
our boys in the continuous reaching through the conmiunity for the merito- 
rious youth of the public school who have the^r free scholarships in this city 
High School, and through this channel reach the colleges and secure a liberal 
education? What of the results in ph3rsical culture through the training in 
the gymnasium, which has been in successful operation for eleven years? 

The undersigned therefore submit this all important matter to the most 
favorable consideration of your honorable body, and ask that they be permitted 
to explain their views more fully before a committee of your body. 

Praying that you may be pleased to grant them an early interview, they

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EXHIBIT F 
SKETCH OF THE SCHOOL 

On the 23rd of January, 1839, Alderman L. G. Capers presented to the City 
Council of Charleston a Preamble and Resolution citing the need of larger edu- 
cational facilities for the youth of Charleston, and providing for the establish- 
ment of Grammar Schools to be assisted or sustained by the City Council. 
This paper was referred by Council to a special committee, consisting of Alder- 
men L. G. Capers, Richard Yeadon, Jr., and George N. Reynolds. The com- 
mittee, after fully considering the matter referred to them, reported back to 
Council a bill for the establishment of a classical school of high grade, to be 
called the High School of Charleston, for tuition at which the moderate charge 
of $40.00 a year was to be made ; the amount thus realized to be supplemented, 
if necessary, by appropriations by City Council, so that the School should have 
ample funds for its maintenance. The bill provided, in addition, for the an- 
nual appropriation of One thousand Dollars to l^e invested in City Bonds to 
form a permanent fund for the school. 

In April the bill as presented, was adopted by Council, and a Board of Su- 
pervisors was elected. The Board organized at once, appointing the Hon. 
Robert Y. Hayne as their chairman, and proceeded to carry into execution 
the important work with which they were charged. 

Of course the most important matter was the election of the principal of 
the school, and the Board was fortunate in securing the right man for the place. 
Mr. (afterwards Dr.) Henry M. Bruns, a graduate of the College of Charleston, 
was teaching with great success a private classical school, and he seemed to 
possess the qualifications which would enable him to establish on a firm foun- 
dation, the new High School. 

That the choice was a wise one, his eminently successful administration for 
more than a quarter of a century, is unmistakable evidence. With Mr. Bums 
was associated Mr. Charles B. Cochran, a gentleman of large culture and an ex- 
perienced teacher, a bom disciplinarian. He shares with the distinguished 
Head Master of the school the honor of elevating it to the high position it reached 
and held in the esteem of the community. Mr. Cochran occupied the Chair 
of First Assistant Teacher 'for more than twenty years. 

The school began its exercises Monday, July 1st, 1839, in a building on Bum 's 
Lane, near King Street. From the opening day the number of pupils steadily 
increased, and it soon became necessary to enlarge the faculty of the School, 
and Mr. (afterwards Rev.) A. Fljmn Dickson was chosen Second Assistant 
Teacher. 

In 1840 the school had grown to such an extent that the building on Bum's 
Lane was found too small to accommodate the pupils in attendance, and two 
buildings on Society Street were rented and used, until the erection, in 1841, 
•by City Council, of the well-known school house on the south side of Society 
Street, near Anson. This was the home of the school for forty years. 

Under the plan ado^Jted by the Board of Supervisors, the School was divided 
into four classes, each class having its own teacher and being responsible to 
him for all recitations in every branch of study. In the classes there were two 
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departmente; one including classical studies and the other limited to the usual 
branches of an English education. The course covered the period of four years 
— promotions being made annually — and the pupils who accomplished it were 
prepared to enter college, or for the activities of business life. In the first 
class there were often students pursuing a post graduate course, several of 
whom entered the Sophomore Class, and some even the Junior Class of the 
College of Charleston and of the South Carolina CoUege. 

The Hon. Robert Y. Hayne has been mentioned as the first Chairman of 
the Board of Supervisors. The Hon. Mitchell King and the Hon. Richard 
Yeadon subsequently held this position, and with their associates gave much 
time and energy to the duties devolving wpon them as custodians of the inter- 
ests of the School. Mr. Yeadon was Chairman for more than twenty years. 

Under the influence exerted by these distinguished citizens and with the 
reputation for good work which the school achieved its popularity became 
general, and many of the best families in the community were numbered among 
its patrons. 

The roll of the school for many years averaged more than 150 pupils, and 
during one session 206 boys were being educated within its walls. 

Just previous to the war the school was in a very prosperous condition. In 
1858 a class of 20 was sent to the College of Charleston-, and large classes en- 
tered the College in 1850 and 1860. In 1862, when Charleston was blockaded, 
and its business interests were paralyzed, - and when hostile fleets and armies 
threatened it, so that many families removed for safety to the interior of the 
State, the attendance was, of course, very much reduced. Finally, when the 
bombardment of the City began, it was found necessary to suspend the oper- 
ations of the school. 

In 1865 soon after the close of the war, the Board of Supervisors met, and 
resolved to re-open the doors of the school. Dr. Henry M. Bruns having re- 
signed his position as Principal, Mr. William R. Kingman was chosen to suc- 
ceed him, and with him were associated Mr. A. D. Simons, and Professor H. P. 
Feugas, Teacher of French. The work of the school was resumed in January, 
1866, when a large number of applicants for admission presented themselves, 
and it became necessary to enlarge at once the Faculty of the school. 

Messrs. Henry P. Archer and Francis W. Clement- were elected Second and 
Third Assistant Teacher respectively. In January 1867, the Public Schools of 
the City were re-opened, and Mr, Archer resigned to accept the position of 
Princiapl of the Bennett School and Mr. Clement being promoted, Mr. Virgil 
C. Dibble was elected Third Assistant Teacher, and entered upon the duties of 
his position January 2nd 1867. 

In 1867, Mr. Simons withdrew from the school to engage in journalistic 
work, removing to Kansas City, Missouri; later, Mr. Clement accepted the po- 
sition of Vice-principal of the Bennett School. The attendance at the school 
being reduced the positions thus left vacant were not filled, and in 1870 the 
School was in charge of the Principal and one Assistant and its efficiency was 
seriously affected. 

In the fall of 1871, Mr. Kingman resigned the position of Principal of the 
School, and the school was left with only one teacher, Mr. Dibble. The sit- 
uation at this time was very grave ; a new city administratibn under General 
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O. A. Wagener, had just gone into office, and the unsatisfactory condition of 
the High School was one of the first objects that attracted his attention. For 
a time it was doubtful if the school would be continued. flnaUy, however, 
through the earnest efforts of Chancellor Henry D. Lesesne, the Rev. C. C. 
Pinckney, D. D., Hon. W. D. Porter, Supervisors, and General Wagener, James 
H. Taylor and several of the Aldermen, the school was reorganized. Mr. Dibble 
was elected to the position of Principal, with Mr. William Simons as Assistant. 
Dr. Charles B. Lanneau, teacher of German, and Major L. DuBos, teacher of 
French. The new Faculty began earnestly the important and difficult work 
entrusted to them of restoring the school to its former condition of prosperity 
and usefulness. Their labors were not in vain. Slowly, but steadily the num- 
ber of pupils increased and the school was soon so reorganized as to do efficient 
work in every class. 

In 1873, when the Republicans again assumed control of the City Govern- 
ment, there were reasons to fear that the same policy which had proved so 
disastrous to the South Carolina College, would be carried into execution with 
reference to the High School. This apprehension, of course, had a depressing 
effect upon the interests of the school, and the greatest caution had to be pur- 
sued in its management. In spite of adverse conditions, however, the School 
was maintained, and continued its successful career. In 1879 when the Courte- 
nay administration began the School had 1 10 pupils enrolled, was well organ- 
ized, and doing effective work. 

-'One of the first measures adopted by the new City Council looked to the de- 
velopment of the School, and the inaugurating of a policy which would make it 
again a most important auxiliary in promoting the educational interests of the 
conmiunity. Much better facilities were afforded for the school by the purchase 
of the elegant and spacious King Mansion, at the comer of Meeting and George 
Streets, with its large and well shaded grounds. The necessary changes were 
made to adapt the building to school purposes, and a large gymnasium was 
erected and equipped with modem apparatus, so as to afford the pupils of the 
school opportunities for systematic physical exercise. 

Besides the change of location, and the advantage of a better school house 
and a gymnasium, other important improvements were made in the organiza- 
tion of the School. A charter was obtained from the State Legislature and a 
permanent Board of Tmstees took the place of the Supervisors. A carefully 
arranged course of study, in which Latin was included, was substituted for the 
optional course previously allowed; each teacher was assigned a department 
of instruction, instead of a class; and stringent rules were adopted, requiring 
pupils to maintain a per centage of at least fifty in their recitations in each 
department of study. A preparatory class for applicants was also organized. 

The City administration following that of Mayor Courtenay have continued 
their interest in the school, and have shown in a practical way their apprecia- 
tion of its work, and its value to the community. In 1893, the City Council, 
presided over by Mayor Ficken, made an appropriation of $12,000 for the 
erection of an annex, with commodious Assembly Hall, and spacious and com* 
fortable class rooms. This was at once built. 

The present city administration, Hon. J. Adger Smythe, Mayor, has made 
annual appropriations for furnishing the new Assembly Hall and Class Rooms 
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heating the school buildings, painting the old building and the gymnasium, 
furnishing the Laboratory with needed apparatus, placing blackboards of nat- 
ural slate along the walls, and for other purposes. 

The school is now in a very prosperous condition. Its reputation for thor- 
ough work grows every year, and it is regarded, not only in the City, but also 
, throughout the State, as one of the leading Secondary Schools of the South. 
Its graduates, who continue their educational studies, are uniformly regarded 
as among the best prepared in their classes whatever college they may enter. 
In the College of Charleston, the South Carolina College, the University of 
Pennsylvania, Vanderbilt University and Harvard, it has had representatives 
who have held prominent places among their peers. Those of the graduates 
who enter upon business life, find themselves well equipped for the work that 
is demanded of them. 



For many years th^ school had enjoyed the benefits resulting from a oon- 
tinuanoe/)f the teachers in charge of all its departments.- In 1898, Mr. William 
H. Schaefer, who had been connected with the school since ita reorganization 
in 1881, tendered his resignation and was succeeded by Dr. H. S. MacGillivray. 

The illness of Mr. Virgil C. Dibble brought about his resignation of the posi- 
tion of Principal in 1899. He had been connected with the school for a period 
of thirty-one years, during twenty-eight years of which time he had been the 
head master, and had been instrumental, with the direction and assistance of 
the Board, in enlarging the courses, raising the standard and guiding it to a 
very high degree of prosperity. 

At this time another of the valued and successful teachers severed his connec- 
tion with the Institution. Mr. Thomas Delia Torre, after a service of twenty 
years was elected Professor of Greek and Latin in the College of Charleston. 

Mr. Walter M. Whitehead was elected Principal to succeed Mr. Dibble and 
Mr. James J. Andrews became the successor of Mr. Delia Torre. 

The growth of the school and the enrollment of 209 pupils, the greatest 
number at that time since the founding of the School and the introduction of 
Bookkeeping as a part of the curriculum, necessitated the employment of two 
additional teachers, and Mr. Burnett Rhett and Mr. J. V. Mason were placed 
in charge of part of the English department and the Commercial Course. Mr. 
Mason's connection with the school terminated at the close of the year. 

At the close of the year 1900, the business course was enlarged so as to em- 
brace stenography and typwriting, so a« to afford the pupils of the PubUc 
Schools, who elected the course, a practical and technical education such as is 
offered in regular Conmiercial Schools and Colleges. Mr. Bull resigned in 1903 
and was succeeded by Mr. Frederick MuUer, who still continues to direct these 
commercial courses with much success. 

In order to enlarge the usefulness of the school, as well as to provide for the 
further education in High School studies, the Board of Public School Commis- 
sioners executed a contract with the Board of Trustees of the High School of 
Charleston, by which all graduates of the Bennett, Crafts and Courtenay schools 
were allowed the full four years course at the High School. Those who de- 
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aired were admitted to the ClasBical Course, and the others in addition to the 

« 

studies in English and Mathematics were offered a training in business methods 
and practice so as to prepare them at the conclusion of the school period to 
take up more intelligently the work of life, and meet the need for better and 
competent help in business offices. 

This arrangement has been in successful operation for ten years. In 1906 
the Preparatory class was abolished as the reason for its existence had ceased 
to exist. 

At the dose of the year 1909, Dr. H. S. MacGillivray and Mr. A. Burnett 
Rhett, resigned, the former to accept the English professorship at Conyerse 
CoDege, and the latter to be Principal of the newly erected Mitchell School. 

The graduates of the school have won distinction in many walks of life, and 
find themselves well equipped for the work demanded of them, and have thus 
demonstrated that the school is a "gateway to higher education, to mercantile 
and professional life, and the liberal arts u^ this city.'' 
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
